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Presentation 


Etudes internationales has been publishing a chronological review of 
Canada’s external relations for ten years. It lists events involving Canadian 
government interaction with foreign governments. These events are divided 
into thematic and geographic sections presenting, in turn, Canadian policies 
on defense, immigration, development aid, economic and commercial policies, 
Canadian participation in international organizations and bilateral relations 
linking Canada with all regions of the globe. 


The chronological review provides a reference tool for those interested in 
Canadian foreign policy. It does not analyse or comment on this policy. 
Rather, it presents a rapid overview of events in the quarter — this first 
volume covers the period from January to March 1989 — and allows the 
reader to follow Canada’s external relations as they take place. This volume 
is intended for researchers, civil servants, journalists and all those needing 
specific information on the federal government’s relations with the inter- 
national community. 


It is a pleasure to make this first bilingual edition available to the 
anglophone public, thanks to the support of External Affairs and Internatio- 
nal Trade Canada. We hope that this publication in book form will make the 
information it provides available to a broader public.

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A — Overview 


The start of Canada’s term on the United Nations Security Council and 
the coming into force of the Free Trade Agreement (FTA) on January 1 are 
two landmarks that will guide Canada’s international conduct over the 
coming years. On the one hand, Canada’s participation as a member of the 
Security Council prompted the government to review its policy toward the 
PLO. During the first quarter, Canada also reported its commitments toward 
the UN security forces. The search for peace was also evident in measures 
taken by Canada, along with its NATO allies, during the Negotiation on 
Conventional Armed Forces in Europe, as well as during the Negotiations on 
Confidence- and Security-Building Measures. On the other hand, on the topic 
of trade, the Canadian government’s desire to make the most of both the FTA 
with the United States and the trade links it has established with Europe, 
despite the 1992 deadline, also came into play. 


Several issues have had various outcomes. Some, such as the possible 
purchase of nuclear-powered submarines, had their outcome delayed, while 
others, such as the fisheries conflict with France, have seen some positive 
developments. Still others, such as the environment, have appeared on the 
agenda of major international meetings, and Canada fully participated in 
those meetings in early 1989. The Prime Minister of Canada, Brian 
Mulroney, announced the new cabinet on January 30. Secretary of State for 
External Affairs Joe Clark, Minister for International Trade John Crosbie, as 
well as Minister for External Relations and International Development 
Monique Landry and Minister of Employment and Immigration Barbara 
McDougall retained their portfolios. William McKnight was appointed Minis- 
ter of National Defence, replacing Perrin Beatty who has been transferred to 
Health and Welfare Canada. The Prime Minister also appointed Mary Collins 
Associate Minister of National Defence.' Finally, Mr. Mulroney, stating that

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his government would have to face severe budget constraints, announced that 
a major restructuring of government departments would take place over the 
next two years, but did not reveal any details.’ 


B — Defence Policies 


1 — Recruitment and Purchase of Equipment for the Canadian 
Forces 


The annual NATO survey on contributions made by member countries to 
the defence effort, released in early January, ranked Canada in second last 
place among NATO nations for defence spending as a percentage of GNP. 
Armed forces personnel apparently fell below 1 per cent of the nation’s labour 
force in 1988, according to The Globe and Mail.* As well, it was reported in 
late February that Canadian Forces recruitment officials were experiencing 
difficulties. In fact, the number of recruitment requests had dropped by 30 
per cent over the last two years, and the number of leaves had increased by 
25 per cent.‘ 


On February 20, the Canadian Human Rights Tribunal handed down its 
decision concerning the role of women in the Canadian Forces, ruling that 
the Canadian Forces would have ten years to fully integrate women into its 
combat units (except for submarines). Mary Collins, Associate Minister of 
National Defence, announced a few days later that the Minister would follow 
up on this decision. The Canadian Human Rights Commission and the 
Canadian Forces must devise a mutually acceptable implementation plan on 
this matter.’ 


While Perrin Beatty, Minister of National Defence, suggested on Janu- 
ary 25 that the purchase of nuclear submarines might be less of a priority for 
the new Conservative cabinet, Canadian Prime Minister Brian Mulroney 
stated during the cabinet shuffle that the commitment made by Canada when 
the White Paper on defence was released still held, although it would be 
subject to budget adjustments just like any other policy, in the light of fiscal 
realities.® According to Le Devoir, William McKnight, upon his appointment

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as the new Minister of National Defence in late January, initiated a study on 
the nuclear-powered submarine acquisition program in order to analyze the 
impact its possible abandonment might have.’ Le Devoir also reported that 
Prime Minister Mulroney had apparently assured British and French lead- 
ers, during his trip to The Netherlands and Great Britain in mid-March, that 
those two countries were still in the running for the contract to build the 
submarines. ® 


Perrin Beatty, Minister of National Defence, announced on January 25 
that he had accepted the recommendations of the Barton report on chemical 
and biological (CB) self-defence, and that he had directed their immediate 
implementation. The Barton report confirmed that Canada’s chemical and 
biological defence activities are conducted only for purposes of self-defence, 
but proposes that the management and public understanding of the CB self- 
defence program be improved. ? 


2 — Disarmament and Arms Control 


In this sector, the quarter was marked by three major international 
conferences. The Secretary of State for External Affairs led the Canadian 
delegation to the Paris Conference on chemical weapons from January 7 to 
11. Mr. Clark, recalling that Canadian soldiers had been among the first to 
suffer the effects of these weapons during the First World War, hoped that all 
violations of the 1925 Geneva Protocol would be condemned and stated that 
Canada desired a comprehensive and permanent ban on all chemical 
weapons, including the production, stockpiling and use of these weapons. He 
noted the importance of reliable means of verification and Canada’s commit- 
ment to developing investigation and inspection procedures. Finally, he 
recalled that Canada does not intend to use chemical weapons and does not 
intend to produce or stockpile such weapons, unless they are used against the 
military forces or the civil population of Canada or its allies. The Secretary of 
State further recalled that Canada has no biological or toxic weapons and 
does not intend to produce or stockpile such weapons.’ Moreover, the Minis- 
ter of National Defence announced on January 9 the creation of the position

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of a science counsellor for chemical arms control negotiations to be part of 
Canada’s permanent mission to the Conference on Disarmament in Geneva. 
This new position should enhance Canada’s contribution to concluding an 
international accord on chemical weapons." 


Vienna was the site, in mid-January, of a follow-up meeting of the 
Conference on Security and Cooperation in Europe (CSCE), the quarter’s 
second meeting on disarmament. On this occasion, the Secretary of State for 
External Affairs recalled that from the beginning of these negotiations, 
Canada had raised the fundamental issue of compliance with CSCE commit- 
ments. Mr. Clark stated that he was satisfied with the accomplishments of 
the Conference, and reminded the participants that the experience acquired 
during the Mutual and Balanced Force Reductions (MBFR) talks would prove 
most useful in the forthcoming round of negotiations on conventional armed 
forces in Europe, which Canada unreservedly supports. Describing the Vien- 
na Concluding Document as a welcome milestone in East-West relations and 
in the evolution of Europe, Mr. Clark noted that Canada was proud to have 
played a role in formulating some of the key elements of the Helsinki Final 
Act.” 


In mid-January, Canada agreed to participate in the Negotiation on 
Conventional Armed Forces in Europe (CFE) and in the Negotiations on 
Confidence- and Security-Building Measures (CSBM), which commenced in 
Vienna in early March. Mr. Clark said at the beginning of the year that 
Canada sees in the negotiations a unique opportunity for furthering the 
cause of European security. '* Recalling the new dynamic in East-West rela- 
tions, Mr. Clark stated in early March that he was convinced these negotia- 
tions held the key to a radical transformation of the security relationship in 
Europe. Mary Collins, Associate Minister of National Defence, represented 
Canada at a meeting of Ministers which immediately preceded, from March 6 
to 8, the beginning of the actual negotiations. '* Recalling Canada’s commit- 
ment in Europe and the participation of Canadian soldiers in inspections and 
observations, Mary Collins stated that Canada was seeking, within NATO, to 
improve the confidence-building measures agreed upon in Stockholm, partic- 
ularly by encouraging measures for an annual exchange of information 
concerning military organization, as well as “measures designed to produce

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greater openness and predictability regarding military activities”. She 
noted that NATO would also propose an organized exchange of views on 
military doctrine. Regarding the Negotiation on Conventional Armed Forces 
in Europe, Mary Collins pointed out that the goal of the proposals advanced 
by NATO was “to promote enhanced stability through a reduction in the 
capability of states to mount surprise attacks and large-scale offensive 
actions’’® by imposing limits on the holdings of armaments in Europe. 
Finally, the Associate Minister of National Defence recalled the importance 
that Canada attaches to verification measures.'’ The head of the Canada 
delegation, David Peel, was handed the responsibility of tabling the proposals 
at the negotiations on behalf of the NATO countries. These proposals provid- 
ed for ceilings on tanks, artillery and armoured troop carriers in all of 
Europe, a 30 per cent limit on the amounts of these armaments which can be 
held by any one country and a limit on armaments a country may station in 
another country. They also provided for verification arrangements, greater 
transparency about military organization and exchange of information. The 
Warsaw Pact desired a three-phase reduction plan, involving first a reduction 
in the asymmetries and capabilities for mounting surprise attacks, a 20 per 
cent reduction in armed forces and, finally, a provision for the defensive 
stationing of Warsaw Pact and NATO forces.'* The Vienna negotiations, 
which opened on an optimistic note, should run several years.’ 


C — Economic and Trade Policies 


In early March, Secretary of State for External Affairs Joe Clark recom- 
mended to cabinet that the list of countries subject to controls on exports of 
“sensitive” goods be modified. In accordance with the commitments made 
during the meetings of the Commonwealth Committee of Foreign Ministers, 
South Africa was added to the list. Mr. Clark also announced that all nine 
Warsaw Pact countries, Vietnam and South Korea would be deleted from the 
list, in order to reduce constraints on the trade of non-strategic goods with 
those countries. Furthermore, the Secretary of State announced a major 
revision of the Export Control List, which involved adding sensitive goods 
and deleting those which were no longer of concern. The revisions to the list

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will put Canadian exporters on an equal basis with their European and 
Japanese competitors.” 


In a letter released in mid-February, Finance Minister Michael Wilson 
asked the Canada International Trade Tribunal to complete a study, un- 
derway since last year, on the need to reduce tariffs on textiles imported from 
outside North America. In his letter, the Minister noted that Canadian tariffs 
on these textiles can range as high as 25 per cent, or double those applied by 
other industrialized nations, increasing costs for the apparel industry and 
consumers. The tariff review, scheduled to begin public hearings in March, 
will continue throughout 1989.” 


Early this year the banking community was shaken by a crisis caused by 
the government’s decision to temporarily grant a bank licence to American 
Express by an Order-in-Council. The controversy stemmed from the fact that 
the Bank Act requires a very strict separation of banking and commercial 
interests. Despite arguments advanced by the Canadian Bakers Association, 
the Minister of Finance held his position, while also delaying by one year the 
granting of letters patent to the American Express bank. This will allow 
Parliament to examine the new financial services legislation” which should 
give the same rights to Canadian banks. 


On February 22, International Trade Minister John Crosbie launched 
InfoTech ’89, a tour of External Affairs Technology Development Officers 
which is part of the Technology Inflow Program. The goal of this 11-city tour 
was to brief business, academic and government representatives about the 
latest developments in international technology. According to the Minister, 
better information on technology should allow our business people to remain 
strong competitors. ” 


The agricultural export sector also saw some developments. Minister 
Charles Mayer decided to remove the oats trade from the control of the 
Canadian Wheat Board as of August 1. It was also learned that the Wheat 
Board would have to cut its total export sales in half in 1989 because of the 
drought last summer.”

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The federal government’s budget deficit was the subject of an IMF report 
which recommended in early March that the government cut its deficit by $9 
billion to avoid a weaker dollar, higher interest rates and a fall in stock 
prices. The Finance Minister found the IMF’s evaluation realistic, while 
Prime Minister Brian Mulroney stated that the $9-billion figure suggested by 
the International Monetary Fund should not represent a “magic figure,” 
although he recognized the importance of the IMF’s message. He added that 
Canadians should devise the prescriptions for dealing with this problem.” 


Finally, according to figures released by Statistics Canada and reported 
by Le Devoir, Canada’s trade surplus decreased in 1988 (goods sector only). In 
fact, the $8.9-billion trade surplus represented a drop of $2.2 billion compared 
to the previous year. The rise of the Canadian dollar during the year could 
explain the increase in imports and decrease in export growth.” 


D — Development Assistance Policies 


Following a report prepared by a Toronto research group on a strategy to 
inform the public about development issues, Le Devoir reported that the 
Minister responsible for CIDA, Monique Landry, accepted the report’s recom- 
mendations in general and considered the creation of a development educa- 
tion unit a priority. The group recommended that such a unit and a national 
advisory committee be created and that the Public Participation Program be 
maintained. The Minister had apparently requested her officials to examine 
the recommendation to create a National Resource Centre to provide infor- 
mation on international issues. The communication strategy proposed by the 
report’s authors, which was inspired by social marketing techniques, would 
be aimed at modifying the attitudes of Canadians and encouraging them to 
analyze development assistance from a perspective of interdependence and 
international cooperation.” 


CIDA also launched a new program in early March called the Overseas 
Development Associates Program. With a $5-million budget, the program is 
intended to encourage the integration of young university graduates into 
development projects.* CIDA also continued to provide funding to various 
organizations and institutions during this quarter: $700 000 over two years

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to Disabled Peoples’ International for training and advocacy work on behalf 
of disabled people in developing countries; $453000 to the University of 
Moncton and $451 700 to the University of Ottawa to help finance post- 
graduate scholarship programs for students from developing countries.” 


E — Immigration Policies 


During this quarter, An Act to amend the Immigration Act, 1976 and to 
amend other Acts in consequence thereof came into force. The federal govern- 
ment also attempted to put in place a system that would make it possible to 
examine the 85000 cases of persons who had claimed refugee status before 
January 1, 1989. 


In the first week of January, the refugee determination system was 
flooded with 265 claims. In early March, Le Devoir reported that there had 
been 1 255 new files since January 1, 1989.*° Of this number, 978 had passed 
the first-stage hearing and 851 of these had been referred to the newly 
created Immigration and Refugee Board. In 72 of the 978 cases that had been 
studied briefly, the board members refused to acknowledge a minimum basis 
for the claim. By early March, 185 new refugees had been officially recog- 
nized. However, in late March, the list of “safe third countries” provided for 
by the new Act had still not been released. Regarding the measures adopted, 
it was learned in mid-January that Barbara McDougall, the Minister of 
Immigration, was seeking to evaluate the reliability of major airline compa- 
nies and their ability to detect bogus refugees. Representatives from the 
Department of Immigration, the International Air Transport Association 
(IATA) and the Association of Airlines Representatives in Canada met in 
Ottawa on January 17, to discuss the issue.” 


On another front, a spokesman for the Department of Employment and 
Immigration, Andrew Anderson, confirmed in mid-January that the depart- 
ment was reviewing a policy that required universities to hire Canadian 
professors first, before calling upon the services of foreign professors.*” The 
possible relaxing of this policy would make it possible to recruit Canadian 
and foreign professors simultaneously. 


A spokesman for the Department of Employment and Immigration, 
Gordon Barnett, stated on March 31 that the federal government planned to

deport 20000 of the 85000 refugee claimants who had arrived in Canada 
prior to January 1, 1989, and that the remaining refugees would either stay 
in the country or leave voluntarily. The department began examining the 
30 000 oldest cases and, according to Mr. Barnett, some bogus refugees might 
be permitted to stay in Canada for humanitarian reasons.** The Globe and 
Mail reported on April 1 that the Treasury Board had approved an additional 
$100 million for processing the backlog of 85000 cases over a two-year 
period.* On January 16, Barbara McDougall, Minister of Employment and 
Immigration, had confirmed that effective that same date, refugee claimants 
who were in Canada prior to January 1, 1989, had been authorized to work.”. 


A moratorium protecting approximately a hundred Haitian refugees who 
were in Canada prior to January 1 from being deported had been lifted on 
January 5 by Minister McDougall. According to Le Devoir, this decision was 
apparently based on a positive evaluation of developments in Haiti by the 
Department of External Affairs, whose spokesman expressed the view that 
“the situation is calmer there than it was a few months ago”. The removal 
orders already made against some of these persons came into effect immedi- 
ately. The Minister’s press attaché, Ian Sandinsky, confirmed in early Febru- 
ary McDougall’s desire not to reinstate the moratorium for the time being. *’ 
Furthermore, the 174 East Indians, mainly Sikhs, who had landed in Nova 
Scotia in July 1987, were still waiting in early January to find out whether 
they could stay in Canada.* 


F — International Organizations and Meetings 


1 — The United Nations 


On January 1, Canada began a two-year term on the United Nations 
Security Council. Canada exercised its right to vote at the Security Council 
on January 11, when it opposed a resolution criticizing the United States for 
downing two Libyan MiG-23 a week earlier. On January 30, Secretary of 
State for External Affairs Joe Clark said in Toronto that Canada intended to 
encourage compromise during its term on the Security Council. On February 
23, Mr. Clark made a working visit to UN headquarters to discuss Namibia, 
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Canada’s role in UN peacekeeping forces and Canada’s possible participation 
in the Central American peace process.” 


In January, Canada’s Ambassador to the United Nations, Yves Fortier, 
stated that Canada was ready to contribute to the funding of new UN 
peacekeeping missions. On March 1, Mr. Clark and his colleague William 
McKnight, Minister of National Defence, announced the components of Cana- 
da’s contribution to the United Nations Transition Assistance Group (UN- 
TAG) in Namibia. A 235-member Canadian Forces logistics unit, as well as a 
few military police and staff officers, will be dispatched to Namibia. The 
Canadian contingent will be under the command of Colonel Michael Jeffrey. 
The troops were to be deployed in Namibia in the second half of March, with 
UNTAG coming into effect on April 1. During his working visit to the UN in 
February, Mr. Clark presented officials there with a $10-million (U.S.) 
cheque which covered the bulk of Canada’s contribution to the group.“ 
Finally, recalling that Canada is a Security Council member and was a major 
sponsor of the original 1978 settlement plan for Namibia, Mr. Clark announc- 
ed on March 29 that Canada would have its own observer mission in Namibia 
starting April 1. Mr. Clark also announced that in an effort to remain 
impartial, Canada would not directly fund SWAPO.“ Meanwhile, The Globe 
and Mail reported on February 16 that senior Canadian officials were 
optimistic that Canada would soon join a United Nations observer mission in 
Central America and that Canada wanted a very clear mandate and objec- 
tives for the supervisory force.” 


January 1 also marked the beginning of Canada’s three-year term on the 
UN Human Rights Commission. Mrs. A. Reynell Andreychuk, Canada’s High 
Commissioner to Kenya, will also be filling this position. Moreover, a spokes- 
man for the Department of External Affairs confirmed on January 19 that 
Canada would accept by June that a United Nations committee hear possible 
complaints against it of torture and other cruel treatment.” 


External Relations and International Development Minister Monique 
Landry stated during the annual consultations with the Non-governmental 
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Organizations Concerning Human Rights that Canada would strive to pro- 
mote the acceptance of international human rights standards, and that it 
plans to improve the mechanisms by which to apply and monitor internation- 
al legal instruments. “ 


2 — The Commonwealth 


The Secretary of State for External Affairs chaired the third meeting of 
the Commonwealth Committee of Foreign Ministers on Southern Africa in 
Harare, Zimbabwe from February 6 to 8. During the meeting, the Ministers 
examined accusations of destabilization made against South Africa by the 
five Front Line States, ways to help these countries and Namibia. In a speech 
at the meeting’s opening on February 6, Mr. Clark noted first that South 
Africa had not changed its apartheid policy since the Committee’s last 
meeting in Toronto. The Secretary of State also reiterated Canada’s support 
for the process to bring Namibia to independence. As well, he denounced 
South Africa’s efforts to destabilize the Front Line States, accusing it of 
crippling the entire region’s economy. He noted, however, that the destabili- 
zation would not end until the system of apartheid was dismantled. As for 
sanctions, Mr. Clark reminded his counterparts of the efforts and measures 
advanced by Canada and encouraged them to continue seeking effective ways 
to intensify pressure on South Africa.“ 


Canada had been criticized by some African representatives during the 
meeting. Allegations that Canadian companies were selling arms to South 
Africa prompted Prime Minister Brian Mulroney to declare from his Lake 
Meech residence that Canada does not sell arms, and that it is not its fault if 
somebody sells parts that are later transformed into military equipment by a 
third party. Mr. Clark stated during a press conference: “There is no evidence 
that arms are being shipped from Canada, directly or through a third 
country. If there is such evidence, I would like to be informed of it.” 
However, Mr. Clark acknowledged that a loan by a Canadian bank to a 
South-African controlled company based in Luxembourg might well violate 
the spirit, if not the letter, of a 1986 Commonwealth agreement on sanctions. 
Mr. Clark said, though, that he preferred persuasion to coercion in this 
matter.‘” Finally, Le Devoir reported on February 7 that Mr. Clark said he 
was somewhat embarrassed about increases in trade between Canada and 
South Africa in 1988. The Secretary of State noted, however, that the 
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increases did not violate the agreement reached by the Commonwealth 
nations.“ The Commonwealth Committee of Foreign Ministers concluded its 
meeting in Harare by announcing that it intended to review the wording of 
sanctions against South Africa to better reflect current realities.” 


3 — La Francophonie 


Environment Minister Lucien Bouchard participated in a preliminary 
meeting for the Dakar Summit on March 30 and 31. During this meeting Mr. 
Bouchard, former Canadian Ambassador to Paris and the Canadian govern- 
ment’s representative to la Francophonie, denounced France’s attitude to- 
wards what is now referred to as the “Louis Pasteur Institute Affair”. 
Criticizing the Institute’s decision to publish its Annales in English, Minister 
Bouchard, as quoted in Le Devoir, resquested France to “set an example” and 
“not give in at a time when we are experiencing this great momentum of la 
Francophonie”. Although expressing his concern and even his discourage- 
ment, Mr. Bouchard denied, however, that he was interfering in any way in 
France’s policy. He noted, in fact, that there were positive solutions to the 
problem, and desired a united approach in Dakar. “Perhaps,” he said, “the 
French think they do not need la Francophonie. But we do need it.” The 
importance of the French language in science will be on the agenda of the 
Dakar Summit.” 


4 — GATT and the Cairns Group 


It was learned on January 29 that Canada and the United States had 
submitted a proposal to the GATT Council, requesting that a GATT working 
party review the Canada-U.S. Free Trade Agreement. The proposal was 
unanimously adopted by the GATT Council on February 8. The Council’s 
Canadian representative, Rob Wright, Alternate Representative to the 
GATT, presented the proposal to the Council and noted that Canada intends 
to cooperate fully with the working party, whose work is expected to take 
from 6 to 18 months.* 


Agriculture continued to be the subject of intense negotiations, following 
the failure of the Montreal Conference. The disagreement on agriculture 
between the United States and the European Community remained sharp, 
and on February 8 Canada backed an EC request for an investigation. The 
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EC made its bid at a regular meeting of the GATT Council.” For its part, the 
Cairns Group met in New Zealand from March 17 to 19. Canadian Interna- 
tional Trade Minister John Crosbie participated in the meeting, whose goal 
was to develop a strategy for dealing with the stalemate over agriculture in 
the current round of Multilateral Trade Negotiations. During the preceding 
months, Mr. Crosbie had taken advantage of ministerial meetings to attempt 
to overcome the current impasse in negotiations between the United States 
and the EC. During the New Zealand meeting, Mr. Crosbie reminded the 
participants that the long-term health of agriculture required secure access 
to world markets, equitable and effective GATT rules and disciplines and a 
reduction in subsidies. At the end of the three-day meeting, trade ministers 
from the 14-member group called on the EC to table a credible reform 
package at the GATT negotiations in Geneva in April or face the anger of its 
trading partners.” 


5 — The International Civil Aviation Organization 


The ICAO Council met in Montreal in mid-February to examine anti- 
terrorism security measures. Benoit Bouchard, Canada’s representative, had 
hoped to play an active role during the meeting in order to foster a consensus. 
The Transport Minister encouraged his colleagues to conform to ICAO regu- 
lations on matching passengers to baggage and also raised the issue of 
security costs, reminding his colleagues that Canada plans to allocate $10 
million by 1991 for financial and technical aid in the security field to 
developing countries. Mr. Bouchard also reminded his colleagues that Cana- 
da has been evaluating since September 1987 the security rating of persons 
having access to airports and passengers. ICAO Council members agreed to 
adopt new security standards within a few months. The resolution that was 
adopted called upon members to give the highest priority to intensifying the 
fight against terrorism and sabotage. According to Le Devoir, an ICAO team 
specializing in the detection of explosives was to meet in Montreal from 
March 6 to 10.™ 


6 — Multilateral Economic Meetings 


Two preliminary meetings for the upcoming Summit of the Group of 
Seven leading industrial nations, scheduled to take place in Paris in July, 
were held during the first quarter. The Group of Seven finance ministers met 
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in Washington on February 3 to examine the issue of stabilizing exchange 
rates, the debt problem of developing countries, interest rates and budget 
deficits. Concerning debt reduction, Finance Minister Michael Wilson ac- 
knowledged that proposals had been tabled, but that the solutions should be 
voluntary, market-based and implemented on a case-by-case basis. He stated 
that all the ministers had agreed on the need to cooperate in order to find a 
solution to the debt load on developing countries.” 


On another front, the leaders’ chief aides — “sherpas” — held a working 
meeting in France in late February. During this first meeting in a series of 
three or four, the aides discussed the agenda of the Paris Summit, which was 
held from July 14 to 16. The heads of state and government at the meeting in 
France examined the increase in inflation and interest rates, monetary 
cooperation, international trade, Third World debt and cooperation to protect 
the environment.” 


7 — International Meetings on the Environment 


Four major international conferences on the environment were held 
during the first quarter. From February 20 to 22, lawyers and environmental 
policy experts met in Ottawa at the invitation of the Government of Canada. 
The aim of this follow-up meeting to the international atmospheric confer- 
ence held in Toronto last June was to conclude an agreement on legal 
principles to protect the atmosphere and to develop recommendations for 
future action. Canadian Environment Minister Lucien Bouchard announced 
on February 20 that the Canadian government intended to reduce chloro- 
fluorocarbons (CFCs) by 85 per cent by 1999, exceeding by 100 per cent the 
objectives provided for by the 1987 Montreal Protocol. The Environment 
Minister, citing the urgency of the situation, pressed his colleagues not to 
wait for the results of interminable studies before acting. Le Devoir quoted 
the Minister as saying that he hoped a legal framework and recourse 
mechanisms for countries facing pollution from other countries would be 
implemented. The Conference concluded with the adoption of the Ottawa 
Declaration which recognized that the atmosphere is a “common resource of 
vital interest to mankind” that should be protected by all States. The 
signatories called for an international treaty to reduce gas emissions and the 
creation of a World Atmospheric Trust Fund. The Ottawa Declaration should 
be presented to the Committee on Climatic Changes and the Ocean, which 
falls under the United Nations, and the second World Climate Conference in 
1990. A spokesman for the Department of External Affairs, Edward Lee, 
stated at the end of the Conference that Canada intended to promote those 
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decisions during the upcoming meetings of the Commonwealth, la Fran- 
cophonie and the Group of Seven Summit.” 


British Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher received representatives from 
approximately a hundred countries, including Canada, in London from March 
5 to 7 for a conference called “Saving the Ozone Layer.” William Winegard, 
Canadian Minister of State for Science and Technology, said at the confer- 
ence that substitutes for CFCs should be made available to developing 
countries. He said it would be very unfair if these products were not 
available. At the close of the London Conference, which had been organized 
with the support of the United Nations Environment Programme, twenty 
new countries ratified the Montreal Protocol.” 


The following week, approximately twenty heads of state and govern- 
ment met in The Hague, the Netherlands for an international conference on 
the environment at the invitation of France, Norway and the Netherlands. 
Prime Minister Brian Mulroney represented Canada at the conference, whose 
goal was to create a monitoring agency that would have the power to impose 
sanctions on polluting states. Mr. Mulroney also met with Dutch Prime 
Minister Lubbers and his Norwegian counterpart, Mrs. Bruntland. Mr. 
Mulroney stated the importance of acting quickly to protect the atmosphere 
in order to bequeath a decent world to our descendants. According to Le 
Devoir, Mr. Mulroney had hoped the meeting would strengthen the political 
will of all countries. The Prime Minister signed, on behalf of Canada, The 
Hague Declaration which provides for the creation of a new institutional 
authority under the United Nations to monitor and set international stan- 
dards for pollution control. Decisions made by this agency, which may be a 
new agency or an existing UN institution, would be subject to review in the 
International Court of Justice in The Hague. The document also calls for all 
industrialized nations to compensate Third World nations for their pollution 
control efforts.” 
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Finally, Basel was the site, March 20 to 24, of an international confer- 
ence on trade in hazardous waste. The 116 countries attending the Confer- 
ence unanimously approved the treaty’s text on March 22. The document, 
known as the Basel Convention, will come into force three months after 
twenty countries have ratified it.* One of the main problems addressed by 
the delegates to the conference was a proposal made by some countries, 
including Canada, concerning the right of passage. Canada had hoped, first, 
to be advised when hazardous waste is being transported via its territorial 
waters and, second, it wanted to have the right to refuse such transport. 
Delegations from the Third World approved the proposal, while hazardous- 
waste producing nations opposed it. 


G — Canada-U.S. Relations 


1 — President Bush’s Visit to Ottawa 


The new U.S. president continued a tradition established by his predeces- 
sors and made his first foreign trip to Canada, while also making his visit 
less formal. Mr. Bush met with the Prime Minister of Canada in Ottawa on 
February 10. On the eve of his departure for Ottawa, Mr. Bush had announc- 
ed to Congress that he intended to reach a compromise with U.S. legislators 
in order to promulgate legislation on acid-rain causing emissions. As discus- 
sions with Prime Minister Brian Mulroney drew to a close, Mr. Bush 
suggested the time for studies was over. He proved his will to act by moving 
first with legislation in the United States before commencing talks with 
Canada to conclude an acid-rain accord. The Canadian Prime Minister said 
President Bush’s statements represented “substantial progress”.*' Other de- 
tails on the progress of environmental issues will be dealt with later in the 
text. 


According to Le Devoir, the two leaders also discussed the state of East- 
West relations and the political situation in the Soviet Union. Meanwhile, 
U.S. Secretary of State James Baker said Washington was pleased with 
Canada’s decision to authorize second-generation cruise missile tests. 


During President Bush’s visit, International Trade Minister John 
Crosbie met with his U.S. counterpart Carla Hills, while Secretary of State 
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for External Affairs Joe Clark received the U.S. Secretary of State at an 
official dinner. It was learned in late March that Prime Minister Mulroney 
would return the favour by visiting the U.S. president on May 3.” 


As regards diplomacy, Canada’s new Ambassador to Washington, Mr. 
Derek Burney, commenced his term on January 1, while President Bush 
appointed Edward Ney as Thomas Niles’ successor as U.S. Ambassador to 
Canada in March.” 


2 — Trade Issues 


During this quarter, Canada-U.S. trade relations were marked by 
numerous developments, particularly in the context of the Canada-U.S. Free 
Trade Agreement (FTA) which came into effect on January 1. 


On January 4, International Trade Minister John Crosbie announced 
that, following a U.S. decision to delay tariff reductions on plywood and 
oriented strand board, Canada had suspended its tariff reductions on these 
products and that it would request bilateral consultations on the issue under 
the dispute settlement provisions contained in Chapter 18 of the FTA. 
Canada took the same action for wool. In other developments, the Minister 
attempted to dissipate confusion surrounding the implementation of FTA 
provisions covering a remuneration regime for the retransmission of televi- 
sion signals. A remuneration system will be implemented, but it will not 
come into effect until January 1990. By that time, the Government of Canada 
will have established a Copyright Board. According to the January 4 Globe 
and Mail, Orders-in-Council on the above issues were passed by the cabinet 
on December 30, 1988. Canada also greatly reduced its inspections of U.S. 
meat products at the beginning of this year, and Le Devoir reported on 
January 7 that U.S. hog farmers had filed a complaint with the Department 
of Commerce for countervailing duties on Canadian pork exported to the 
United States. On January 10, Mr. Crosbie announced a series of seminars 
on the Free Trade Agreement, which are intended to help exporters better 
understand the changes resulting from the implementation of the FTA.*® On 
February 1, the Minister announced another series of seminars for Canadian 
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companies who want to make the most of contract opportunities with the U.S. 
government as a result of the FTA.” 


The first appointments of Canadians to the Canada/U.S. dispute settle- 
ment panels were announced in a news release on January 25.* Among the 
persons nominated were Peter Lougheed and Gerald Regan, two former 
premiers. Panel members will be authorized to decide on any dispute under 
the FTA, except for disputes relating to anti-dumping and countervailing 
duty actions or to financial services.® They will also be subject to a code of 
ethics in order to avoid conflicts of interest. On February 1, the International 
Trade Minister announced the appointment of Ellen Beall as Secretary of the 
Canadian section of the Binational Secretariat established under the FTA. 
The Secretariat will provide administrative support to dispute settlement 
panels and serve as the registry office of panel review procedures.” 


The issue of steel exports was also on the agenda in February. As his 
meeting with President Bush drew to a close on February 10, Prime Minister 
Mulroney expressed the opinion that Canadian steel producers should not be 
subject to U.S. restrictions. The issue was also discussed at a meeting held at 
the same time between Canadian Minister for International Trade John 
Crosbie and Carla Hills, the new U.S. Trade Representative. On February 24, 
Minister Crosbie confirmed that the U.S. Department of Commerce had made 
a preliminary subsidy determination of 103.5 per cent against steel rails 
imported from Canada which are considered subsidized.” The U.S. Commerce 
Department must, however, verify its findings and make a final subsidy 
determination by May.” 


Following a decision made during their meeting on February 10, the top 
Canadian and U.S. trade officials met once again on March 13 in Washington 
during the first official session of the Canada-U.S. Trade Commission.” On 
this occasion, Mr. Crosbie and Mrs. Hills agreed to establish a special panel 
on automobile trade and to name a working group on subsidies by May. They 
also agreed to establish committees on customs issues related to market 
access and on agriculture. Mr. Crosbie described his meeting with the U.S. 
Trade Representative as “historic.” Canada and the United States have also 
confirmed that they will return to the negotiating table in order to accelerate 
tariff reductions on approximately fifty imported products. The negotiations 
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might commence in the spring and tariff reductions would be implemented on 
January 1, 1990.” 


In Canada, the advisory council charged with reviewing how Canadian 
workers will adjust to free trade presented its report to Prime Minister 
Mulroney in late March. In a unanimous report called Adjusting to Win, the 
council members, chaired by Jean de Grandpré, suggested that the federal 
government not introduce programs to help workers adjust to free trade and 
that it emphasize the training of workers rather than income support. The 
Minister of Employment and Immigration, Barbara McDougall, stated that 
the government would make its reaction known after it has conducted a 
thorough study of the report.” 


Finally, the foreign investment bill that was introduced in the U.S. 
Congress at the end of the quarter raised the ire of Derek Burney, the new 
Canadian Ambassador to Washington. In a speech to business people, Mr. 
Burney denounced the bill which would require foreigners to register any 
acquisition of 5 per cent or more of a U.S. company, property or asset worth 
more that $5 million (U.S.). According to the Ambassador, the bill violates 
the FTA. Mr. Burney will continue making representations on this issue to 
the Bush administration and to Congress.” 


In addition to a Canada-U.S. agreement on the reciprocal recognition of 
commercial drivers licences that came into effect on December 29, 1989,” and 
announced in January, two other major issues attracted attention during the 
first quarter: Canadian salmon and herring exports to the United States and 
a U.S. tax on imported oil. 


With respect to fish, the GATT had ruled that trade was hindered by 
Canadian regulations requiring that salmon and herring be processed to a 
certain degree before being exported. In early January, Canada proposed that 
the fish be inspected and weighed in Canada, unless they were processed 
there. International Trade Minister John Crosbie and his counterpart, Fish- 
eries and Oceans Minister Tom Siddon, expressed their disappointment at 
U.S. threats of reprisal. U.S. trade authorities will hold a hearing on April 6 
to decide on possible penalties.” 
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Regarding oil, Minister Crosbie announced on March 30 Canada’s deci- 
sion to ask the GATT permission to withdraw concessions from the United 
States because it failed to implement the ruling of the GATT “Superfund” 
Panel. A GATT panel had ruled that the U.S.’s discriminatory tax on 
imported oil was inconsistent with GATT rules. Pointing out that Canada 
had exhausted all other options for recourse, Mr. Crosbie said he was ready to 
take action in accordance with Canada’s obligations under the GATT. The 
Minister said Canada would not exercise systematic reprisals but would 
withdraw equivalent concessions, following domestic consultations on possi- 
ble methods of retaliation.” 


The Globe and Mail reported on January 19 that the United States had 
limited total Canadian sugar exports by placing certain varieties of sugar in 
new categories.” 


3 — Environmental Issues 


While addressing the Senate on January 18, Secretary of State designate 
James Baker said the new U.S. president planned to tackle the acid-rain 
issue promptly, and with a new approach. Mr. Bush anticipated working 
closely with Congress to first establish a legislative clean-up program. Cana- 
dian Environment Minister Lucien Bouchard visited Washington on January 
23 to meet with the Senate majority leader and the Administrator of the 
Environmental Protection Agency. Mr. Bouchard said he was encouraged by 
the tone of his counterparts. A few days prior to President Bush’s visit to 
Ottawa, the Environment Minister had still hoped to commence negotiations 
with the United States. He reiterated his desire to obtain a firm commitment 
on acid rain with a compulsory seven- to eight-year timetable and a 50 per 
cent quantified cut in toxic emissions. * 


As indicated above, the new U.S. president told Congress prior to leaving 
for Ottawa that he plans to move first to have Congress pass legislation on 
acid-rain causing emissions. President Bush undertook to fund a $5-billion 
(U.S.) program on clean-coal technology that is to last five years and not the 
ten that President Ronald Reagan had proposed in his final budget in 
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January.” While in Ottawa, Mr. Bush said he anticipated concluding an 
accord on acid-rain with Canada, but only after Congress has passed the 
proposed legislation. Prime Minister Brian Mulroney stated that President 
Bush’s statements represented “substantial progress”.* In early March, Envi- 
ronment Minister Lucien Bouchard expected that the legislation proposed by 
the Bush administration would meet Canada’s objective of a 50 per cent 
reduction in cross-border pollution. In mid-March, Democratic and Republi- 
can representatives introduced a bill that proposed a 40 per cent reduction by 
1998, and Mr. Bouchard stated that he was most satisfied with that proposal. 
He also said Canada should continue its efforts.” 


Other environmental issues also drew attention during the first quarter. 
Following a spill in mid-January of 875 000 litres of oil from a barge off the 
Washington coast, and which drifted to the coast of Vancouver Island, Mr. 
Bouchard announced that no plan had been implemented to seek compensa- 
tion for the victims, but that Ottawa would held people file claims. Stating 
that the Canadian government supported the polluter pay principle, Mr. 
Bouchard revealed that Canadian embassy officials in Washington were 
talking with U.S. authorities.® Finally, it was learned on March 17 that 
Canada, which opposes a U.S. plan to allow oil and gas exploration in the 
Arctic National Wildlife Refuge, failed to stop the exploration. Its attempt to 
persuade members of a Senate Committee, who ended up voting in favour of 
the project on March 16, was unsuccessful despite arguments advanced by 
Canadian Ambassador Derek Burney, who had encouraged committee mem- 
bers to designate a protected refuge zone.” 


4 — Miscellaneous Issues 


After several delays due to fog, a ninth test of an unarmed, Air Launched 
Cruise Missile took place in northern Canada in January.*’ However, con- 
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troversy was sparked once again when the federal government announced 
that it had authorized an advance cruise missile (ACM) test. In response to a 
U.S. request on January 17, the Canadian government authorized the testing 
of the new missile under the terms of an existing bilateral agreement, 
referring to its commitments to NATO and emphasizing the new missile’s 
defensive nature. The ACM, which has a longer range than the ALCM, uses 
stealth technology and has a more advanced guiding system. The test took 
place as scheduled on March 2.* 


The Minister of National Defence announced on January 27 that 531 
soldiers of the Canadian Forces Special Service Force would participate in 
Arctic winter warfare training in Alaska, along with 21000 American 
military personnel. 


H — Canada and Western Europe 


1 — The European Community 


International Trade Minister John Crosbie visited Europe from January 
27 to February 3 to assess the impact on Canada of trade liberalization in 
Europe after 1992 and to encourage new trade links between Canada and 
Europe. He also took the opportunity to address participants in the annual 
Davos Symposium in Switzerland, and to meet with senior representatives of 
the Italian and British governments, as well as with EC and GATT repre- 
sentatives.* In Canada, a series of symposia for business people was held in 
February and March. During these symposia on trade promotion with Europe 
after 1992, participants met with Canada’s High Commissioner to the United 
Kingdom, Donald Macdonald, and Claude Charland, Canada’s Ambassador to 
France.” Mr. Macdonald, addressing an audience in Toronto, said he saw 
excellent opportunities in Europe after 1992 and reminded his audience that 
Canadian envoys are responsible for following up the situation. 
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Canada and the EC signed an agreement on wines and spirits in Brussels 
on February 28, under which Canada promised to eliminate all discrimina- 
tion in this sector, abolish barriers to the distribution of wine and develop a 
national system to eliminate provincial disparities in the treatment of beers 
imported from Europe.” The seal-hunting issue also surfaced again in mid- 
March, when the European Commission, citing the need to protect the species 
and cruel hunting techniques, requested that the 12 member nations of the 
EC impose a permanent embargo on seal pup skins.” 


2 — France 


During the first quarter, Canada-France relations were once again marked 
by the fisheries conflict over St. Pierre and Miquelon. The controversy 
between St. Pierre fishermen and Paris came to a head once again in early 
January, when a French trawler entered disputed waters. Canada did not 
inspect the boat because international conventions prohibit such measures in 
disputed waters. On January 13, Paris unilaterally set a 26 000-tonne fishing 
quota for France in 1989 in the disputed waters, immediately causing the 
federal government, which accords France a “legitimate” share of only 5 500 
tonnes over the same period, to condemn France’s action. Fisheries and 
Oceans Minister Tom Siddon described the French government’s decision as 
unrealistic and irresponsible. The mediator chosen by the two countries, 
Enrique Iglesias, had his term extended three times during the quarter. Mr. 
Iglesias postponed until mid-March his report to the two parties who agreed 
not to release it immediately. An agreement was finally reached on March 29 
and released on March 31. The dispute will be heard by an international 
court made up of five judges who will have three years to rule. Meanwhile, 
France will have an annual quota of 15600 tonnes in the disputed zone.” 


Other issues gave rise to developments during March. On March 8, 
Federal Communications Minister Marcel Masse announced that he would 
soon be meeting with France’s Minister of Culture Jack Lang to discuss the 
dubbing issue. According to La Presse, the Minister described the issue as a 
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symbol of French imperialism and protectionism.*” On March 31, the Depart- 
ment of External Affairs announced that France had decided to remove its 
visa requirement for Canadians effective April 3.” 


Finally, France’s new Ambassador to Canada, Francois Bujon de 1|’Es- 
tang, who was appointed in early February, outlined his objectives during an 
interview with the Canadian Press in March. During his term, he hopes to 
strengthen special ties with Quebec, while also making English Canada more 
aware of modern France. Describing relations between Canada and France as 
“sood, calm and promising”, Mr. de l’Estang said he was confident the two 
nations would open a new chapter in their relations in the context of the Free 
Trade Agreement and the single European market after 1992.° 


3 — Great Britain 


During his trip to Great Britain, International Trade Minister John 
Crosbie addressed members of the Canada-United Kingdom Chamber of 
Commerce. He told his audience that he had asked British ministers their 
advice on how to settle overfishing by some European countries near the 
Grand Banks of Newfoundland. Mr. Crosbie also touched on the issue of trade 
liberalization, recognizing that the FTA and the single market after 1992 
offer new reasons to establish technology joint ventures between the two 
countries. Reminding the participants of Canada’s Commitment to the GATT 
objectives, Mr. Crosbie stated that European integration should not lead to 
new trade barriers.” 


As the meeting on the protection of the ozone layer drew to a close in The 
Hague, Prime Minister Mulroney travelled to Great Britain on March 13. 
There he held discussions with Prime Minister Thatcher, who assured him 
that Europe would not impose any trade barriers on Canadian goods after 
1992. Mr. Mulroney stated to the press that Canada wanted reciprocity with 
Europe and that he had received assurances to that effect from Mrs. Thatch- 
er. The two leaders took advantage of their meeting to also discuss the 
purchase of nuclear submarines and the Rushdie affair.” 


4 — Italy 


International Trade Minister Crosbie also took up the subject of trade 
liberalization in Italy. Warning Italian business leaders against protection- 
ism, Mr. Crosbie stressed the importance of openness, transparency and 
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ongoing consultation between the European Community and its major trad- 
ing partners. Mr. Crosbie took advantage of his stay in Italy to chair the 
inaugural meeting in Rome of the Canada-Italy Working Group on Economic 
and Industrial Cooperation which promotes trade and investment between 
the two countries. '” 


At the working group’s first session, participants and industry and trade 
representatives agreed on the need to focus future trade on a dozen areas, 
including plastics, forest products and energy. According to The Globe and 
Mail, Mr. Crosbie described the meeting, which is to be held annually, as 
“very productive.” The International Trade Minister later met with his 
Italian counterpart and addressed business leaders in Milan.’ 


I — Canada, USSR and Eastern Europe 
1 — USSR 


During a speech in Calgary on January 138, Secretary of State for 
External Affairs Joe Clark welcomed the marked change in the Soviet regime 
and its move towards a more open system. However, he called upon his 
audience not to forget the Soviet system’s nature and history and to look at 
the many faces of the Soviet Union.’” A representative for the Soviet 
Embassy in Ottawa described Clark’s comments as “old, rusty notions”.’” In 
late January, National Defence Minister Perrin Beatty announced a number 
of steps to improve military exchange with the Soviet Union. He invited 
Soviet military authorities to visit the Defence Research Establishment at 
Suffield, Alberta. Mr. Beatty also hoped to conduct senior-level military staff 
talks with the Soviet Union and pursue travel to the Soviet Union as a 
regular part of the itinerary of the National Defence College. The Minister of 
National Defence stated as well that as soon as the Soviets completed their 
withdrawal of troops from Afghanistan, Canada would renew reciprocal port 
visits. '* It was also learned in late February that a new exchange program 
for experts on nuclear energy would be established by Canada and the USSR. 
The first Soviet delegation should be visiting Canada this spring or summer 
to discuss the security of nuclear facilities.’” 


In early February, Canada’s decision to allow advanced cruise missile 
testing (ACM) drew criticism from the Soviet Union. A Soviet Embassy 
spokesman in Ottawa denounced Canada’s decision on February 2, stating 
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that Canada had lost its status as an opponent of the arms race by allowing 
the advanced cruise missile testing and that it was not in keeping with recent 
moves towards arms control. Then, on February 3, Pravda said that Canada 


“was being subservient to the wishes of Pentagon militarists’.'” 


The Prime Minister of Canada received Soviet physicist Andrei Sakharov 
in Ottawa on February 13. Mr. Mulroney, who said he was “moved and 
fascinated,” later stated that he and Mr. Sakharov had discussed the current 
situation in the Soviet Union. The Prime Minister also confirmed his inten- 
tion to visit the USSR in 1989, but that no firm plans had yet been made.” 


Various other issues saw developments during the first quarter. In late 
January, the Canadian Fitness and Amateur Sport Minister launched, in a 
spirit of cooperation with the USSR, a Canada-Soviet program to twin cities 
in order to promote physical fitness.’ On another front, Soviet Embassy 
authorities in Ottawa, including Ambassador Alexei Rodionov and Agricul- 
tural Counsellor Alim Djambourchin, reassured Canadians about the agricul- 
tural reforms announced in March. According to the spokesmen, Canadian 
wheat exporters have no reason to fear losing their $1-billion-a-year market 
in the Soviet Union as a result of the upcoming sweeping agricultural 
reforms in the Soviet Union.’ 


2 — Czechoslovakia 


Mr. Clark deplored human rights violations in Czechoslovakia in Febru- 
ary and released, on February 27, the text of a letter he had delivered to the 
Czechoslovakian Foreign Minister. In the letter, the Secretary of State 
protested the sentences imposed on playwright Vaclav Havel and approxi- 
mately twenty other persons for participating in demonstrations com- 
memorating the twentieth anniversary of the death of Jan Palach.'”° 


J — Canada, Latin America and the Caribbean 


1 — Central America 


Secretary of State for External Affairs Joe Clark announced in a news 
release on February 21 that the Heads of Mission of the five Central 
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American republics had been called to a meeting on that same day with 
senior officials of the Department of External Affairs. The officials conveyed 
the Minister’s congratulations on the efforts in the peace process and stated 
further that: Canada hopes all parties will find means to stop the civil 
conflicts and find peaceful alternatives to violence; undertakings made by the 
five presidents during a meeting on civil and political rights on February 13 
and 14 should be pursued quickly; finally, all governments are invited to 
make a concerted effort to secure and guarantee the human rights of their 
peoples. Mr. Clark once again offered his commitment to address the social 
and economic roots of unrest in Central America and went of to say that 
Canada stands ready, through the United Nations, to take an active part in 
the design and implementation of a security verification mechanism for 
Central America." 


The Canadian government has withheld its comments on the presi- 
dential elections in El] Salvador. A group of observers made up of Members of 
Parliament and officials of non-governmental organizations were in El Sal- 
vador during the elections. Upon their return, delegation members were to 
meet with External Affairs officials. According to the March 29 Globe and 
Mail, the government was awaiting meetings with this group and its own 
officials’ reports before making a statement.'” 


2 — Humanitarian and Development Assistance 


In an annual report released on February 20, the Inter-Church Commit- 
tee on Human Rights in Latin America called on the federal government to 
stop providing aid to El Salvador and Guatemala because of recent human 
rights violations in those countries. A spokesman for the Department of 
External Affairs said on February 20 that the suspension of aid would raise 
questions of who would suffer the most and that Canada wanted to help the 
population. '* 


Canada also participated in two multilateral financial assistance pro- 
jects. In the first project, Canada joined eight other Western nations in 
providing Guatemala with $200 million (U.S.) per year over a three- to five- 
year period. The contribution was collected under the auspices of the World 
Bank and is to help Guatemala consolidate its fledgling democracy.' In the 
second project, Canada coordinated the efforts of a group of Guyana’s credi- 
tors to help that country pay its $120-million (U.S.) debt. In exchange for 
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financial support, Guyana must follow a program of austerity and economic 
reforms approved by the IMF. Canada’s role stems from a 1987 agreement 
among the Group of Seven industrial countries.*” 


Canada also announced that it will contribute to a plan managed by the 
United Nations High Commission for Refugees to integrate refugees into the 
local economies of Central American countries. Canada will contribute $2.5 
million to the program through CIDA.’ The health sector in particular will 
benefit from Canadian assistance, as Montreal’s Maisonneuve College will 
receive $1 million to train students and supply hospital equipment to Nicara- 
gua in partnership with the Polisal Institute in Managua.’ External Rela- 
tions and International Development Minister Monique Landry and the 
Director of the Pan American Health Organization signed an agreement for 
cooperation on February 22. During the four-and-a-half year agreement, 
CIDA will fund a $5-million perinatal health project in Peru, Bolivia, Nicara- 
gua and Honduras.'"* Finally, on February 15, Mrs. Landry announced that 
Canada would donate a land-mapping computer valued at $420 000 to Bar- 
bados.'”° 


K — Canada, The Middle East and North Africa 


Canada-Middle East relations were marked by two major issues during 
the first quarter: the development of Canada’s position on the Palestinian 
issue and sudden developments in the Rushdie affair. 


1 — Canada and the Palestinian Issue 


During February and March, newspapers reported that Canada was 
hesitant about taking a stand on the Palestinian issue. The situation became 
all the more uncomfortable when Canada, a United Nations Security Council 
member, found itself the sole Western nation not to conduct ministerial or 
diplomatic relations with the PLO. In mid-February, Canada voted in favour 
of a United Nations resolution condemning Israeli policy in the occupied 
territories. Canada failed, however, to establish its own clear policy, as 
Ambassador Yves Fortier still had no direct contacts with permanent PLO 
observers at the UN. Conflicting opinions within the federal government 
became evident between March 8 and 22, as contradictory statements multi- 
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plied. On March 8, Secretary of State for External Affairs Joe Clark confirm- 
ed that Canada planned to have higher-level relations with the PLO, consid- 
ering Mr. Arafat’s and the PLO’s recent actions which had been described as 
constructive. A spokesman for the Prime Minister’s Office said Mr. Clark’s 
statements did not mean there would be a change in policy. During a radio 
interview, Mr. Clark also maintained that the absence of higher-level con- 
tacts with the PLO could prevent Canada from playing a role in the Middle 
East peace process and the Security Council. Mr. Mulroney stated from 
London on March 14 that Canada had a deep commitment to Israel and that 
any change in policy on the Middle East would not be made in haste. On 
March 22, a senior official of External Affairs acknowledged that two major 
schools of thought existed within the federal government as to how the 
Middle East problem should be resolved. Some hoped there would be no 
change in Canadian policy each time a new development arose, while others 
supported a change in policy.” 


On March 30, Mr. Clark announced that Canada would normalize its 
relations with the PLO, considering developments over the past year and a 
half in the Middle East. Canada also endorsed the principle that Palestinians 
have the right to self-determination, but did not recognize the Palestinian 
state proclaimed in Algiers. The right to self-determination, said Mr. Clark, 
must be exercised through the upcoming Middle East peace negotiations. All 
restrictions on contacts between Canadian and Palestinian representatives 
were lifted and Canada recognized the PLO as the principal representative of 
the Palestinians. Canada’s Ambassador to the United Nations met with a 
PLO representative on March 30. Israel criticized Canada’s decision and 
called Canada’s Ambassador to Israel to its Department of Foreign Affairs. '*! 


2 — Canada and the Rushdie Affair 


Canada was not spared the controversy surrounding Ayatollah 
Khomaini’s call on February 15 for the death of Salman Rushdie, author of 
the novel The Satanic Verses. On February 17, Revenue Canada initiated an 
investigation into the book’s contents, after receiving a complaint that it was 
hate propaganda. Meanwhile, officials of the Department of External Affairs 
informed Iran’s chargé d’affaires in Ottawa of Canada’s concern. Le Devoir 
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reported that the official protest indicated that Canada opposed violence and 
that there are legal remedies for persons who feel they have been offended. 
On February 19, the ban was lifted and Rushdie’s novel once again entered 
Canada freely, as Revenue Canada had decided it did not constitute hate 
propaganda. On February 21, Canada followed the lead of the EC nations and 
recalled its chargé d’affaires in protest. In so doing, Mr. Clark, whose 
comments had been reported by The Globe and Mail, wanted to signal 
Canada’s absolute disapproval of the fundamental violation of international 
law and customs. The Secretary of State said he also hoped that the recall 
would encourage moderate forces in Iran. The following day, it was learned 
that Revenue Minister Otto Jelinek, who is responsible for customs, had 
received death threats linked to the Rushdie affair and that he was under 24- 
hour protection by the Royal Canadian Mounted Police. 


On February 25, Secretary of State Joe Clark announced that he had 
summoned senior diplomats resident in Ottawa of the member states of the 
Organization of the Islamic Conference (OIC) to a meeting on February 28, in 
order to urge them to find a pragmatic solution to the Rushdie affair. 
Following the meeting, Mr. Clark rejected the diplomats’ request to ban 
Rushdie’s novel and stated that a death threat against the national of one 
country by the leader of another country was totally unacceptable. Mr. Clark 
said he hoped, however, to maintain contact with the OIC diplomats. On 
March 8, Canada’s top diplomat announced that he intended to resume 
dialogue with Iran, that he did not want to isolate Ayatollah Khomaini and 
that he hoped to return Canada’s chargé d’affaires to Tehran. The Minister 
noted the importance of not pushing the Tehran regime towards more 
extremism, considering the increasing influence of moderate forces in that 
country. Finally, Prime Minister Mulroney said he was in a quandary about 
Revenue Canada’s decision to temporarily block the import of The Satanic 
Verses when the affair had first commenced, and also promised to review the 
act and relevant regulations. '” 
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3 — The Situation in Lebanon 


On March 30, the Secretary of State for External Affairs expressed his 
concern over the situation in Lebanon. Troubled by the outbreak of violence 
in that country, Mr. Clark said that all Canadians are distressed and also 
reiterated that Canada supports the sovereignty, independence and territori- 
al integrity of Lebanon. ’” 


L— Canada and Africa (south of the Sahara) 


1 — South Africa 


Attention was once again focussed on South Africa in early 1989. At the 
invitation of the Canadian government and private organizations, two lead- 
ers of the anti-apartheid movement visited Canada in January. Mr. Morobe 
and Mr. Valli, members of the United Democratic Front, said that Canada’s 
attitude towards South Africa had left them disappointed and skeptical. 
During a private meeting with senior officials of the Department of External 
Affairs, Mr. Morobe and Mr. Valli told the officials they were disappointed at 
Canada’s repeated promises to take harsher measures and sanctions. Accord- 
ing to The Globe and Mail, the senior officials had apparently assured the 
two men that Canada did intend to intensify sanctions.’ In late January, 
Statistics Canada released figures which indicated that trade between Cana- 
da and South Africa had increased by 67.7 per cent in the first 11 months of 
1988. The statistics resulted in an outrage in Canada and its Front Line 
African allies. The latter criticized Canada at a meeting of the Common- 
wealth Committee of Foreign Ministers in Harare in early February.'’” On 
February 1, Joe Clark conceded that the criticism would weaken Canada’s 
credibility. Recognizing that South Africa had made little progress lately, Mr. 
Clark denied rumors that Canada was preparing to close South African 
diplomatic offices in Canada, withdraw Canadian diplomats from South 
Africa or apply new sanctions in the near future.’ On another front, a $600- 
million loan by the Bank of Nova Scotia to a company controlled by South- 
African interests also raised questions. A spokesman for the Department of 
External Affairs stated on February 7, however, that the loan did not violate 
Ottawa’s sanctions against South Africa.” In late February, Ottawa revealed 
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that it would not boycott Swiss banks making loans to South African 
interests, because it would be interfering in another country’s affairs. '” 


In early March, South Africa was added to the list of countries subject to 
controls on certain Canadian exports, as indicated above.’ Finally, it was 
learned in late March that the Canadian Embassy’s intervention in South 
Africa had led to the release, on March 22, of 11 South Africans from Ciskei 
who had been arrested by police shortly before they were to meet with 
Canada’s ambassador. '” 


2 — Humanitarian and Development Assistance 


During a March 7 conference in Khartoum on food aid to Sudan, Canada 
threatened to cut off food aid to that country, unless the Sudanese govern- 
ment commenced peace negotiations with the rebels and the war ended. 
Deploring the intolerable situation of Sudanese civilians, the Canadian 
ambassador described the situation as an affront to the conscience of the 
international community. Canadian assistance to Sudan this year is estimat- 
ed at $67 million. 


Other countries in southern African also benefitted from Canadian 
assistance. In early February, Canada provided $954 200 through CIDA to 
the Canadian Council of Churches to assist Mozambican refugees who have 
fled to various states in the region and displaced persons in Mozambique.” 
Member of Parliament Walter McLean signed two agreements totalling $17.5 
million on behalf of External Relations and International Development 
Minister Monique Landry in Luanda, Angola. One agreement will fund the 
planting of trees in Malawi, Tanzania and Zambia; the other will provide 
$8.8 million to support research to develop improved bean varieties in 
Tanzania and Malawi. The two projects, headed by the Southern African 
Development Coordination Conference, will be funded by CIDA.’ In 
response to a special appeal by the United Nations High Commissioner for 
Refugees, Canada contributed $1 million for the repatriation of 58 000 exiled 
Namibians in time for the elections. '™ 
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Canada also made contributions in the health sector. In late February, 
CIDA contributed $250 000 to the University of Montreal and the University 
of Laval for the United Nations Population Fund" to support family health 
training projects. On February 24, Monique Landry, Minister responsible for 
CIDA, launched a program to fight AIDS in Francophone African countries, 
in collaboration with the Laval University’s Centre de coopération en santé 
et développement. The $22-million program will be carried out over a five- 
year period.’ In late January, Canada had made a commitment to assist 
Nigeria in establishing an education program to fight AIDS, thanks to funds 
from the International Development Research Centre, and to provide 
$236 438 to non-governmental organizations in late February to fight a 
meningitis outbreak in Ethiopia.’ 


CIDA also announced that it will fund an irrigation demonstration 
project in Sahel (approximately $850 000), a University of Regina program in 
Cameroon ($172 000 per year for five years), an institutional cooperation 
project between the University of Laval and the Centre ivoirien de recherches 
économiques et sociales ($6.56 million) and the sale of agricultural services to 
Cameroon ($3.64 million). !* 


M — Canada, Asia and Oceania 


1 — Canada and Economic Cooperation 


During the first quarter, Canadian authorities made a few statements 
regarding Canada-Asia economic cooperation and the possible creation of a 
regional economic institution for the Asia Pacific region. On February 27, 
External Relations and International Development Minister Monique Landry 
participated in the Pacific Rim Opportunities Conference and called on 
Canadian companies to take advantage of the economic opportunities in the 
Asia Pacific region. Mrs. Landry told her audience that Canada is currently 
preparing a strategy called “Pacific 2000” to make Canada a key partner 
with the dynamic Asia Pacific economies.'? Two days previously, Interna- 
tional Trade Minister John Crosbie, who was in Tokyo to attend the funeral 
of Emperor Hirohito, warned Japan and Australia against the temptation to 
create a regional economic organization excluding Canada. Reacting to a 
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proposal made last month by Australian Prime Minister Bob Hawke to create 
an Asian version of the OECD, Mr. Crosbie stated that Canada considers 
itself a Pacific nation and that, as a result, it expects to play an active role in 
the development of such an organization. Recalling the federal government’s 
two priorities for international trade in the nineties — relations with Pacific 
nations and preparation for Europe 1992 — Mr. Crosbie took advantage of his 
stay in Tokyo to meet with the Australian Minister for Trade Negotiations, 
as well as with Japanese Foreign Affairs, International Trade and Industry 
ministers. '*° Two weeks later, while addressing the Tokyo press, Deputy 
Minister for International Trade Gerald Shannon reiterated Canada’s claim 
to be a full member of any economic or trade organization of Asia Pacific 
countries. '' John Crosbie kept up the attack on March 21 during a speech in 
Wellington, New Zealand. The Minister reminded his audience that Canada 
would support an organization for economic cooperation in the Asia Pacific 
region, that the limited opportunities now available for consultation make it 
necessary to create such an organization, but that consultations should be 
held on the nature and scope of new institutional arrangements. According to 
Mr. Crosbie, the future group should include Canada, the United States, 
Japan, New Zealand and Australia. '” 


2 — Afghanistan 


Great Britain, charged with the diplomatic responsibility for citizens 
from six countries including Canada, requested January 19 that those citi- 
zens leave Afghanistan while commercial flights were still available. Bri- 
tain’s chargé d’affaires also advised them that Great Britain did not plan an 
emergency evacuation.'** In a news release February 16, Secretary of State 
for External Affairs Joe Clark expressed. satisfaction that Soviet troops had 
been withdrawn from Afghanistan. Stating that this departure brought to an 
end a “tragic chapter in that country’s history,” Mr. Clark hoped that a 
representative government would be established in Afghanistan in the fu- 
ture. Finally, he noted that the withdrawal of Soviet troops from Afghanistan 
would bring forward an atmosphere of greater trust and confidence in 
improving East-West relations. '* 
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3 — China 


In early February, Canada’s trade attaché in China released preliminary 
statistics on trade between Canada and China for 1988. Overall Canadian 
exports in the first nine months of 1988 totalled $2.1 billion, up from $1.03 
billion in the comparable period a year earlier. Wheat, potash and polyethy- 
lene resin exports all increased dramatically. Imports from China, mainly 
food, cloth and clothing, rose to $735.6 million from $595.3 million a year 
earlier.'** The Three Gorges hydro-electric dam project was also discussed in 
mid-February. A $14-million feasibility study funded by the Canadian Inter- 
national Development Agency was carried out by a Canadian consortium. “” 
The authors of the study released on February 14 concluded that financially, 
technically and economically the dam could be constructed.’ Meanwhile, 
The Globe and Mail reported on February 20 that there were construction 
delays at the new Canadian Embassy in China. Construction was to have 
taken 20 months, but is only at the half-way point after 30 months. Finally, 
on March 7, Canada raised concerns about the respect of human rights in 
Tibet with officials of the Embassy of the People’s Republic of China. While 
Canada recognized Chinese sovereignty over Tibet, it requested Chinese 
officials to respect Tibetans’ rights and liberties and also expressed its 
concerns about recent developments in Lhasa to Beijing. '* 


4 — Japan 


In early January, Prime Minister Brian Mulroney expressed his sym- 
pathy to the Japanese Government on the occasion of the death of Emperor 
Hirohito. The Governor General of Canada, Jeanne Sauvé, and International 
Trade Minister John Crosbie represented Canada at the State funeral. The 
two members of Canada’s official delegation joined representatives from other 
countries to meet the new Emperor Akihito.'” 


A gathering in Tokyo of so many leaders from the world over made it 
possible to hold more bilateral and multilateral meetings. In addition to the 
Japanese ministers of Foreign Affairs and International Trade, and the 
Australian Minister for International Negotiations mentioned previously, 
Mr. Crosbie also met with EC Vice-president Mr. Andriessen and GATT 
Director General Arthur Dunkel.'” 
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On another front, Canada and Japan jointly developed a spatial program 
to study the upper atmosphere. As part of this collaboration, Canada provided 
a mass spectrometer for the Japanese Exos-D satellite launched on February 
20 in Japan, as well as a ground antenna to receive date transmitted by that 
satellite. According to Le Devoir, the two countries are to share the data and 
the results of the analyses. '' 


5 — Humanitarian and Development Assistance 


In response to an appeal by the UN Secretary-General, the Secretary of 
State for External Affairs and the Minister of National Defence announced 
that Canada will contribute to economic and humanitarian assistance efforts 
for Afghan refugees. Canada will provide training on the detection and 
clearing of mines and will contribute $22 million over the next two years to 
support the Afghanistan Repatriation and Rehabilitation Program. This sum 
is in addition to the $19 million that Canada already provides each year to 
Afghan refugees in Pakistan.’” 


On January 17, External Relations and International Development Min- 
ister Monique Landry announced that Canada would provide $5.5 million in 
food aid to Pakistan. The Minister described the funds, which will be used to 
purchase between 20000 and 25000 tonnes of Canadian wheat through 
CIDA, as a “tangible expression of Canada’s support for the new democratic 
government of Prime Minister Benazir Bhutto”.'’* Other projects were also 
announced during the quarter. On January 16, the International Trade 
Minister announced that the Government of India had signed a contract 
valued at $166 million with the Canadian Commercial Corporation to have 
Met-Chem of Montreal provide mining equipment and services.’ On Febru- 
ary 17, as part of CIDA’s Institutional Cooperation and Development Services 
Program, Monique Landry concluded an agreement with the University of 
Calgary for a training and support project for two institutions in Bhutan.’® 
On February 6, CIDA that it will provide $420 000 to fund a feasibility study 
on the production of Liquified Petroleum Gas in Bangladesh.’ 
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N — Thematic Chronology* 


Canada to participate in EXPO 92 
January 12: 


Secretary of State for External Affairs Joe Clark and International Trade 
Minister John Crosbie announced that Canada will be participating in 
the International Exposition in Seville from April 20 to October 12, 1992. 
Canada’s presence in Spain will make it possible to highlight Canadian 
expertise in innovation and technology, particularly in research on 
glacial meltwater and biotechnology. 


Canadian to head the United Nations Development Fund for Women 


February 1: 


The Secretary of State for External Affairs welcomed Sharon Capeling as 
Director of the United Nations Development Fund for Women. The UN 
agency has two mandates: to encourage positive decisions within the UN 
and to support projects that improve the status of women. In 1988-1989, 
Canada will allocate $1.15 million to the Fund, whose budget totals $6.5 
million. 


Canadian to head United Nations Peacekeeping Forces in Cyprus 
February 3: 


Following a request by the United Nations, it was learned that a 
Canadian will command United Nations peacekeeping forces for the first 
time in thirty years. Major-General Clive Milner will direct 2 300 sol- 
diers of the United Nations Peacekeeping Forces in Cyprus (UNFICYP), 
and will report directly to the Secretary-General and have the rank of 
Under-Secretary-General. 


Air Service Agreements 


February 21: 


The Secretary of State for External Affairs and the Transport Minister 
announced that new air service agreements have been concluded with 
Denmark, Norway and Sweden, which will allow Canadian International 
to establish links with Copenhagen, Oslo and Stockholm, while SAS will 
serve Toronto. The Secretary of State for External Affairs was pleased 
that these agreements will make it possible to re-establish air links 
between Canada and Scandinavia. The Transport Minister announced 
that the services will be available to the public starting this summer.

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February 13: 
The Globe and Mail reported that Iran Air Canada had commenced talks 
on establishing a direct air link between Iran and Canada. According to 
this newspaper, Iran Air had proposed flights to Mirabel. In exchange, 
Air Canada would be authorized to land in Tehran. 


Space Agency in Montreal Area 


March 1: 


The federal government announced that the headquarters of the Space 
Agency would be located in the Montreal area. Coveted by both Montreal 
and Ottawa, the Space Agency will be the decision centre of Canada’s 
civilian space program. It will also be responsible for Canadian participa- 
tion in the American Space Station Program and in the European Space 
Agency. 


Extradition Request against Suspected Terrorist 


January-March: 


In January, Britain’s High Court heard the parties appealing Canada’s 
request to extradite suspected terrorist Inderjit Singh Reyat, believed to 
have been involved in an attack at a Tokyo airport in 1985. In its 
decision handed down on January 24 during the appeal, the Court upheld 
a previous lower court decision ordering that the former British Colum- 
bia resident be extradited to Canada. On March 22, the High Court 
upheld its decision on seven of the eight charges, including five courts of 
possession of explosives and two counts of manslaughter. 


Soviet Union Benefits from Espionage Affair 


February-March: 


Canadian Stephen Ratkai pleaded guilty to an espionage charge and to 
another charge for attempted espionage at a trial in Newfoundland this 
quarter. Accused under the Official Secrets Act, Mr. Ratkai, 26, was found 
guilty and sentenced to nine years in prison on March 9. 


Diplomatic Appointments 
January-March: 


During the first quarter, the Secretary of State for External Affairs 
appointed Francis Filleul Ambassador to Ethiopia and David Peel Am- 
bassador to the Negotiation on Conventional Armed Forces in Europe 
and to the Negotiations on Confidence- and Security-Building Measures. 
Mr. Clark also appointed Percy T. Eastham Consul General in San 
Francisco. 
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Presentation 


Etudes internationales has been publishing a chronological review of 
Canada’s external relations for ten years. It lists events involving Canadian 
government interaction with foreign governments. These events are divided 
into thematic and geographic sections presenting, in turn, Canadian policies 
on defence, immigration, development aid, economic and commercial policies, 
Canadian participation in international organizations and bilateral relations 
linking Canada with all regions of the globe. 


The chronological review provides a reference tool for those interested in 
Canadian foreign policy. It does not analyze or comment on this policy. 
Rather, it presents a rapid overview of events in the quarter — this volume 
covers the period from April to June 1989 — and allows the reader to follow 
Canada’s external relations as they take place. This volume is intended for 
researchers, civil servants, journalists and all those needing specific informa- 
tion on the federal government’s relations with the international community. 


It is a pleasure to make this bilingual edition available to the 
anglophone public, thanks to the support of External Affairs and Internation- 
al Trade Canada. We hope that this publication in book form will make the 
information it provides available to a broader public.

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A — Overview 


The second session of the 34th Parliament opened on April 3 with the 
reading of the Speech from the Throne, which placed major emphasis on the 
economy and the need to control the national deficit. In line with the 
objective of reducing the deficit, the Canadian government chose the path of 
spending cuts when preparing its budget, which was announced prematurely 
in a press conference on April 26. The cuts contained in the budget affected 
primarily the Department of National Defence and Canada’s development 
assistance. 


In its desire to adapt to changes in the world economy, the government 
stressed throughout the quarter its World Horizon trade strategy toward the 
Asia-Pacific region, Western Europe and North America. The Minister for 
International Trade and the Secretary of State for External Affairs made 
repeated mention of this major strategy and its underlying policies for 
Europe 1992 and Pacific 2000. Both ministers also took part in consultations 
on economic policy, trade, and the environment at the OECD meeting in Paris, 
the Canada-EEC Joint Cooperation Committee in Brussels, and participated 
in a trade mission to Spain. Other multilateral events this past spring were 
the NATO and Francophone summits, and multilateral economic meetings, 
including the GATT. Lastly, mention should be made of the widespread 
consternation in Canada following the June events in China and of the first 
visit to Canada by an Israeli president at the end of the quarter. 


B — Defence Policies 


1 — Budget Impact on White Paper Forecasts 


The federal budget tabled by Finance Minister Michael Wilson in April 
effectively shelved a number of defence proposals in the 1987 White Paper. 
Although the defence budget was increased over the 1988 spending forecasts, 
it was reduced by $575 million compared to the anticipated 1989-90 budget 
and reduced by a further $600 million for the following year. In total, the 
defence budget would drop by $2.74 billion over the next five years. However, 
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for the 1993-94 fiscal year, i.e. at the end of the deficit reduction period, the 
budget would regain its funding level set out in the White Paper, that is, a 
real growth rate of 2 per cent annually. 


While not calling into question the 1987 defence policy report to which 
the government had stated it was still faithful, budget proposals cancelled or 
cut numerous equipment modernization programs. The program to purchase 
a fleet of nuclear-powered submarines was definitively abandoned, putting 
replacement of the Oberon submarines on hold. The purchase of new CF-18 
fighter planes and additional maritime surveillance aircraft was also can- 
celled. Purchases of all-terrain vehicles for the militia were cut by more than 
half, as were the number of new tanks for Canadian forces in Europe. 
Moreover, Finance Minister Wilson announced the full closing of seven 
military bases and the scaling down of seven others.’ The government did, 
however, commit itself to examine alternatives to bridge the gap created by 
the cancellation of these programs and develop a new plan for maintaining 
an effective Canadian naval force.” During a House of Commons debate in 
the days that followed, several Conservative ministers stated that it was still 
the government’s intention to purchase a Polar 8 icebreaker, a purchase 
which had been planned for the past three years. Neither the cost nor details 
of the operation were revealed.* Contracts were also awarded to two prime 
contractors in June to develop plans for the construction of twelve Maritime 
Coastal Defence Vessels.‘ Among other projects affected by budget cuts, 
mention should be made of the government’s announcement on June 26 of 
cancellation of plans to build the final group of six frigates for the Canadian 
navy.” 


The day after the announcement of the budget cuts, Defence Minister 
William McKnight acknowledged the problems raised by cancellation of these 
projects in terms of maintaining a Canadian presence in the Arctic and 
enforcing Canada’s sovereignty. The Globe and Mail reported that the minis- 
ter had raised the possibility of relying upon American and British allies to 
defend Canada’s Arctic waters.® To “address the need to effectively patrol 
Canada’s coastline and enforce our sovereignty,” Canada revealed at the very 
end of the quarter its decision to purchase three Arcturus patrol planes. The

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new aircraft would be used for environmental and maritime surveillance and 
on search and rescue missions.’ 


It was also revealed in the course of the quarter that because of budget 
restrictions, Canada’s commitment to consolidate its military forces in 
Europe by sending a new brigade could not be fulfilled. The presence of 
Canadian troops stationed in West Germany would, however, be maintained, 
the defence minister added; as far as the minister was concerned, Canada’s 
NATO commitment had not changed. ° 


2— NATO 


The dispute that had been dividing NATO members for several months 
over opening negotiations to reduce short-range nuclear forces (SNF) based in 
central Europe was positively resolved at the NATO Summit in May. Earlier 
in the quarter, Canada had made several attempts to reconcile the West 
German position, favourable to the early opening of negotiations with the 
Soviet Union on this class of weapons, and the American position, which 
favoured disarmament negotiations on conventional forces and modernizing 
the 88 Lance missiles. 


Initially, in May, discussions on this dispute figured prominently in the 
agenda of the first official visit to Canada by NATO’s new Secretary General, 
Manfred Worner.’ During the two-day visit, Mr. Worner held talks with the 
Canadian Prime Minister, the Secretary of State for External Affairs, and the 
Minister of National Defence on a possible compromise proposed by Canada. 
Mr. Worner recommended to the Canadian government at that time that it 
would be wise not to take a position in favour of either side; Canada had 
“especially at this moment a role to play” in finding a compromise." Secre- 
tary of State for External Affairs Joe Clark was to communicate in writing to 
his American, British and West German counterparts the substance of the 
Canadian proposal that would link plans to modernize short-range nuclear 
missiles to a commitment to negotiations with the Soviet Union on a reduc- 
tion in their numbers.” 


Discussions on this dispute were resumed in the following days during a 
visit to the United States by Prime Minister Mulroney and Mr. Clark. 
Coming out of the discussions, President Bush described as “constructive” the 
suggestions submitted by the Canadian representatives. Questioned as to the 
details of the Canadian compromise, Mr. Mulroney maintained that they 
were ideas among others and indicated Canada’s desire to find common

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ground before the Brussels Summit so as to preserve solidarity among NATO 
Allies. ” 


On May 11, following the announcement by the U.S.S.R. of unilateral 
custs in its short-range nuclear forces and proposals for cuts in conventional 
arms, the Secretary of State for External Affairs stated the Canadian posi- 
tion: “Canada supports the commencement of negotiations on reductions, but 
not total elimination of SNF missiles, and is also prepared to support modern- 
ization of NATO’s SNF forces. The first step in any such negotiation should be 
to bring the continued Soviet asymmetry down to NATO levels.” 


At the NATO Summit on May 30, disarmament proposals by American 
President George Bush were welcomed by the Western Allies, and a compro- 
mise on the SNF issue was found. The final text stated: “Once implementation 
of such a [U.S.-Soviet] agreement (on conventional forces) is under way, the 
United States, in consultation with the Allies concerned, is prepared to enter 
into negotiations to achieve a partial reduction of American and Soviet land- 
based nuclear missile forces of shorter range to equal and verifiable levels.” “ 
The text also stipulated that the decision regarding placement of new 
weapons to replace the Lance missiles would be dealt with in 1992; the 
Allies, however, acknowledged the interest of the United States’ in continued 
funding for research into this system of replacement.’ At the conclusion of 
the Summit, Prime Minister Mulroney underlined the role played by Secre- 
tary of State for External Affairs Joe Clark, who by suggesting use of the 
term “partial reduction” may have paved the way for the breakthrough on 
this issue." 


The 40th anniversary of NATO was marked on April 4 by the Minister of 
National Defence, who stated in a news release that the Alliance was at the 
origin of “the longest continuous period of peace and stability in Europe in 
nearly two centuries.” The news release also pointed out that NATO member- 
ship provided national security at far less cost than an independent or 
neutral policy, and provided Canada with a voice in decision-making within 
NATO, while “allowing the pursuit of an independent foreign policy.” As- 
sociate Minister of National Defence Mary Collins added, “There remains, 
however, a need for ... renewal ... particularly in this new era of rapidly 
evolving East-West relations.” ”

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3 — European Security and Cooperation 


Canada addressed a request to the Czechoslovakian government on June 
13 to inspect a military exercise. It was the first request of this kind by 
Canada under the provisions of the Document of the Stockholm Conference to 
which it subscribed in 1986. Four Canadian Forces observers were to begin 
their inspection of June 14, for a 48-hour period, of a military activity 
announced by the Czechoslovakian government for June 12-16. The inspec- 
tion, as the government’s news release emphasized, “demonstrates Canada’s 
firm commitment to the confidence- and security-building measures adopted 
in the Stockholm Document, and our conviction that by their implementa- 
tion, these measures serve to strengthen confidence in Europe.” 


May 30 marked the first of four weeks of meetings in Paris of the CSCE 
Conference on the Human Dimension. On this occasion, the Secretary of 
State for External Affairs, Joe Clark, outlined for the 35 participating 
countries the commitments agreed to in Vienna on human rights, human 
contacts and humanitarian cooperation. He welcomed the progress made in 
Poland, Hungary and the Soviet Union in these areas, and cited Bulgaria and 
Romania among those countries “whose record has not matched their Vienna 
commitments.” Describing as “outmoded and unacceptable” the two coun- 
tries’ policies, Mr. Clark exhorted them to respect their obligations as part of 
the CSCE and to serve the cause of European peace and security.’? In mid- 
June, the Montreal daily Le Devoir described the proceedings of the Confer- 
ence as “two weeks of dialogue of the deat,” in which delegates from East and 
West, including the head of the Canadian delegation, William Bauer, ex- 
changed lists of the other side’s human rights violations.” 


C — Economic and Trade Policies 


In his budget tabled in the House of Commons on April 27, Finance 
Minister Michael Wilson anticipated expenditures of $142.9 billion for the 
current year, as compared to $133 billion for 1988-89. Mr. Wilson also 
forecast a federal deficit of $30.5 billion, an increase [of $1.9 billion,] higher 
than the $1 billion increase initially forecast for the deficit in 1988-89. The 
rise in interest rates, he said, particularly affected the cost of servicing the 
debt, for which an increase of over $6 billion was anticipated. The govern- 
ment slashed spending primarily in two budget areas: defence and Official 
Development Assistance, which together absorbed 60 per cent of all cuts 
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budgeted for 1990 and nearly 50 per cent of cuts for the following year.” 
(Details of these budget reductions are described further in their respective 
sections.) 


In the course of the quarter, Canadian leaders stressed Canada’s strategy 
of trade expansion on world markets in the 1990s. First, at the Business 
Leaders’ Conference on Europe 1992, in early April, International Trade 
Minister John Crosbie explained that in view of the challenge of change in 
the economies of Europe and Asia and the emergence of a “global triad” of 
North America, the European Community, and the Asia-Pacific region, 
Canada intended to adopt a strategy based on the Free Trade Agreement 
(FTA) and the GATT. The FTA, he predicted, would pave the way for greater 
Canadian competitiveness in North America, Europe, and the Asia-Pacific 
region, while freer trade through the GATT would open the door to opportunity 
in all three “mega markets.”” In late April, it was the turn of the Secretary 
of State for External Affairs, Joe Clark, to describe Canada’s initiatives in 
this regard toward Europe and Asia.** In May, Mr. Crosbie repeated the 
major themes of the government’s trade policy at the inauguration in Ottawa 
of the Centre for Trade Policy and Law. He described Canada’s strategy as 
“tripolar” and “world scale”; “if we are competitive in these three mega- 
economies, we will be competitive anywhere in the world” he concluded.” 
Mr. Crosbie also announced the creation of three new International Business 
Studies Centres in Canadian universities and increased financial support for 
five existing centres.” 


In addition, it was learned that effective May 8, 1989, broiler hatching 
eggs and chicks would be placed on Canada’s Import Control List. Interna- 
tional Trade Minister John Crosbie explained the measure was consistent 
with the GATT rules and current multilateral trade negotiations and informed 
Canada’s trading partners of the administrative details of the new controls 
and the level of import quotas.” 
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D — Development Aid Policy 


Canada’s commitment to gradually raise its share of Official Develop- 
ment Assistance (ODA) to 0.6 per cent of Gross National Product (GNP) by 
1995 was called into question by measures in the federal budget. With its 
budget slashed by 12 per cent for 1989-90, ODA will drop to 0.43 per cent of 
GNP in 1989-90, then rise to 0.45 per cent in 1990-91. A total of $1.8 billion 
will be chopped from foreign aid appropriations and CIDA’s budget over the 
next five years. The budget cuts will affect primarily food aid, which will see 
a reduction of $66 million, while $67 million will be spent on relocating CIDA 
staff and offices abroad, as part of a plan to decentralize the agency.” On May 
2, at a meeting with the Canadian Export Association, the Minister for 
External Relations and International Development, Monique Landry, 
reiterated the importance the government placed on its partnership with the 
private sector in development aid. In this regard, she announced that the 
Industrial Cooperation Program’s budget would rise by 20 per cent, from 
$51 million to $61 million.” 


E — Immigration Policy 


The Montreal daily Le Devoir published data at the beginning of the 
quarter from a report of the Immigration and Refugee Board (IRB) indicating 
that out of 1937 investigations opened since January 1 487 applicants had 
received a definitive reply, and 455 of those had obtained refugee status from 
the IRB. The other 32 were rejected. At the preliminary investigation stage, 
1475 cases were referred to the IRB, and 108 of these were rejected for not 
meeting minimum requirements.” The Toronto daily, The Globe and Mail, 
reported on May 10 that the number of refugee status applicants arriving in 
Canada from May 1986 to January 1989 was higher than the figure of 85 000 
initially anticipated in December, and now stood at 124 000.* 


The moratorium on deportations of Haitian nationals which had been 
lifted in January was reinstated in early April, after Haiti was shaken by an 
attempted coup d’Etat. Suspension of deportations of refugees illegally in 
Canada also applied to Lebanese nationals, as the situation in that country 
was also deemed to be overly sensitive.** On April 27, Canada opened a 
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temporary office in Nicosia, Cyprus and sent a visa officer to deal with 
applications from Lebanese who have relatives in Canada and who were 
unable to go to the Canadian Embassy in Damascus, Syria which was in 
charge of the immigration program for Lebanon. Because of the large number 
of applications, the office staff in Nicosia was increased in mid-June.” The 
Minister of Employment and Immigration, Barbara McDougall, stated at 
that time that 84 immigrant visas and 166 visitor visas had been issued, and 
478 new applications approved. The House Standing Committee on Labour, 
Employment and Immigration proposed at the end of the month that immig- 
ration procedures for Lebanese citizens be accelerated by placing refugees 
from the country in a special category that would ensure them rapid entry 
into Canada on humanitarian grounds.” 


In June, the prevailing circumstances in China prompted the Minister of 
Employment and Immigration to act on the admission of Chinese citizens to 
Canada and on the presence of those already in the country. Effective June 
16, no visitors, students, temporary workers or tourists from China would be 
asked to leave Canada, and removals of illegal refugees would be suspended. 
The Canadian Embassy in Beijing would accelerate processing of applications 
from dependants of Chinese students or those sponsored by relatives in 
Canada.™ 


It was announced on May 2 that a Business Immigration Advisory 
Committee was being created. The committee’s duties would include evaluat- 
ing the success of the Business Immigration Program, targetting program 
areas which may be subject to abuse, and assessing potential effects of the 
program on private sector businesses. * 


The new Canadian immigration policy in effect since January 1 was still 
being protested in the spring by refugee assistance agencies. In early May, a 
federal court allowed a legal action by the Canadian Council of Churches 
challenging the constitutionality of the Immigration Act.** An Employment 
and Immigration spokesperson indicated the next day that the department 
would appeal the judgement.* At the end of the month, faced with criticism 
from non-government organizations charging Canadian officials with not 
tracking people turned down at the border as refugees to monitor their safety, 
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Barbara McDougall stated to a Commons committee that her department did 
not engage in such surveillance beyond Canadian borders. * 


F — International Organizations and Meetings 
Lb SON 


Canada continued to be very active in peacekeeping operations in Cyprus 
and Namibia, and looked into the possibility of participating in sending Blue 
Berets to Cambodia. 


On April 4, following an agreement between the governments of the 
Greek and Turkish communities on Cyprus, it was learned that Canadian 
military forces, through increased patrols, were supervising the withdrawal 
of [Turkish- and Greek-Cypriot] troops from three observation positions in 
Nicosia.” The following month, Canada joined a number of other countries in 
sending a letter to the Secretary General of the United Nations to emphasize 
their concern over the increasing decline in numbers of the UN forces in 
Cyprus. The signatories advanced the notion of cost sharing by assessments 
against all UN member countries to offset the decline in voluntary donations 
which were the principal source of funding for the peacekeeping operation. “’. 


On April 5, the governments of Vietnam and Cambodia invited Canada, 
Poland and India to form a monitoring commission that would verify the 
withdrawal of Vietnamese troops from Cambodia. Secretary of State for 
External Affairs Joe Clark explained at that time that Canada would consid- 
er participating in such an operation only if several conditions were met, one 
of these being that both parties confirm their full support for an international 
peacekeeping force with a clear mandate and a limited duration of involve- 
ment. * 


The main attention of United Nations members was focussed on the 
situation in Namibia, following the SWAPO incursion into Namibia on April 1 
and the outbreak of fighting with South African troops that followed. On 
April 5, Secretary of State for External Affairs Joe Clark stated that it was 
“absolutely essential that the UN move quickly” and that discussions contin- 
ue with the UN Secretariat to strengthen the contingent of 65 Canadian 
military personnel currently in Namibia.“ On April 12, the Canadian gov- 
ernment authorized the speed-up of deployment of its troops and provided 
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additional air support for the United Nations Transition Assistance Group 
(UNTAG) in the form of two transport aircraft for the transition period. The 
remainder of Canada’s contribution, approximately 200 troops, left Canada 
the same day for Windhoek.“ The United Nations plan for repatriating 
Namibian refugees, which was to begin in mid-May, was delayed until June 
by negotiations with the South African administration in Namibia to obtain 
a general amnesty. The Secretary of State for External Affairs welcomed the 
start of the refugee repatriation process, and at the same time called for 
further progress on the release of political detainees. ** He announced several 
days later that Canada would supply 4 000 ballot boxes to be used in elections 
in Namibia scheduled for November. The United Nations also called upon a 
Canadian, Harry Neufeld, to establish a computerized voters’ list.* 


The International Conference on Indochina Refugees, hosted by the 
United Nations Secretary General and organized by the United Nations High 
Commissioner for Refugees, was held in Geneva on June 13 and 14. Canada 
was represented at the conference by Minister of Employment and Immigra- 
tion Barbara McDougall. The conference adopted a plan of action which 
included among its recommendations encouraging the voluntary repatriation 
of individuals who are refused political refugee status. Several countries, 
including Canada, responded to a call for an increase in resettlement pro- 
grams. Following the conference, Ms. McDougall stated Canada’s readiness to 
take in some 16000 Indochinese refugees in the next three years, 10 000 of 
whom were presently living in refugee camps. “° 


It was also learned during this quarter that Canada was making a 
contribution of $35 000 to the United Nations Voluntary Fund for Indigenous 
Populations. “ 


2 — International Energy Agency (IEA) 


The Minister of Energy, Mines and Resources, Jake Epp, took part in a 
ministerial meeting of the IEA Governing Board in Paris on May 30. At this 
meeting on key environmental issues, the Canadian minister reaffirmed 
Canada’s commitment to seek solutions to environmental problems and put 
forward the idea of joint action by IEA members in various areas, including 
collaborating on accidental oil spills and developing new energy technology 
as a contribution to energy efficiency. “We look forward to continued debate 
and to continued collaboration on these and other issues in the spirit of 
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contributing to our collective energy security in ways that are compatible 
with our other economic and social objectives,” he concluded.“ 


On June 28, Mr. Epp made public and IEA report on Canada’s energy 
policies. The report stated that the Canada-U.s. Free Trade Agreement would 
provide Canada with a secure energy future by guaranteeing market access 
and stabilizing the investment climate. The report also supported Canadian 
policy on oil and gas exploration, and recommended that while fully consider- 
ing all energy options the nuclear option should be maintained. 


3 — The World Bank and the IMF 


The spring session of the International Monetary Fund (IMF) and the 
World Bank (WB), which brought together finance officials from 151 coun- 
tries, was hald in Washington in early April. The finance ministers and 
central bank governors of the Group of Seven (G-7) met, as usual, before the 
main assembly. The G-7 participants focussed attention on a plan for reduc- 
ing the debt load of several countries (mainly Latin American), which was 
outlined in March by U.S. Treasury Secretary Nicholas Brady.*” The Canadi- 
an Finance Minister, Michael Wilson, indicated that support by the G-7 for 
the proposals contained in the plan had emerged, but that details had still to 
be worked out.*! Outside the meeting, Mr. Wilson said there was an “urgent” 
need to find a concrete application for the American plan so as to avoid 
“paralysis” between the banks and debtor nations. Lastly, he suggested the 
possibility of testing some of the technical points in a Latin American 
country in order to check the impact of applying the plan.” Meetings of the 
IMF and the World Bank which followed also approved the substance of the 
Brady plan proposals. 


In early June, in Berne, Switzerland, Finance Minister Wilson took part 
in a meeting of ministers and central bank governors of the Group of 10, 
which actually comprises 11 countries: the G-7 countries plus Belgium, the 
Netherlands, Sweden and Switzerland. While these latter four countries also 
approved the new debt reduction strategy, they stressed that they were afraid 
financial resources set aside by the large international monetary institutions 
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to finance bank debt reduction might lead to a transfer of the debt to the 
private banks or taxpayers in rich countries.” 


4 — La Francophonie 


The Third Conference of Heads of State and Government Having In 
Common the Use of French was held in Dakar, Senegal on May 24 to 26, 
1989. Lucien Bouchard, Minister of the Environment and Minister Responsi- 
ble for Francophone Affairs, described the Summit in advance as a “consoli- 
dation meeting” which would build true solidarity among Francophone coun- 
tries and reaffirm the role of Francophone summits as a political forum.* At 
the Dakar conference, Canada intended to place particular emphasis on 
environment and human rights issues. In his speech at the opening ceremony 
of the conference, Prime Minister Mulroney stated Canada’s intentions as 
follows: 


Canada intends to use its position unique among nations of the world as 
a member of La Francophonie, the Commonwealth and the Economic 
Summit to exercise fully its influence in favour of human rights, 
equality in development and protection of the environment.” 


The topic of fundamental freedoms and human rights, raised for the first 
time at a Francophone summit, was the subject of a resolution by Canada. 
The Secretary of State for External Affairs, Joe Clark, felt that the text of the 
resolution would serve as a basis for future discussions on the advancement 
of human rights, a long process in which things happened slowly, he ex- 
plained.®*’ On the environment issue, which also produced a resolution, the 
Canadian government arrived in Dakar announcing four projects for a total 
of $6.6 million in the field of preservation of the environment, agroforestry, 
major river management,.deterioration of tropical rain forest ecosystems, and 
a project to create a chair of the environment at the university being 
considered for establishment in Alexandria. In addition, Ottawa and Quebec 
would jointly finance publication of a new bilingual journal of the environ- 
mental sciences. The Canadian government would provide $2 million for the 
project, the Quebec government $1 million, and CIDA $500 000.* Aside from 
these two major topics, Canada renewed its commitments to scholarship 
students from Francophone countries and to international French-language 
television (TV5). 
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At the conclusion of the Summit, the Canadian Prime Minister stated 
that La Francophonie had achieved maturity by becoming an umbrella 
organization with a structure identical to that of the Commonwealth, and 
predicted that its concerns would move on from language to more basic 
values. Canada, he continued, whished to see more concrete action in future, 
particularly by certain countries that were violating human rights, and he 
referred to bilateral meetings to reiterate the importance he attached to this 
issue.” The next Francophone Summit would be held in Zaire in 1991. 


5 — The GATT 


Negotiators from the GATT member countries, charged with the Mid- 
Term Review of the Uruguay Round of Multilateral Trade Negotiations 
(MTN) initiated in Montreal last December, met in Geneva from April 5 to 8, 
1989. They again looked into the difficult issues of agricultural support, 
textiles, safeguards, and intellectual property, areas in which no agreement 
has been reached in Montreal. Final agreement on these four major issues 
was reached in Geneva, opening the way to a resumption of negotiations in 
the Uruguay Round.” 


Among the principal measures adopted by the participants in the Geneva 
meeting was the establishment of a negotiating framework for the liberaliza- 
tion of international agricultural trade. Under the framework, current sup- 
port and protection levels in the agricultural sector would not be increased 
during the period of the negotiations, while the possibility of gradually 
reducing various forms of support for 1990 would be examined by October 
1989. International Trade Minister John Crosbie welcomed the positive 
outcome of the negotiations, indicating in a news release on April 8 that “this 
short-term political undertaking shows a commitment to the negotiations. 
For Canada, the important goal is a long-term agreement on agriculture 
which will bring about a level playing field.” 


At a GATT meeting in Geneva at the end of the quarter, Canada tabled a 
comprehensive proposal for new GATT rules on subsidies and countervailing 
measures, the first such proposal to be submitted since adoption of the 
Framework for Negotiations agreed to by the trade ministers in December. 
The Canadian proposal stated in particular that the existing GATT prohib- 
ition on industrial export subsidies should be extended to primary products, 
notably agriculture; it called for establishment of a standing multilateral 
dispute settlement panel, a tighter “injury standard” for application of 
countervail, introduction of a requirement on a country taking out counter- 
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vail action to “net out” or deduct its own subsidies, and a “minimal level of 
subsidization” below which countervail would not apply. According to the 
government’s news release, this proposal “would eliminate the artificial 
distinction in GATT between primary product export subsidies and industrial 
export subsidies and subject such practices to the same discipline,” and would 
permit better regulation of agricultural export subsidies.” 


6 — The OECD 


As part of the consultations with OECD member countries in preparation 
for the ministerial meeting, the OECD Secretary General, Jean-Claude Paye, 
visited Canada, April 25 to 26. The Canadian economy, including the issue of 
the national debt, and the environment were among the issues discussed by 
Mr. Paye and Canadian officials.” 


On May 31 and June 1, Secretary of State for External Affairs Joe Clark 
accompanied by International Trade Minister John Crosbie and Finance 
Minister Michael Wilson, took part in the OECD ministerial meeting in Paris. 
While the ministers of the members countries devoted the main part of the 
proceedings to ways of reconciling economic growth and environmental pro- 
tection, they did not overlook economic issues such as inflation and protec- 
tionism. They were sharply critical of publication by the United States under 
its trade law of a list of countries Washington suspected of engaging in unfair 
trade practices. The Canadian Finance Minister pointed out that all member 
countries, with the exception of the United States, regarded such unilater- 
alism as “inconsistent with the spirit of the multilateral trading system.”™ 


At the same time as Secretary of State for External Affairs Joe Clark 
was delivering a speech on Official Development Assistance to developing 
countries and the environment,” Finance Minister Michael Wilson expressed 
concern over the inflationary pressures and high interest rates that might 
jeopardize economic expansion.” At the conclusion of the meeting, the Cana- 
dian delegates regretted that due to lack of time, Mr. Clark was unable to 
speak in any depth on the issue of economic reforms in Eastern Europe or the 
attitude Canada should adopt in responding to those reforms.” 


In its half-yearly forecasts made public at the end of the quarter, the 
OECD felt that getting inflation under control should be a priority for Canada, 
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and that those in charge of monetary policy should be prepared to adopt new 
measures to battle inflation and continue their efforts to lower the deficit. 
Earlier in May, a working paper prepared by the OECD designated Canada, 
Belgium and Italy among the countries in which the public debt was continu- 
ing to mount dangerously and where a rapid reduction in the budget deficit 
was increasingly urgent. ® 


7 — International Meetings on the Environment 


An international conference on protection of the ozone layer and the 
banning of chlorofluorocarbons (CFCs) was held in Helsinki, Finland, May 2 
to 5. The conference reported on progress in applying the 1987 Montreal 
Protocol. Several industrialized countries, Canada included, were opposed at 
that time to the creation of a “world climate fund,” feeling that such an 
administrative structure would take up resources that could be used for 
bilateral aid. At the conclusion of the conference, the participating countries 
recommended termination of CFC production and the elimination of other 
substances harmful to the ozone layer, particularly, halons, “no later than 
the year 2000.” Another meeting is scheduled for 1990 in London to give 
formal approval to the decisions reached in Helsinki.” 


Earlier in April, Canada joined 41 other countries in tightening controls 
on the maritime shipping of hydrocarbons, abiding by the international 
convention on civil liability for environmental damage caused by these 
products. Henceforth, under this agreement, and through amendments to its 
merchant marine legislation, Canada would be able to impose fines in cases 
of oil spills in Canadian waters, including Arctic waters, and to inspect ships 
transporting hydrocarbons.” 


G — Canada-u.s. Relations 


1 — Canadian Prime Minister’s Visit to the United States 


When he undertook a three-day visit to the United States on May 3, 
Canada’s Prime Minister, Brian Mulroney, chose to follow the example set by 
the American President in February and put their discussions on a more 
informal, low-key basis. The two leaders once again tackled the issues of free 
trade and acid rain; according to a government spokesperson, Mr. Mulroney 
was attempting to obtain details of U.S. plans for legislation to cut acid rain 
emissions, expected to be tabled the following month.” The dispute among 
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NATO members [over modernization of short-range weapons in Europe] was 
also discussed by the two leaders, along with Secretary of State for External 
Affairs Joe Clark and his American counterpart, James Baker.” 


The Prime Minister also took his Washington visit as an opportunity to 
inaugurate the new Canadian embassy building, and to deliver a speech on 
foreign policy when he received an award from the Boston-based World 
Affairs Council for his contribution to achieving the Canada-U.S. Free Trade 
Agreement. In his speech, Mr. Mulroney assessed the changes that had 
occurred in the Soviet Union (cf. U.S.S.R. section) and invited the industri- 
alized countries to follow Canada’s example in cancelling the debts of the 
poorest countries. He subscribed to the Brady plan, an initiative which 
attempted to lessen the threat to international security posed by the debt of 
middle-income Third World countries.” 


2- Trade Issues 


Implementation of the Free Trade Agreement (FTA) continued through- 
out the quarter, while developments in various disputes, including the 
limiting of Canadian sugar exports and maintenance of the American tax on 
oil imports, prompted the Canadian government to act. 


On April 6, in accordance with the FTA, the United States and Canada 
established an FTA auto panel to assess the state of the North American 
automotive industry and report its findings by June 30, 1991. The names of 
the 15 Canadian members of the 30-member panel were also released. ‘* Two 
special dispute settlement panels were established in June, at the request of 
two Canadian firms in April. One of the panels would review a decision by 
the U.S. Commerce Department on the margin of dumping applicable to 
Canadian exports of red raspberries, and the other would review the scope of 
an American anti-dumping review decision on replacement parts for self- 
propelled bituminous paving equipment.” Lastly, the Canadian and Ameri- 
can governments reached agreement in early June on support levels for 
wheat, barley and oats in each country. Under the FTA, Canadian import 
licences for these grains and their products from the U.S. were to be removed 
if U.S. government support levels for each grain were equal to or less than 
Canadian government support levels.” 
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Numerous trade disputes continued throughout April, May and June. On 
June 9, in response to U.S. action in refusing to restore access for Canadian 
sugar/dextrose blends, International Trade Minister John Crosbie and Minis- 
ter of State (Privatization and Regulatory Affairs) John McDermid released a 
list of import products from the U.S. that would be subject to Canadian 
reprisals. The Canadian government intended, following public consultation, 
to select from the list those products for which tariff concessions would be 
withdrawn.” Several days later, the ministers published a new, similar list of 
products being considered for tariff increases, in reaction to the failure by the 
United States to eliminate its GATT-inconsistent discriminatory tax on oil 
imports from Canada.” 


On April 25, the Canadian government announced new landing require- 
ments for West Coast salmon and herring. Henceforth, commercial salmon 
and herring catches would have to be landed [at provincially licenced sta- 
tions] on the West Coast for data gathering on fish conservation and manage- 
ment. In parallel with this action, Canada lifted its export prohibitions on 
unprocessed pink salmon, sockeye salmon and Pacific herring, which a panel 
report in March 1988 found to be inconsistent with international trade 
rules. * In June, a special dispute settlement panel was formed at the request 
of the United States to study recent measures by the Canadian government 
with respect to landing requirements for West Coast salmon and herring.* 


The lumber issue was also a subject of discussion, following Mr. Crosbie’s 
request to renegotiate the FTA lumber provisions in light of the decline in 
lumber prices and strengthening of the Canadian dollar. A spokesperson for 
American trade representative Carla Hills indicated in the days that followed 
that the United States did not intend to reopen the agreement.” 


Lastly, on May 2, International Trade Minister John Crosbie objected to 
a preliminary subsidy determination by the U.S. Commerce Department on 
Canadian pork exports. As a result of the application of this measure, 
Canadian exporters would be required to pay a [provisional] countervailing 
duty of 3.5 cents per pound. The minister instructed his officials to meet with 
their U.S. counterparts with a view to resolving the issue. * 
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3 — Environmental Issues 


Plans for U.S. legislation to reduce acid rain emissions were expected by 
Canadian leaders, who hoped to undertake bilateral negotiations on the issue 
following adoption of the bill. On June 12, American President George Bush 
tabled proposals to amend the 1977 Clean Air Act, in particular calling for 
reduction of sulphur dioxide emissions by 5 million tonnes by 1995 and by 10 
million tonnes by the year 2000. In a subsequent phase, nitrogen oxide 
emissions would be reduced by 2 million tonnes.** Federal Environment 
Minister Lucien Bouchard described the American proposals as “a promising 
step,” while the Prime Minister noted in a news release that this was “the 
most positive step by a U.S. administration in more than a decade.” Mr. 
Mulroney also indicated that in a telephone conversation with the American 
President, he had obtained a commitment to conclude an agreement “in the 
near future.”® Visiting Ottawa at the end of the quarter, U.S. Senate 
majority leader George Mitchell asked Canada to keep up the pressure for a 
bilateral accord on acid rain. “There is a dangerous illusion that this problem 
has been solved, that it’s been taken care of merely by virtue of the 
President’s statement,’ Mr. Mitchell said. Secretary of State for External 
Affairs Joe Clark hinted at the possibility of the two countries opening 
informal discussions on the subject.* 


In early May, the Canadian government called for inquiries into allega- 
tions by Toronto’s The Globe and Mail of the sale in Ontario and Quebec of oil 
and gasoline diluted with toxic substances. Environment Minister Lucien 
Bouchard announced several days later the closing of [all but 3 of] 125 border 
stations to imports of American oil and spot checks of [the remaining] border 
stations to take oil samples. No traces of tainted fuel were found, and an 
Environment Canada spokesperson indicated at the end of the month that 
around-the-clock inspections at border stations would be replaced by random 
testing for tainted fuel. *’ 


4 — Miscellaneous Issues 


In mid-June, National Defence Minister William McKnight approved 
four joint military air exercises over Canadian territory. These exercises, to 
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begin in September, would involve a number of American bombers and 
Canadian fighter planes. The minister stated at that time that these flights 
were part of “the routine nature of Canada-U.S. cooperation in the defence of 
North America.” 


It was also learned during the quarter that Canada’s Atomic Energy 
Control Board and the U.S. Nuclear Regulatory Commission had signed a 
five-year agreement to share data on the safe use of nuclear reactors.” 


H — Canada and Western Europe 


In April, at the Business Leaders’ Conference on Europe 1992, Interna- 
tional Trade Minister John Crosbie outlined the action the Canadian govern- 
ment planned to take to adapt to the new economic realities. He mentioned, 
among other things, continuing use of the GATT as a framework for Canadian- 
European Community trade relations, analysis by panels of the impact of the 
European market on Canadian firms, and promotion of strategic alliances 
and investment between the two markets. The minister also noted that the 
creation of such an economic body might, given the economic disparities 
within the Community, result in an upsurge of protectionism. In this regard, 
he expressed the hope that “the 1992 process does not successfully roll back 
the frontiers of states within Europe, only to see them reimposed at the 
Community level.” Secretary of State for External Affairs Joe Clark, speak- 
ing one week later, described the action that would enable Canada to meet 
the challenge of the new European market, and listed four initiatives: a 
“European Challenge Campaign 1992,” a “European Trade Policy Strategy,” 
a “European Trade and Investment Development Strategy,” and a “Canada- 
Europe Science and Technology Strategy.”* 


1 — The EEC 


At the conclusion of the OECD meeting, Secretary of State for External 
Affairs Joe Clark and Minister for International Trade John Crosbie met in 
Brussels with the EC Commissioner for External Relations and Trade Policy, 
Frans Andriessen, and the President of the EC Commission, Jacques Delors, 
and took part the following day in a meeting of the Canada-Ec Joint 
Cooperation Committee. Numerous bilateral trade issues were discussed, 
particularly management and conservation of fish stocks in the Northwest 
Atlantic. To clarify various aspects of this problem, the two sides agreed to 
set up a high-level working group made up of officials from both sides, and to 
report their findings by July 15. At the conclusion of the talks, International 
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Trade Minister Crosbie hoped that a final agreement could be reached on 
resolving this situation, which he described at the most serious problem 
affecting future Canada-EC relations, by September.” 


2 — Spain 


After participating in the NATO Summit meeting in Brussels, Secretary 
of State for External Affairs Joe Clark met in Madrid with his Spanish 
counterpart, Francisco Fernandez Ordonez, and Spanish Prime Minister 
Felipe Gonzalez Marquez. Overfishing in the international waters off the 
Grand Banks of Newfoundland was the principal subject discussed at this 
brief meeting.* The issue was also the subject of discussions several days 
later in Brussels between the Canadian and Spanish prime ministers.” 


From June 10 to 14, International Trade Minister John Crosbie, accom- 
panied by presidents and CEOs of Canadian companies, led a business mission 
to Spain. He met with Spanish ministers, including the Secretary of State for 
Trade, and the Agriculture, Fisheries and Food Minister, and delivered an 
address at the inaugural luncheon of the Hispano-Canadian Association.” He 
emphasized the excellent potential for increasing trade between the two 
countries, and noted among the “hurdles” to be overcome in bringing them 
closer together “the excessive level of fishing by some European countries, 
and Spain is one of them, in the international waters near the Grand Banks 
of Newfoundland.” He reiterated the importance Canada attached to the 
proper management of fish stocks and to a conservation and management 
program as part of the Northwest Atlantic Fisheries Organization (NAFO).* 
After Madrid, the Canadian delegation travelled to Seville, Barcelona and 
Catalonia. 


3 — France 


As part of the preparations for the Summit of industrialized countries in 
July which he was to chair. French President Francois Mitterrand visited 
Canada, May 19 to 20, at which time he met with Prime Minister Mulroney. 
In addition to matters concerning the G-7 Summit agenda, the two leaders 
took the opportunity to discuss the Francophone Summit, the outcome of the 
Institut Pasteur case, NATO’s position on the opening of negotiations on short- 
range nuclear weapons, and overfishing off the Canadian coast. * 
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It was also learned on April 26 that Francois Mathys, Director General of 
the Bureau of Legal Affairs, Department of External Affairs, had been 
appointed Canadian Agent in the arbitration between Canada and France 
which will delimit the maritime boundary off the south coasts of Newfound- 
land and Saint-Pierre and Miquelon. % 


Lastly, the visa requirement for Canadians visiting France for less than 
three months was removed by the French government on April 4. This 
represented a return to the situation which prevailed prior to September 14, 
1986. 


I — Canada, the U.S.S.R. and Eastern Europe 


1 — U.S.S.R. 


During the quarter current changes in the Soviet Union were once again 
the subject of comment by Prime Minister Mulroney and Secretary of State 
for External Affairs Joe Clark. Mr. Mulroney, visiting Boston, praised the 
“Innovative and daring leadership” of Mikhail Gorbachev. While “such a will 
for reform should not go unanswered,” he added, “it is important to temper 
our optimism with realism.”'® The Secretary of State for External Affairs 
devoted two speeches to the situation in the U.S.S.R., the first in May to the 
Canadian Club in Toronto, and the second, in Ottawa, to members of the 
Baltic Federation in Canada. In Toronto, Mr. Clark spoke of the “mul- 
tifaceted revolution” Mr. Gorbachev was attempting to achieve, with elec- 
tions, fundamental economic reform, reform of the legal system, and new 
attitudes for Soviet foreign policy. We should support these changes 
Mr. Clark said, while remaining vigilant and showing firmness in negotiat- 
ing with the Soviets. Canada did, however, have points in common with the 
Soviet Union: both were Northern countries, Arctic nations; both had a 
resource-based economy; both were multicultural societies. Canada, 
Mr. Clark added, must capitalize on the two countries’ mutual interests; it 
was for this purpose that Prime Minister Mulroney, accompanied by business 
leaders, would be travelling to the Soviet Union in the fall.’ 


2 — Bulgaria 


Secretary of State of External Affairs Joe Clark expressed his concern in 
June over the increasing number of expulsions of ethnic Turks from Bul- 
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garia, and called upon Bulgaria to meet its commitments under the CSCE. The 
Bulgarian chargé d’affaires in Ottawa was called to the Department of 
External Affairs on June 16, where Canadian concerns over the situation 
were reiterated. '” 


3 — Poland 


Canada was host May 6 to 9, 1989, to a visit by the Polish Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, Tadeusz Olechowski. An External Affairs news release, 
issued several days before the visit said that Mr. Clark was looking forward 
to discussing the “historical agreement” reached on April 5 between Polish 
government authorities, Solidarity representatives and other groups with his 
Polish counterpart.’ These were “very important developments,” Mr. Clark 
stated after his talks with Mr. Olechowski, and it was Canada’s intention to 
encourage continuation of the process. Both sides expressed their interest in 
strengthening economic ties between the two countries.’* At a dinner in 
honour of Canada’s guest, the Secretary of State for External Affairs an- 
nounced the government’s intention to make the Canadian business commu- 
nity aware of joint venture opportunities in Poland. He also pointed out that 
the two countries had already begun discussions on a Foreign Investment 
Insurance Agreement and that arrangements on a Double Taxation Treaty 
would soon be completed. Mr. Clark concluded by mentioning a number of 
decisions toward strengthening relations between Poland and Canada: en- 
couraging more parliamentary exchanges and regular consultations between 
officials, expanding the Mixed Economic Commission to include a working 
group on agriculture, and examining ways in which cooperation can be 
developed in the areas of health care, food processing, and the pulp and paper 
industry.” 


J — Canada and Latin America 


On June 19 and 20, Secretary of State for External Affairs Joe Clark 
travelled to Venezuela where a Canadian delegation was an observer at 
plenary sessions of the Group of 77. During his visit, Mr. Clark held bilateral 
discussions with his counterparts from Venezuela, Mexico, Nicaragua, Cuba 
and Costa Rica, and discussed opportunities for greater cooperation between 
their two countries with the President of Venezuela, Carlos Andrez Perez. '” 
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1 — Costa Rica 


The Costa Rican President, Dr. Oscar Arias, on a two-day visit to Ottawa 
at the beginning of the quarter, was presented with a letter from Secretary of 
State for External Affairs Joe Clark confirming Canada’s intention to provide 
up to $25 million in lines of credit to Costa Rica to support the country’s 
economic reform program. Dr. Arias also met with the Prime Minister and 
business representatives to discuss the Central American peace process and 
increased Canadian aid and trade between the two countries. '’ 


2 — Nicaragua 


Canada expressed its continued interest in the electoral process in 
Nicaragua, announcing that it would provide technical assistance to the 
Supreme Electoral Council of Nicaragua for its general elections, scheduled 
to be held in February 1990. It was also anticipated that Canadian repre- 
sentatives would visit Nicaragua to finalize arrangements for Canada’s 
electoral assistance, which would take the form of training in Canada for 
Nicaraguan election officials or sending Canadian experts to Nicaragua. '” 


3 — Panama 


On May 9, Secretary of State for External Affairs Joe Clark described the 
elections held in Panama two days previously as “seriously flawed.” His news 
release also referred to “disturbing reports from Panama of incidents of 
intimidation and coercion,” and noted that ”difficulties had been encountered 
by foreign observers ... in entering Panama before the elections.” '” 


K — Canada, the Middle East and North Africa 


1 — Canada and the PLO 


One month after agreeing to normalize relations with the PLO and 
recognizing in principle the Palestinians’ right to self-determination, the 
Canadian government asked the PLO to abandon plans to seek admission to 
United Nations agencies. In a letter to Yasser Arafat in early May, Secretary 
of State for External Affairs Joe Clark asked the PLO to drop its plan to seek 
membership in the World Health Organization, which, if it resulted in the 
expected withdrawal of financial support by the United States, would lead to 
“serious consequences for UN agencies” and a “crisis” in the world body. The 
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letter also conveyed Canada’s concern over the PLO charter, and expressed the 
hope that Mr. Arafat would reconsider his rejection of Israeli proposals to 
hold elections in the occupied territories. This was the first high-level contact 
in writing between the Canadian government and the PLO; Mr. Clark was 
writing in response to a letter from Mr. Arafat subsequent to Canada’s 
opening of correspondence on March 30.'" 


2 — Iran 


Canada’s chargé d’affaires to Iran, who had been recalled in February at 
the time of the Rushdie affair, returned to Tehran in April.'” In May, Canada 
once again protested against the call to violence issued by the Speaker of the 
Iranian Parliament, Ali Hashemi Rafsanjani, which it termed unacceptable. 
Mr. Rafsanjani’s remarks were described as an incitement to Palestinians to 
kill American, British and French citizens, and to strike out at Western 
interests in response to Israel’s policy in the occupied territories. '” Lastly, in 
a message of condolence to the Iranian people on the death of the Ayatollah 
Khomeini, Secretary of State for External Affairs Joe Clark expressed the 
hope that under its new leadership Iran would pursue policies of moderation 
domestically and internationally. '” 


3 — Israel 


Canada was host at the end of June for an official five-day visit by the 
President of Israel, Chaim Herzog, the first such visit by a president of Israel. 
Mr. Herzog stopped in Ottawa, Montreal and Toronto to meet with federal 
and provincial government representatives and members of the Jewish and 
academic communities.' Mr. Herzog’s speech to a joint session of the House 
of Commons and the Senate on June 27 touched off angry criticism from the 
Arab community in Canada and Palestinian representatives. ' In his speech, 
President Herzog defended his country’s policies in the occupied territories in 
response to the intifada, and declared that Israel was not fooled by the PLO’s 
“double talk.” Introducing his guest, Prime Minister Mulroney expressed the 
wish that Israel would adopt a moderate, reasonable policy that would 
prompt the other side to follow suit.’® 
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4 — Lebanon 


Secretary of State for External Affairs Joe Clark published a second 
news release on April 6, one week after the first, deploring the rupture of the 
ceasefire in Beirut. Mr. Clark emphasized that Canada had participated in 
the March 31 meeting of the UN Security Council and fully supported the 
statement issued at that time, and that Canada also supported efforts of the 
Arab League Ministerial Committee to find a solution to the crisis in 
Lebanon.'” Ten days later, the Minister of State for External Relations and 
International Development, Monique Landry, announced the payment of 
$500 000 to the International Committee of the Red Cross (ICRC) for 
humanitarian aid in Lebanon, an initial response to the first appeal from the 
Red Cross in fiscal year 1989-90. In the fiscal year 1988-89, CIDA contributed 
$625 000 to the ICRC and $5 million to the United Nations Disaster Relief 
Coordinator’s Office (UNDRO) for aid to Lebanon."* 


5 — Morocco 


The third Canada-Morocco Bilateral Commission meeting was held in 
Ottawa, March 20 and 21. Morocco’s delegation was headed by its Secretary 
of State for Foreign Affairs and Cooperation, Moulay Ahmed Cherkaoui, and 
the Canadian delegation by External Relations and International Develop- 
ment Minister Monique Landry. At the meeting, Canada announced a $15 
million line of credit to Morocco, with financing in the form of a loan and 
contributions shared by CIDA and EDC.'® 


L— Canada and Africa (Sub-Sahara) 


1 — South Africa 


On June 9, the Canadian government expressed its profound disappoint- 
ment following the announcement by Pretoria that the State of Emergency in 
South Africa would continue. Although an end to the State of Emergency 
imposed in June 1986 “would not have meant an end to repression in South 
Africa ... a decision not to renew it could have been an important gesture.” ’” 
Canada also decided on June 29 to tighten the ban on sporting contacts, 
prohibiting all such contacts between Canadians and South Africans, 
whether they take place in Canada, in South Africa or in a third country, for 
both amateur and professional team or individual sports. The Secretary of 
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State for External Affairs, Joe Clark, and the Minister of State for Fitness 
and Amateur Sport, Jean Charest, appealed to sports organizations in Cana- 
da to decline invitations to events in which South Africans were participat- 
ing. The news release added that observance of the government’s policy by 
Canadian sports organizations would be taken into account in funding deci- 
sions. Along with these new measures the government made a commitment 
to work with major anti-apartheid organizations and like-minded govern- 
ments “to break down racial barriers within South African sport and, by 
extension, in South Africa as a whole.” 


In April, newspapers reported on figures for trade with South Africa 
revealed in the latest government statistics on international trade. These 
figures showed an increase in South African imports into Canada in the last 
two months of 1989, three times the volume compared with the same period 
in 1988. There was, however, a drop in Canadian exports to South Africa.'” 


2 — Cameroon 


In May, External Relations and International Development Minister 
Monique Landry took part in the third meeting of the Canada-Cameroon 
Joint Commission held in Yaoundé, which concluded with an agreement on 
the equivalency of university degrees. Canada also agreed to examine ways of 
providing aid toward structural adjustment of the Cameroonian economy. 
Mme Landry held talks with President Biya during her trip.’” 


3 — Niger 


A delegation from Niger headed by the Secretary of State for Coopera- 
tion, Mr. Sandi Yacouba, accompanied by the Secretary of State for Social 
Affairs and the Status of Women, Moumouné Aissata, visited Canada to take 
part in the Ninth Canada-Niger bilateral consultations conference on April 
4-6. At the conference Mme Landry laid particular emphasis on the Niger 
government’s efforts in human rights and the integration of women in 
development. ™ 


4 — Sudan 


The announcement of upcoming peace talks between the Government of 
Sudan and the Sudanese People’s Liberation Movement was welcomed in 
Ottawa, where a news release from External Relations and International 
Development Minister Monique Landry stressed Canada’s support for the 
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process.'”> The news release also noted that several days previously in New 
York, Mme Landry, together with James Grant, Executive Director of UNICEF 
and the UN Secretary General’s personal representative for Sudan, had 
reviewed the progress of the international rescue operation for southern 
Sudan initiated in April. Canada announced a further contribution of 
$300 000 to UNICEF, in addition to the $500000 announced at the end of 
March.’ On April 10, the eve of an international donors’ meeting, Mme 
Landry announced that Canada would contribute $4.9 million for emergency 
relief operations in southern Sudan.” 


5 — Zambia 


The President of Zambia, Kenneth Kaunda, visited Ottawa on June 5 for 
talks with Prime Minister Mulroney. Mr. Mulroney reported that the discus- 
sions had focussed on bilateral issues and the apartheid problem. ’”* 


6 — Zimbabwe 


The inaugural meeting of the Canada-Zimbabwe Joint Economic Com- 
mission, created with the signing last December of an Agreement of Econom- 
ic and Technical Cooperation, took place in Ottawa in late June. The 
Zimbabwean delegation was led by the Minister of Trade and Commerce, 
Oliver Munyaradzi, and Canada was represented by the Minister of State for 
External Relations and International Development, Monique Landry. The 
two countries stated their intention to promote trade exchanges, which until 
now had been limited. Canada’s export to Zimbabwe averaged $11 million in 
the past four years, while Zimbawe’s exports to Canada increased steadily 
from $5 million in 1985 to $14 million in 1988.’ 


7 — Development Aid and Humanitarian Aid 


Monique Landry, speaking to the Governing Council of the United 
Nations Development Program (UNDP) on June 13, announced that Canada 
would contribute $20 million over five years to the Africa 2000 Network. The 
program, which is also supported by Denmark, Italy, Japan and Norway, will 
be administered by the UNDP and will provide funding the projects in the 
areas of environmental protection, forestry, and long-term food production in 
Africa.’ Also in June, External Relations and International Development 
Minister Landry announced that Canada was contributing up to $13 million 
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to Canadian NGO support programs in Ethopia and Angola." Lastly, Canada 
would provide $85 000 in the spring to the League of Red Cross and Red 
Crescent Societies for emergency assistance in Mauritania, Senegal and the 
Gambia following the violent confrontations between Mauritanians and 
Senegalese. 


M — Canada, Asia and Oceania 


Speaking in Edmonton, Alberta on May 16, Secretary of State for 
External Affairs Joe Clark unveiled the measures his government intended 
to take to strengthen relations between Canada and Asia Pacific. Last 
October and in the previous quarter, Mr. Clark and External Relations 
Minister Monique Landry had described the broad outlines of a new strategy 
to be called the Pacific 2000 Program. The program included four basis 
elements: a Pacific 2000 Trade Strategy to improve Canada’s market share in 
this region; a Japan Science and Technology Fund; an Asian Languages and 
Awareness Fund; and a Pacific 2000 Projects Fund to offer support to 
Canadian activities in the region.’ Mr. Clark reaffirmed the Canadian 
government’s interest in creating a Pacific economic cooperation institute. He 
stated that Canada intended to play a full part in regional cooperation 
initiatives, initially through a ministerial meeting proposed by Australian 
Prime Minister Hawke. An Australian representative would be visiting 
Ottawa several days later to discuss the proposal.’ In such an institutionali- 
zation of relations with Asia Pacific, Mr. Clark explained that his govern- 
ment’s objectives would be: 


— to muster support for liberalized global trade; 


— to promote common disciplines and rules respecting trade, invest- 
ment, technology transfer, intellectual property; 


— the research and analysis of regional economic growth and the 
challenge this presents; 


— to become “Partners in Progress” in the Pacific through specific 
cooperation in areas of common interest, such as natural resources, 
industrial development, the environment, communications, transpor- 
tation, and professional and technical exchange; and 


— to ensure that the Pacific Rim countries are not only integrated 
internally around the Pacific littoral but outwardly into the interna- 
tional economy, that is, into the OECD and other multilateral organi- 
zations. '*

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1 — China 


With the declaration of martial law in Beijing on May 20, Canada asked 
the Chinese government to avoid the use of force and to continue to exercise 
restraint in dealing with student demonstrations.'® Fifteen days later, dur- 
ing a trip to the United States, Prime Minister Mulroney described as 
“astonishing” the peaceful events taking place in China, which he situated in 
an international framework that would lead to a new era.’*’ But the Canadi- 
an government was soon to condemn, in a news release on June 4, “the 
indiscriminate and brutal use of force against the students and citizens of 
Beijing.” ’** Speaking to the House of Commons the next day during an 
emergency debate on the situation in China, the Secretary of State for 
External Affairs described the attack by Chinese troops in Tienanmen 
Square by saying “the forces of darkness and not of light had triumphed.” 
However, he also stressed the importance Canada attached to its relations 
with China: 


As we examine what our response should be, however, we must remem- 
ber that we will cherish our friendship with the Chinese people, that we 
are not going to become “anti-China,” that our condemnation and our 
outrage should be focussed on the violent and aggressive actions that 
we cannot and will never condone and on those who initiated and 
encouraged those actions.‘ 


While the Canadian government adopted a number of immediate mea- 
sures in response to the crisis — postponing the signing of a series of 
memoranda of understanding on development assistance projects, suspending 
nuclear cooperation consultations and the defence relations program, and 
extending visas for Chinese students who wished to stay in Canada,’ — it 
took several weeks to elaborate on its position. It conducted numerous 
consultations with the Canadian ambassador to China, who was called home 
on June 12, in a National Round Table made up of industrialists, academics, 
NGO representatives and representatives of the Chinese-Canadian communi- 
ty, and in a special session of the House Standing Committee on External 
Affairs and International Trade. On June 30, Mr. Clark revealed the mea- 
sures being taken by his government in a statement on the future of Canada- 
China relations. Canadian policy, he said, would be based on four fundamen- 
tal parameters: Canada could not accept the Chinese authorities’ call for 
“business as usual” after the repression; Canada still valued the frienship 
between the two peoples; China must not become isolated; and an attempt

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must be made to coordinate the approach of like-minded countries. Hence- 
forth, three new rules would govern relations with China: preserving exist- 
ing links forged over the past decade, promoting people-to-people exchanges, 
and avoiding programs that benefit or lend prestige to the Chinese military 
or state propaganda apparatus. Specific measures adopted include suspension 
of high-level contacts with the Chinese government, increasing the resources 
available to the Canadian embassy in Beijing to monitor the human rights 
situation in China, withdrawal of three development assistance projects, 
suspension of the scheduled signing of four agreements, suspending indefi- 
nitely activity on the Three Gorges project (on which the Chinese government 
had previously put off any decision for at least five years, in April),™ 
examination in light of the new criteria of any new project involving an EDC 
line of credit, cancellation of all funding for participation in trade shows, and 
downgrading Canada’s trade representation in Beijing. Mr. Clark agreed, on 
the other hand, to the signing of a cooperation project between Canadian and 
Chinese community colleges, in the interest of not restricting exchanges in 
culture and communications, with the exception of a CBC project on joint 
production of radio and television programming with Chinese state radio. 
Radio-Canada International advanced by ten months its program for Manda- 
rin broadcasts into China.'” Lastly, the Canadian government announced 
CIDA funding to assist Chinese students in Canada.'* In May, Canada and 
China had celebrated “Friendship Month,” during which a number of bilater- 
al activities took place. '“* 


2 — Japan 


A Japanese trade delegation led by the Minister of International Trade 
and Industry, Hiroshi Mitsuzuka, visited Canada, May 4 and 5. The Japanese 
minister met with his counterpart, John Crosbie, and several other govern- 
ment ministers.’ Later in May, Minister Crosbie addressed the Canada- 
Japan Business Cooperation Committee Conference, a gathering of business 
people from the two countries in Toronto, on the Pacific 2000 strategy 
outlined by Mr. Clark in his speech in Edmonton. ' 


3 — Development Aid and Humanitarian Aid 


On May 8, World Red Cross Day, the Canadian government announced it 
was sending a medical team to Pakistan to provide assistance to Red Cross

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International Committee field hospitals for Afghan refugees in Pakistan. '’ 
Also, Canada and Indonesia signed a memorandum of understanding in June 
on the third phase of an environmental management project. '* 


N — Thematic Chronology* 


Natural gas exports to the United States 
April: 
The National Energy Board held public hearings to review applications by 


Esso, Shell and Gulf to sell large quantities of natural gas to the United 
States — 9.2 trillion cubic feet over 20 years — beginning in 1996. 


Canada and Colombia 

May 3: 
The Globe and Mail reported that the Colombian M-19 rebel group had 
sent a letter to the Secretary of State for External Affairs the previous 
month, asking Canada to participate in the peace process in Colombia. An 
External Affairs spokesperson stated that the Canadian government could 
consider doing so only if the request came from the Colombian government. 


European decisions on the fur trade 

May 5: 
The Globe and Mail reported that the European Commission had adopted a 
proposal banning the importation of furs from animals captured by leg-hold 
traps or other methods deemed under international standards to inflict 
cruelty. Subject to approval by the European Council of Ministers, the ban 
would take effect on January 1, 1996. Another proposal requiring furs to be 
labelled, thereby enabling consumers to identify those furs made from 
animals captured in leg-hold traps, was not passed. The Canadian govern- 
ment has been exerting pressure along these lines for over a year. 


Canadian delegation to the UNEP Governing Council 

May 15-26: 
The Minister for External Relations and International Development, Moni- 
que Landry, would represent Canada at the opening of the fifteenth UNEP 


Governing Council meeting in Kenya. Minister Landry would participate 
in the first two days of the meeting.

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Canada and the non-aligned countries 

May 17: 
Ministers of Foreign Affairs of the Movement of non-aligned Countries, 
meeting in Harare, postponed until next September’s Summit a decision on 


requests by Canada and Venezuela to take part in their proceedings, the 
former as an observer and the latter as a full-fledged member. 


Maintaining Canadian participation in the European Space Agency 

May 31: 
The federal Minister Responsible for Industry, Science and Technology, 
Harvie André, and the Director General of the European Space Agency 
(ESA) signed a ten-year cooperation agreement in Montreal. This agree- 
ment is a renewal of two previous agreements that enabled Canada to 
participate in certain ESA programs. 


Air agreements with Thailand and the Netherlands 
May-June: 


Two air service agreements were signed by Canada. One, announced on 
May 24, was the first air agreement to be signed with Thailand; it was 
followed on June 2 by the signing of a new agreement with the Nether- 
lands. The Thailand agreement will enable airline companies in the two 
countries to diversify their operations; the Netherlands agreement sets up 
direct air connections between Amsterdam and seven Canadian cities. 


Canadian participation in military exercises 

May-June: 
From May 13 to 24, Canadian air forces participated with the United 
States in a NORAD air defence exercise named AMALGAM CHEF. This exer- 
cise, held periodically, consists of checking the operation of the North 
American air defence system and the performance of personnel assigned to 
the system. Another exercise, this one NATO-sponsored, took place in 
Denmark June 3 to 28. Dubbed the AVENUE EXPRESS, this exercise permitt- 
ed evaluation of the deployment capability and use in this country of the 
Allied Command Europe Mobile Force (AMF). Some 5500 troops par- 
ticipated, including several Canadian battalions and squads. 


Dialogue with Eastern Europe on disarmament 


Early June: 


A Canadian delegation made up of External Affairs and National Defence 
ministers visited Czechoslovakia and Poland for consultations on disarma- 
ment and arms control issues. 
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John Crosbie at the Quadrilateral Trade Ministers Meeting 
June 2-4: 


International Trade Minister John Crosbie participated in a meeting in 
The Hague of the Quadrilateral Trade Ministers, which included repre- 
sentatives from Japan, the United States and the EEC. The state of 
progress of trade negotiations in the Uruguay Round, and use by the 
United States of the “Super 301” provision of its Trade Act were among the 
major topics discussed by the ministers. 


Canada and the Polisario Front 
June 8: 


The Montreal daily Le Devoir reported that during a visit to Ottawa by a 
representative of the Polisario Front, the Department of External Affairs 
stated that it was prepared to consider sympathetically a request from the 
United Nations to participate in organizing a referendum and initiating 
the independence process. However, the department added, the request 
should be made by the UN Secretary General, and Canada’s application 
approved by Morocco and Algeria. 


A Canadian at the United Nations Regional Conference on Disarmament 
June 12: 


The Secretary of State for External Affairs announced that Fred Bild, 
Assistant Deputy Minister for Political and International Security Affairs, 
would visit the Soviet Union from June 12 to 16. He would be taking part 
in the United Nations Regional Conference on Arms Limitations, held at 
Dagomys June 12-14, and would then hold bilateral consultations on arms 
control and disarmament in Moscow. 


Canada and the Arctic 
June 13: 


In a speech in Montreal, Environment Minister Lucien Bouchard em- 
phasized that his government was seeking agreements with its Northern 
neighbours, in particular the Soviet Union, to protect the Arctic ecosystem. 
The minister proposed that Canada could establish an “environmental 
bridge” between the United States and the Soviet Union. 


Legal assistance treaty with Australia 
June 19: 


The Canadian and Australian justice minister, Douglas Lewis and Michael 
Tate respectively, signed a Legal Mutual Assistance Treaty in Ottawa, 
which would enable police in the two countries to cooperate on investiga- 
tions of criminals operating internationally. 
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Canada and the ASEAN 


June 23: 
The Secretary of State for External Affairs met in Edmonton with ambas- 
sadors of ASEAN member countries in preparation for the ministerial 
meeting to be held in Brunei in July. 
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Presentation 


Etudes internationales has been publishing a chronological review of 
Canada’s external relations for ten years. It lists events involving Canadian 
government interaction with foreign governments. These events are divided 
into thematic and geographic sections presenting, in turn, Canadian policies 
on defence, immigration, development aid, economic and commercial policies, 
Canadian participation in international organizations and bilateral relations 
linking Canada with all regions of the globe. 


The chronological review provides a reference tool for those interested in 
Canadian foreign policy. It does not analyze or comment on this policy. 
Rather, it presents a rapid overview of events in the quarter — this volume 
covers the period from July to September 1989 — and allows the reader to follow 
Canada’s external relations as they take place. This volume is intended for 
researchers, civil servants, journalists and all those needing specific informa- 
tion on the federal government’s relations with the international community. 


It is a pleasure to make this bilingual edition available to the 
anglophone public, thanks to the support of External Affairs and Internation- 
al Trade Canada. We hope that this publication in book form will make the 
information it provides available to a broader public.

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A — Overview 


The Canadian Parliament, which had recessed on June 27 at the end to 
the last quarter, resumed on September 25. Nevertheless, Canada remained 
active internationally, participating in several multilateral meetings, inclu- 
ding the Paris Economic Summit, the International Conference on Cambodia 
and, for the first time, the Summit of the Non-Aligned Movement. As the 
Government of Canada remained particularly concerned about the issue of 
verifying arms control agreements, it also strived to bring about an interna- 
tional meeting on “open skies” verification. 


Over the summer, Canada also prepared for the Prime Minister’s upco- 
ming visits to the Soviet Union, Central America and the Middle East. As 
regards trade disputes, Canadian leaders focussed their attention on the 
fisheries issue during talks with the EC, Japan and South Korea. 


The Department of External Affairs adopted a new name on June 28, and 
is now known as “External Affairs and International Trade Canada’. The 
name change, however, is administrative only, as no changes were made to 
the department’s legal name or to the titles of Secretary of State for External 
Affairs and Minister for International Trade.’ 


B — Defence Policies 


1 — Visit of Soviet Experts 


A delegation of scientists and technical experts from the Soviet Govern- 
ment and military visited the Defence Research Establishment in Suffield, 
Alberta from July 17 to 19. They looked at the chemical destruction process 
and shared information on technical issues and environmental safety rele- 
vant to the destruction. This visit, explained Minister of National Defence

2 — Surveillance of the Arctic 


The July 8 issue of the Toronto daily The Globe and Mail reported that 
the Department of National Defence was considering a project to install 
acoustic devices in Arctic waters. These devices, which are capable of picking 
up noises from moving objects or the sound of a submarine’s engines, would 
be used to step up surveillance in the Arctic.’ 


3 — Canada and Verification 


During this quarter, Canada closely followed reactions to a proposal for 
an “open skies” arrangement made by the U.S. President during the last NATO 
Summit. Under the U.S. proposal, which had received backing from NATO 
members, arms control agreements would be verified by opening up the 
airspace of the two great military alliances to unarmed surveillance aircraft. * 
Canada sought to obtain a positive reaction from the Soviet Union during a 
New York meeting between the Secretary of State for External Affairs, Joe 
Clark, and his Soviet counterpart, Eduard Shevardnadze. At the end of the 
discussions, the U.S.S.R. accepted Canada’s offer to host an international 
conference on an “open skies” agreement.’ At the end of the quarter, the 
Canadian Prime Minister confirmed that such a conference would be held in 
late November or early December. ° 


C — Economic and Trade Policies 


Following plans announced in June, Canada strengthened restrictions on 
the import of African elephant ivory on August 2. The new regulations under 
the Export and Import Permits Act will cover jewelry, artwork, statuary, 
sculptures, figurines, carved tusks and pianos with ivory keys. Exceptions to 
the regulations may be made, however, for certain compassionate or conser- 
vation reasons. The Secretary of State for External Affairs hoped that this 
action would press other members of the Convention on International Trade 
in Endangered Species (CITES) to provide the African elephant with the same 
level of protection as the Asian elephant.’

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On September 18, the Department of Energy, Mines and Resources 
released an annual assessment of Canada’s uranium supplies as of January 1, 
1989. According to the findings, Canada remains the leading producer and 
exporter of uranium in the world. Canada’s five uranium producers extracted 
12 470 tonnes of uranium and sold 13 200 tonnes of uranium in Canada and 
abroad, valued at $1.1 billion.* A few days later, the department published a 
monitoring report on the performance of export and domestic natural gas 
prices during the period November 1988 to April 1989. The report shows 
that the natural gas market in Canada complies with the government’s policy 
on export pricing, which states that the price of exported natural gas must be 
higher that the price in the domestic market.’ 


D — Immigration Policies 


In August, the daily paper Le Devoir published figures released by the 
Immigration and Refugee Board (IRB). According to these figures, the Board 
has examined 5 922 requests for refugee status since the beginning of the 
year and refused 576 of them, including 340 after the first-stage hearing.’ 
On July 11, the Department of Employment and Immigration said a record 
number of Polish citizens had sought political asylum in Canada when they 
left aircraft at Gander International Airport. Of the 166 claimants at the 
airport this year, 106 came from Poland." 


Lastly, Canadian Press indicated in July that a large majority of the 
4500 Chinese students residing in Canada had requested immigrant status.” 
Following the events at Tiananmen Square, Federal Immigration Minister 
Barbara McDougall had taken several measures to make it easier for Chinese 
students to obtain immigrant status. 


E — International Organizations and Meetings 


1 — The UN 


At the opening of the forty-fourth Session of the United Nations General 
Assembly, the Secretary of State for External Affairs, Joe Clark, delivered a 
speech on September 26 in which he emphasized pragmatism and multilate- 
ral cooperation. He first mentioned two developments related to peacekeeping 
operations: the application of modern technology and sending police forces to

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Namibia. As regards the first point, Mr. Clark presented the conclusion of a 
study conducted by Canada which reveals that the use of overhead tech- 
nologies — airborne or satellite — could significantly increase the efficiency of 
peacekeeping operations. Canada will submit the study to the United Na- 
tions. As for the second point, he stated Canada is prepared to send members 
of the Royal Canadian Mounted Police to Namibia if it is requested to do so. 
Mr. Clark then outlined the UN’s accomplishments and challenges. He be- 
lieved that the possibility of an “Open Skies” arrangement between NATO and 
the Warsaw Pact (cf. Defence Policies), the refreshing breezes of change 
sweeping East-Bloc countries, the movement towards democracy, the expan- 
sion of the market place and progress in regional conflicts in Afghanistan, 
Iran and Iraq, Angola and Namibia were accomplishments which attest to 
the fact that international relations are now marked by cooperation, realism 
and pragmatism. But challenges such as protecting the environment and 
resolving conflicts in Lebanon, Cambodia and the Middle East still require 
great efforts. Canada, he continued, will work in particular during this 
Assembly to hold the proposed United Nations Conference on the Environ- 
ment and Development in 1992, to rationalize the funding of peacekeeping 
operations and to continue the North-South dialogue. ™ 


Mr. Clark also took advantage of his trip to New York to hold bilateral 
meetings with other foreign ministers, including his Soviet counterpart (cf. 
section on the U.S.S.R.), and to hold discussions with Foreign Ministers of the 
Rio Group and the Group of Seven during working dinners. Lastly, he gave a 
luncheon address on the evolving situation in South Africa to the Council on 
Foreign Relations." 


Canada had announced in September that Canadian experts would 
participate in a United Nations reconnaissance mission to define the opera- 
tional requirements for the UN Observer Group in Central America (ONUCA). 
The eighteen-member mission, including two Canadians, visited Central 
America from September 3 to 23." I] was also announced in August that 
Canada would participate in a fact-finding mission to Cambodia, as agreed to 
by the Paris Conference on Cambodia. Details on that conference appear later 
in this chronicle. However, a Government of Canada news release specified: 
“Canadian participation is without prejudice to an eventual Canadian deci- 
sion on whether or not to participate in an International Control Mechanism 
for Cambodia”. '* Canada will base that decision on the conditions set out last 
April.

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2 — International Conference on Cambodia 


Canada was one of the participants in the Paris International Conference 
on Cambodia that was chaired jointly by France and Indonesia. Conference 
participants also included various Cambodian factions, the five permanent 
members of the UN Security Council, the six ASEAN countries, Australia, 
Japan, India, as well as the Secretary-General of the United Nations and 
representatives from the Non-Aligned Movement. During the opening session 
on July 30, the head of the Canadian delegation, Secretary of State for 
External Affairs Joe Clark, delivered a speech on the conditions necessary to 
settle the conflict in Cambodia. He again recalled the central role the UN 
must play in any Cambodian solution and outlined three other factors that 
would bring about positive developments during the conference discussions. 
Firstly, he noted that a comprehensive settlement of the conflict must cover 
the inseparable internal and external elements. Secondly, he stated that all 
outside intervention must be ended. Lastly, he emphasized that there must 
not be a repetition of the genocide and abuses of human rights that occurred 
between 1975 and 1979. He also confirmed Canada’s intention to participate 
in an international control mechanism." Canada also co-chaired with India a 
special committee charged with developing a framework for the establish- 
ment of such a mechanism. This matter had been discussed by Mr. Clark and 
the Cambodian Prime Minister, Prince Norodom Sihanouk, on the eve of the 
conference. 


On August 5, Canada agreed once again to participate in the UN Secre- 
tary-General’s fact-finding mission to Cambodia. The mission, consisting of 
fifteen members, including Lt.-Col. Jean-Pierre Ducharme, a Canadian log- 
istics officer, visited Vietnam and Cambodia to determine what resources and 
infrastructures would be available in Cambodia to support an eventual 
International Control Mechanism.” Following a month of discussions, the 
Conference was adjourned without an agreement being reached by the 
parties. 


3 — The Commonwealth 


The Secretary of State for External Affairs chaired the fourth meeting of 
the Commonwealth Committee of Foreign Ministers on Southern Africa, held 
in Canberra from August 7 to 9. At the Canberra meeting, the eight 
ministers again reviewed the situation in Namibia, the intensifying of

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sanctions against South Africa, South Africa’s links with the international 
financial community and results of the Final Report of the Independent 
Experts on the Evaluation of the Application and Impact of Sanctions.” 
During the meeting’s first day, the effectiveness of sanctions was addressed, 
while representatives from various organizations concerned about the issue 
called for tougher economic sanctions during the committee hearings. The 
report’s authors also recommended tougher economic sanctions, suggesting in 
particular that all trade with South Africa be ended within five years. Mr. 
Clark, the meeting’s Chairman, turned down a request from the South 
African Ambassador to Australia to attend the first day’s discussions. ”*' 


At the end of that day, Mr. Clark recognized that because the Commit- 
tee’s member countries have little economic leverage on South Africa, the 
advantage of this meeting was the “domino effect” it could have on other 
countries that carry on significant trade and financial dealings with South 
Africa.” More in-depth discussions on the report and the announcement of 
new trade sanctions were left to the Commonwealth heads of government, 
who meet in October. The eight ministers decided, however, to request 
international banks to impose tough repayment terms on South Africa during 
negotiations on the rescheduling of its foreign debt.” 


Mr. Clark, the Chairman of the Committee, sent a letter to South 
African Foreign Minister Pik Botha on August 10. Mr. Clark’s letter was in 
response to a letter Mr. Botha had addressed to the meeting’s participants in 
which he mentioned the positive role his country has played in the sub- 
continent, the ineffectiveness of sanctions and the fact the majority of black 
South Africans reject sanctions. Taking up arguments on each of these points, 
Mr. Clark concluded his letter as follows: “We intend to maintain that 
pressure until we see concrete evidence of the dismantling of apartheid and 
negotiations with genuine black leaders towards the establishment of a non- 
racial reprensentative government”.”* 


Lastly, in Canberra, Canada presented a proposal to strengthen the 
institution of the Commonwealth Games and to assist developing countries 
seeking to host the Games. The eight ministers agreed to hold a meeting to 
examine Canada’s proposal in detail, which included namely the creation of a 
Commonwealth Games Trust and financial aid. The Secretary of State for 
External Affairs indicated that the Canadian proposal was not a “direct

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response” to recent threats of boycott or banning surrounding the 1990 
Commonwealth Games in Auckland. Some African countries had raised that 
possibility after British and Australian athletes had annouced their intention 
to participate in sports events in South Africa.” On this subject, the Canadi- 
an Minister of Fitness and Amateur Sport stated in late August that Canada 
would not boycott the upcoming Commonwealth Games.” 


4 — La Francophonie 


The first Jeux de la Francophonie were held in Morocco from July 8 to 22. 
Canada’s delegation consisted of almost 200 athletes. The Minister of State 
for Fitness and Amateur Sport, Jean Charest, was in Morocco to attend the 
first Games and met his counterparts from various African countries. “We 
will grow from this experience”, concluded the Minister at the end of the 
Games. “These Games were above all a North-South forum and allowed 
members of La Francophonie to meet and get to know each other better, and 
Canada played an important role”*’. France will host the next Jeux de la 
Francophonie four years from now. 


5 — Summit of the Non-Aligned Movement 


Canada participated for the first time in the Summit of the Non-Aligned 
Movement as a guest. A Canadian delegation headed by Secretary of State 
for External Affairs Joe Clark travelled to Belgrade, Yugoslavia to attend the 
Summit which was held from September 4 to 7. Guests are invited to attend 
the plenary sessions but are not permitted to participate actively in them and 
are excluded from the Committee sessions. This invitation “reflects recogni- 
tion of Canada’s international role, where we are often called upon to act as 
an intermediary between the developed and the developing world (...)”, said 
Mr. Clark. He added: “A deeper appreciation of the Non-Aligned Movement’s 
concerns and priorities will also assist Canada in taking constructive initia- 
tives at the United Nations, particularly during our current period of tenure 
on the Security Council”.* 


In Belgrade, when questioned by the press about the possibility of a 
North-South Summit being held, Mr. Clark responded favourably to the 
proposal which had already been made at the Paris Economic Summit. He 
specified that such a meeting should be limited to two or three themes so that 
progress could be made. Indicating that economic issues should be raised 
during a North-South meeting, Mr. Clark also suggested the environment, 
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investment policy and the drug war as other subjects.” He also took advan- 
tage of his trip to Belgrade to meet his Yugoslavian counterpart and Yugos- 
lavia’s Prime Minister. 


6 — The Summit of the Group of Seven in Paris 


Canadian Prime Minister Brian Mulroney visited Paris to participate, 
along with the Finance Minister and the Secretary of State for External 
Affairs, in the fifteenth Economic Summit of the seven most industrialized 
nations, held from July 14 to 16. Since the Summit coincided with bicenten- 
nial celebrations of the French Revolution, the Canadian Prime Minister also 
held bilateral talks with the Presidents of Mexico and the Philippines and the 
Prime Minister of India.” 


The Summit, which is theoretically devoted to economic issues, again 
made room for political issues, such as the situation in China and the drug 
war, and addressed the environment for the first time. Canada made the 
environmental issue one of its priorities and presented the idea of “environ- 
mental indicators” which had been developed earlier during a speech de- 
livered by Mr. Mulroney in London.*' With these indicators, which are 
similar to those used by the OECD to measure economic performance, coun- 
tries would be able to evaluate their relative environmental performance. At 
the close of the Summit, Mr. Mulroney said he was pleased the participants 
had accepted Canada’s proposal.*” The environment was an important issue 
in the meeting’s final communiqué which noted the urgency to act to protect 
the environment by using concerted policies. 


The Paris Summit was also marked by two other political issues: a 
proposal to hold a North-South summit soon and a letter from the Soviet 
President to the Chairman of the Summit, Francois Mitterrand. The partici- 
pants did not unanimously welcome the idea of a North-South summit. The 
Secretary of State for External Affairs stated that Canada found the proposal 
“very intriguing”, but that its support depended on the careful planning of 
such a summit. This possibility was also discussed by Mr. Mulroney and his 
Indian counterpart, Rajiv Ghandi.* As for Mr. Gorbachev’s letter, the Cana- 
dian Prime Minister described it, during a press conference, as “constructive 
politically”, but said he saw obstacles to closer economic cooperation between 
the Soviet Union and the major industrial countries. Mr. Mulroney also 
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stated he would discuss the letter’s contents when he visits the Soviet Union 
this autumn. ”™ 


As regards economics, the Summit participants said they were concerned 
about the threat of inflation and called upon governments to remain vigilant. 
Countries with budget and balance of payments deficits, such as Canada, the 
United States and Italy, were encouraged to take action to reduce their 
deficits, while countries with surpluses were urged to adopt policies appro- 
priate to the non-inflationary growth of domestic demand. According to the 
final communiqué, the world economic situation was marked by issues such 
as the integration of developing countries into the world economic system, 
cooperation to maintain balanced growth and the protection of the environ- 
ment.* The United States will host the next Economic Summit. 


7 — Multilateral Economic Meetings 


At the end of the quarter, Canadian Finance Minister Michael Wilson 
participated in preliminary meetings held in the U.S. capital prior to the 
annual meetings of the Governors of the World Bank and the International 
Monetary Fund on September 26. At the Group of Seven meeting, the finance 
ministers again stated that they supported a stabilization of the U.S. dollar 
and a decrease in government deficits. They confirmed they were ready to 
participate in economic reform programs for countries such as Poland and 
Hungary. They also requested Poland to reach and agreement with the IMF 
on debt rescheduling which, according to the Canadian Finance Minister, 
could be reached quite rapidly. Mr. Wilson also thought it was “important” to 
implement a “solid” program that Warsaw could observe. Furthermore, the 
Canadian Government’s proposed goods and services tax was received favou- 
rably by the participants. The Finance Minister, who usually attends the 
annual meetings of the World Bank and the International Monetary Fund, 
returned to Ottawa when Parliament resumed.” 


At the same time, Canada presented its GATT partners with a proposal 
for the reduction of tariffs and non-tariff barriers at the Multilateral Trade 
Negotiations in Geneva. Under the proposal, all member countries would 
first agree to an over-all reduction in tariffs by about one-third and then hold 
bilateral negotiations. 
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According to the Canadian Finance Minister, the Canadian proposal should 
“provide common ground” for the GATT participants who favour a bilateral 
approach and those who favour a multilateral approach.” 


Lastly, Minister Crosbie met U.S. Trade Representative Carla Hills on 
August 30. The two reviewed the prospects for bringing the Uruguay Round 
of the Multilateral Trade Negotiations to a successful end. This meeting 
forms part of Canada’s bilateral ongoing consultations aimed at gaining 
substantive results in the Uruguay Round. Over the coming months. Mr. 
Crosbie will be discussing the Multilateral Trade Negotiations with his 
counterparts in Europe and Asia.* 


F — Canada-u.s. Relations 


1 — Canadian Prime Minister visits Mr. Bush 


The Canadian Prime Minister and the U.S. President met for the third 
time since the beginning of the year during a two-day visit by Mr. Mulroney 
to the Bush residence in Kennebunkport. Both leaders again took up the 
bilateral issues of acid rain and trade disputes about lobster and pork, in 
addition to discussing international issues such as the situation in Panama 
and Columbia. At the end to the meeting, Mr. Mulroney said Canada might 
review its position of not joining the Organization of American States and 
become a full member. “There is”, he explained, an important role for Canada 
to play in this region ».* 


2 — Trade Relations 


During the third quarter, the U.S. Department of Commerce and the 
Environmental Protection Agency handed down rulings on some Canadian 
products, while a GATT Panel ruled on Canadian quotas on ice cream and 
yoghurt. 


On July 18, the U.s. Department of Commerce increased by 3.6 cents per 
pound the countervailing duty on pork imports from Canada, an increase of 
0.1 cent per pound over the preliminary rate that had been announced in 
May.*’ A month later, Canada reacted by requesting a panel review under 
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Chapter 19 of the Canada-uU.s. Free Trade Agreement. This was the first time 
the Canadian Government had participated actively in such a request.*! A 
few days later, after the U.S. International Trade Commission had upheld the 
countervailing duty established in July, International Trade Minister John 
Crosbie and Agriculture Minister Don Mazankowski confirmed that, in 
addition to requesting the establishment of a panel of Canadian and U.S. 
experts, Canada would also invoke the dispute settlement procedures provi- 
ded for by the GATT to review the U.S. decision.” 


The Canadian steel rail exports issue was also on the agenda in July. 
Minister Crosbie expressed “surprise and dismay” over the U.S. Department 
of Commerce decision to increase the dumping margin against an Ontarian 
steel rail exporting company from 2.72 per cent to 38.79 per cent and to find 
that steel rails manufactured by another Ontarian company were subsidized, 
giving rise to countervailable subsidies of 113.56 per cent, up from 103.55 per 
cent announced in February.“ At the same time, the U.S. President announ- 
ced that U.S. steel import quotas would be extended for two and a half years; 
however, the quotas do not apply to steel imports from Canada and some 
other countries. “* 


Despite efforts made by the Government of Canada for more than four 
years to prevent the regulation from being adopted, the U.S. Environmental 
Protection Agency ruled in July to phase out and ban the commercial use of 
asbestos by 1996. Canadian Energy, Mines and Resources Minister Jake Epp 
called this decision “extremely regrettable”, recalling the possibilities offered 
by the controlled use of asbestos. *> At the end of the quarter, the Government 
of Canada and the governments of Quebec, British Columbia and Newfound- 
land joined Canadian companies in a legal challenge of this decision. “ 


Following a complaint lodged by the United States, a GATT Panel ruled in 
September that restrictions limiting the quantity of ice cream and yoghurt 
allowed into Canada were not in conformity with Canada’s GATT obligations. 
According to the Panel, import restrictions to protect a supply management 
program applied only to milk production and not to milk derivatives, such a 
yoghurt and ice cream. This ruling, which is not final, will be considered by 
the GATT Council in October.“ Earlier in July, in response to the U.S. failure 
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to eliminate its tax on Canadian oil that had been ruled discriminatory by 
GATT, Canada had released a list of products imported from the United States 
that would be the target of reprisals and on which the Canadian Government 
is seeking GATT approval to increase tariffs.“ 


The list of requests for accelerated tariff elimination under the Canada- 
U.S. Free Trade Agreement was published on July 15. The target date for 
implementing changes to the tariff schedules of each country is January 1, 
1990. Furthermore, Canadian members of the panels that will review 
disputes about dried heavy salted codfish, polyphase induction motors and 
replacement parts for self-propelled bituminous paving equipement were 
appointed during the quarter. As well, a chairman of the Subsidies and Trade 
Remedies Working Group was appointed.” 


Lastly, on September 6, 7, and 8, International Trade Minister John 
Crosbie, accompanied by exporters from the Atlantic provinces, went on a 
trade mission to Boston. Mr. Crosbie also took advantage of this trip to hold 
talks with Massachusetts Governor Michael Dukakis and members of the 
New England-Canada Business Council.”. 


3 — Miscellaneous Issues 


On July 21, the U.S. President tabled legislation to strengthen the 
provisions of the Clean-Air Bill which he had announced in June. This 
version, which will be presented to the U.S. Congress, was criticized by 
environmental groups in both countries that saw it as a step backwards 
compared to measures that had already been announced.” The Globe and 
Mail reported that Canadian and U.S. representatives would hold “prelimi- 
nary conversations” on the acid rain issue in Ottawa and hold formal 
negotiations once Congress has reviewed the legislation.” 


In late July, Canada authorized a U.S. icebreaker to navigate through the 
waters of the Northwest Passage. This was the second U.S. request made 
pursuant to the Canada-United States Arctic Cooperation Agreement.” Also 
in July, during a meeting with the U.S. Defence Secretary, Canadian Minister 
of National Defence Bill McKnight raised the possibility of the two countries 
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cooperating to fight the war on drug trafficking by using Norad equipment.” 
Lastly, on September 15, Canada and the United States signed an agreement 
on geographic names which provides in particular for the settlement of 
disputes about the names of geographical places straddling the Canada-U.s. 
border.” 


G — Canada and Western Europe 
1 — The Ec 


The annual Northwest Atlantic Fisheries Organization (NAFO) meeting 
was held in Brussels from September 12 to 15. At this meeting, NAFO 
established new quotas for 1990, including quotas for waters outside Cana- 
da’s fisheries zone in which the EC has been overfishing. Eleven of the twelve 
NAFO members voted in favour of the new quotas, while the EC, which has 
regularly opposed the quotas set by NAFO for years, opted to abstain from 
voting this time. International Trade Minister John Crosbie noted that there 
appeared to be a change in attitude by the European representatives and 
again called upon the EC to respect the measures adopted by NAFO, “NAFO,” he 
said, “has set quotas for 1990 in accordance with scientific advice. It remains 
to be seen whether the EC will accept these quotas or set its own quotas for 
1990”.°” Any member of NAFO has 60 days in which to reject the quotas that 
are set at the meeting. 


2 — France 


The Canadian Prime Minister held talks with his French counterpart, 
Michel Rocard, while he was in Paris to attend ceremonies for the bicenten- 
nial of the French Revolution and the Economic Summit. Bilateral trade, the 
international political situation and free trade dominated their talks.” 


Furthermore, Canada closely followed the audio-visual co-production 
issue. Communications Minister Marcel Masse indicated in late August that 
the Government of Canada had requested France “to respect the spirit and 
the letter” of the bilateral audio-visual co-production treaty. A decree being 
studied in Paris at that time apparently defined “European productions” as 
being only those co-productions of which a Common Market member is the 
controlling partner, thereby excluding programs co-produced with Canada as 
the controlling partner.” 
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3 — Great Britain 


Before going to Paris to attend the Economic Summit, the Canadian 
Prime Minister stopped in London to hold talks with the British Prime 
Minister on the latest preparatory details of the Summit of Seven. Mr. 
Mulroney also delivered a apeech at a dinner held by the Canada Club, 
during which he introduced the concept of “environmental indicators” which 
he took up again in Paris. “Sooner or later, we will have to agree on the 
development of indicators or instruments to evaluate our respective environ- 
mental performance as accurately and completely as the OECD measures our 
economic performance”. He also stressed the need “to strengthen existing 
international environmental institutions and to recognize the possible need 
to create new ones”.®” Besides the environment, Mr. Mulroney also broached 
the economic policies used by this government since 1984 and the world 
economic situation. 


On September 6, External Affairs Minister Joe Clark met his British 
counterpart, John Major, in London. This was the first time bilateral consul- 
tations have been held between Mr. Clark and Mr. Major since the latter had 
been appointed in July. Their talks covered a wide range of subjects, inclu- 
ding Canada-U.k. relations, East-West relations and Commonwealth matters. 
On this last point the Canadian Secretary of State requested Mr. Major to 
have Britain join the latest initiatives of the Commonwealth Committee of 
Foreign Ministers on Southern Africa to put pressure on South Africa.” 


H — Canada, U.S.S.R. and Eastern Europe 


Ig U,S: Sake 


The Secretary of State for External Affairs met his Soviet counterpart 
Eduard Shevardnadze in New York during the Opening Session of the United 
Nations. Questioned by the press before their meeting, Mr. Clark described 
himself as “a sympathetic observer” to developments in the U.S.S.R. and 
expressed the hope that President Gorbachev’s reforms will succeed, while 
stressing the republics’ desire for independence. Mr. Clark and Mr. Shevard- 
nadze mainly discussed the details of the Canadian Prime Minister’s up- 
coming official visit to the Soviet Union and the bilateral agreements that 
will be signed on that occasion. Agreements are expected to be reached on the 
Arctic, the environment and Canadian investment opportunities in the 
USSR. 7 
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At the end of the quarter, Canada and the U.S.S.R. renewed their Long- 
Term Agreement to Facilitate Economic, Industrial, Scientific and Technical 
Cooperation. This agreement provides for periodic meetings of the Canada- 
U.S.S.R. Mixed Economic Commission. 


2 — Poland 


According to a September issue of the daily The Globe and Mail, the 
Secretary of State for External Affairs and the International Trade Minister 
planned to ask the federal Cabinet to bypass restrictions and allow Canada to 
provide Poland with foreign and food aid. Mr. Clark held discussions with his 
Polish counterpart at the Belgrade Summit.” 


During the quarter, it was learned that Lech Walesa, leader of the Polish 
union Solidarity, will visit Canada in November at the invitation of the 
Labour Congress of Canada. It is expected that possibilities for aid to reform 
Poland’s economy will be discussed with political and union communities.” 


I — Canada, Latin America and the Caribbean 


It was learned during this quarter that Canada intends to reconsider its 
foreign policy toward Latin America and its position within the Organization 
of the American States (OAS) in particular. The possibility that Canada will 
become a full member of the OAS had been raised by the Canadian Prime 
Minister during his meeting with the U.S. President. A September issue of 
the Toronto daily The Globe and Mail reported that the Department of 
External Affairs recommended that Canada’s foreign policy toward this area 
be expanded, in addition to changing Canada’s status within the OAS, in- 
creased diplomatic representation and more aid for the region.® The Canadi- 
an Prime Minister is expected to visit Central America next quarter. 


1 — Mexico 


Mexico’s President Carlos Salinas was among the political leaders whom 
the Canadian Prime Minister met in Paris during the Economic Summit. The 
two leaders discussed the situation in Central America and Mexico’s debt 
problem. During their meeting, Mr. Mulroney also stressed Canada’s desire 
to “play a greater role” in Latin America an also accepted an invitation to 
make an official visit to Mexico.” 
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2 — Nicaragua 


Canadian support for the February 1990 elections in Nicaragua, which 
had been confirmed last quarter, materialized on September 28 with the 
announcement that $700,000 worth of materials and technical assistance 
would be provided to the Nicaraguan Electoral Commission Canada’s contri- 
bution will include funding for a voter education campaign, newsprint for 
staff training manuals and cardboard for making ballot boxes. 


3 — Panama 


On July 20, Canada supported an OAS declaration which called for a 
transfer of power in Panama on September 1 and urged that free elections be 
held as soon as possible. On August 28, the Secretary of State for External 
Affairs said he was “very disappointed” at the failure of a special OAS mission 
to help bring about a negotiated settlement of the political crisis in Panama. 
“At a time when the great majority of Latin American countries have set 
themselves firmly on the path to democratic development, Panama’s military 
leaders have chosen the opposite course. General Noriega, by his actions, is 
isolating himself and his country from his neighbours and from the rest of the 
democratic world”, said Mr. Clark.” 


J — Canada and the Middle East 


1 — Preparation for the Canadian Prime Minister’s Trip to the 
Middle East 


At the end of the quarter it was learned that the Canadian Prime 
Minister is planning to visit the Middle East. Although plans remain tenta- 
tive, the visit, to be made in 1990, would include Egypt, Israel and Jordan. 
Mr. Mulroney revealed his intentions during a meeting with representatives 
from the Canadian Jewish community. Visits to Canada by the Israeli Prime 
Minister and the Egyptian President are expected to precede Mr. Mulroney’s 
trip.” Jordan’s King Hussein is expected to visit Ottawa in October. 


2 — Lebanon 


In an August 15 news release, the Secretary of State for External Affairs 
expressed his “very serious concern” over the escalation of violence in 
Lebanon. He called on the Government of Syria and all Lebanese parties to 
agree to a comprehensive ceasefire and urged the Iranian leaders to use their 
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influence to bring an end to the violence. Canada, he added, was consulting 
with the permanent members of the Security Council and Supports the 
mediation efforts of the Tripartite Committee of Arab Heads of States on 
Lebanon.” 


K — Canada and Africa (South of the Sahara) 


1 — Canada’s Military Training Assistance Program 


The Canadian Government annouced in July that funding for Canada’s 
Military Training Assistance Program (MTAP) had increased from $550 000 
this year to $1.2 million and that it will total $1.8 million in 1990. This 
additional funding will allow Canada to increase security assistance to 
countries of Southern Africa, as well as expand military training assistance 
to countries in Africa, Asia and the Caribbean. Nearly half of the funds will 
be set aside for Southern African countries, especially for the Front-Line 
States. Technical and leadership training is the most effective and economic 
form of military assistance Canada can offer, indicated the news release.” 


2 — South Africa 


Secretary of State for External Affairs Joe Clark described the peaceful 
protest marches that took place in South Africa in Mid-September as an 
“historic march” and “a deeply moving victory for good judgement and 
common sense”.” Mr. Clark had earlier expressed “outrage” at the police 
violence in the wake of South African elections. ’* Moreover, Canada’s Ambas- 
sador in Pretoria lodged a protest against these actions with South African 
authorities. In August, Mr. Clark had again expressed “deep concern” about 
the South African Government’s use of force in response to a peaceful 
defiance campaign.” 


Figures released by Statistics Canada and reported in the July 13 issue 
of the daily The Globe and Mail revealed that Canadian imports from South 
Africa totalled $76.9 million for the first four months of 1989, compared to 
$33.3 million for the same period in 1988. An External Affairs spokesperson 
said the import figures had increased because of higher prices and increased 
industrial demand for minerals from South Africa.” 
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3 — Namibia 


During the third quarter, Canada was closely involved in the electoral 
process in Namibia. First, a delegation of representatives from non- 
governmental organizations visited Namibia in mid-July. The observers, 
including former minister Flora MacDonald, spent ten days in Namibia and 
met various political and religious representatives.” Then, from September 6 
to 13, an all-party Parliamentary group composed of four MPs visited 
Namibia. The delegation annouced upon its return that it would encourage 
the Canadian Government to grant considerable aid to Namibia and that it 
wanted to bring the government to make the Canadian business community 
aware of investment opportunities that will be available as soon as the 
sanctions against Namibia as a South African territory are lifted.” 


The Commonwealth Observer Group for Namibia, which was established 
in August, arrived in that country on September 25 to observe the pre- 
election process there until October 11. Led by Australia, the group includes 
members from the Gambia, India, Jamaica, Malaysia, Zambia and Canada. 
Bernard Wood, Chief Executive Officer of the Canadian Institute for Interna- 
tional Peace and Security, represents Canada.” 


L— Canada, Asia and Oceania 


1 — Ministerial visits to Thailand, Japan and South Korea 


Two Canadian ministers visited Asia during the quarter. First, in Au- 
gust, the Associate Minister of National Defence, Mary Collins, made a ten- 
day visit to Thailand and Japan. The purpose of Mrs. Collins’ visit was to 
continue bilateral defence discussions and to encourage closer economic and 
cultural relations between Canada and the countries in this region, in her 
additional capacity as federal minister responsible for the Asia Pacific Initia- 
tive. 


Then, from September 19 to 24, International Trade Minister John 
Crosbie, accompanied by CEOs and senior executives from eleven Canadian 
firms, visited South Korea after spending two days in Hong Kong. The main 
purpose of the visit was to promote trade and investment, and to discuss 
bilateral economic issues and Canada’s new economic strategy for this re-

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gion.*' In Seoul, Mr. Crosbie, hosted by his Korean counterpart Han Seung 
Soo, initiated talks on drift-net fishing by Korea, while he discussed other 
bilateral issues with the South Korean Minister of Agriculture, Forestry and 
Fisheries. Also, a bilateral air services agreement to establish regular flights 
between Vancouver and Seoul was signed with Korea’s Foreign Minister.” 


2 — ASEAN 


The Secretary of State for External Affairs participated, from July 6 to 8 
in Brunei, in meetings of the foreign ministers of the ASEAN countries. The 
prospects for peace in Cambodia, environmental problems in the Pacific, the 
resettlement of Indochinese refugees and trade and development cooperation 
were on the agenda. Mr. Clark also took advantage of his visit to attend the 
opening the Canada-ASEAN Centre in Singapore. This centre “in particular 
will provide a focus and an anchor for our regionally based initiatives and 
will expand our relationships beyond the official programs underway”, said 
Mr. Clark during the opening ceremony.™ Education and training will form a 
large part of the Centre’s activities. The Centre will also provide a home for 
CIDA’s development cooperation program for this region. Management of the 
Centre will be entrusted to an executive director who will be appointed in 
October. 


3 — China 


During the third quarter, the Secretary of State for External Affairs 
defended on two occasions the actions taken towards China which, according 
to some commentary in the press, represented a deviation from the measures 
announced in response to events in June. In early August, regarding a loan 
by the EDC to a Canadian company, Mr. Clark thought there was a “minimal” 
risk that the loan, to be used to improve telephone links, could benefit 
supporters of the Chinese Government’s hard-line policies. “It is my view that 
the spread of modern communications and transport has generally served to 
advance the opportunities for populations to exchange information and com- 
pare views”, he explained.* In September, it was learned that Mr. Clark had 
held private talks with his Chinese counterpart during the International 
Conference on Cambodia. A spokesperson for Mr. Clark explained that

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Canada had not changed its ban on top-level contacts and that the Secretary 
of State for External Affairs wanted to discuss China’s position on Cambodia. 
Mr. Clark reportedly used this meeting to express his disagreement with the 
events in June.” 


4 — Japan 


Japanese Prime Minister Toshiki Kaifu made a brief visit to Ottawa and 
Vancouver in September. Mr. Kaifu discussed the consequences of the in- 
troduction of the valued-added tax, with Mr. Mulroney, and the two leaders 
exchanged their respective points of view on that issue. As regards bilateral 
relations, drift-net fishing by Japan and tariffs imposed on Canadian lumber 
were discussed. The Canadian Prime Minister requested that such fishing 
practices be stopped and that the tax lifted.*’ In July, GATT had ruled that the 
Japanese tariff on Canadian spruce, pine and fir, which affects Canadian 
lumber exporters, was not discriminatory.“ The two prime ministers also 
discussed trade between Canada and Japan and greater research and deve- 
lopment cooperation, before turning to other international issues. 


A Canadian delegation travelled to Japan in August for a two-week tour 
of nine cities to contact Japanese Canadians who had been deported from 
Canada during the Second World War, and to determine whether they are 
eligible to be compensated for the belongings they had lost in Canada. The 
delegation was headed by Anne Scotton, Executive Director of the Canadian 
Redress Secretariat, who was assisted by experts. 


M — The Arctic 


Canada joined Finland, the U.S.S.R., the United States, Sweden, Norway, 
Denmark and Iceland for a meeting on the Arctic environment, held from 
September 20 to 26 in Rovaniemi, Finland. The Arctic nations focussed for 
the first time on circumpolar environmental problems. “It is time to act in a 
coordinated and concerted manner”, said the Secretary of State for External 
Affairs, who described the meeting as “timely and important”. The Canadian 
delegation, composed of representatives from several government depart- 
ments, was headed by Alan Beesley, Special Advisor on Environmental 
Affairs to the Secretary of State for External Affairs.”

July 1989: 


Some members of the British Royal Family visited Canada in July. The 
Queen Mother made a five-day visit to Ottawa, while the Duke and 
Duchess of York visited Ottawa, Quebec and Saskatchewan in late July. 


IAFSP 
July 13: 


At the end of its Annual Meeting, the International Association of French- 
Speaking Parliamentarians was renamed the International Assembly of 
French-Speaking Parliamentarians. Canadian Senator Martial Asselin was 
elected President of the new assembly. 


The Croix de Lorraine Affair 
July 18: 


It was announced that the Canadian Government had abandoned legal 
proceedings started against the crew of the French trawler the Croix de 
Lorraine who had been arrested in April 1988 for illegally fishing in 
Canadian waters. An agreement reached by France and Canada on this 
dispute last March apparently explains, according to a government lawyer, 
the Canadian authorities’ decision. 


New President for CIDA 


July 25: 


Marcel Massé was appointed president of CIDA, replacing Margaret Catley- 
Carlson. Mr. Massé, who had already been president from 1980 to 1982, 
will assume his new position on September 1. 


Iceland’s President visits Canada 


July 30: 


After a stop in Halifax, Iceland’s President Vigdes Finnbogadottir arrived 
in Canada’s capital for a ten-day visit which also took her to other 
Canadian cities. In Ottawa, Mrs. Finnbogadottir met the Canadian Prime 
Minister briefly. 


Presumed assassination of Lieutenant-Colonel Higgins 


July 31: 


In a news release, External Affairs Minister Joe Clark expressed his 
reaction to news of the assassination of Lieutenant-Colonel Higgins. “If the

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accounts are founded”, he said, “we unreservedly condemn this act”. The 
news release also stated that the assassination of the UN officer represented 
an affront to United Nations peacekeeping initiatives. 


Canadian presence at presidential inaugurations in Argentina and Bolivia 

July-August: 
On July 8, the Speaker of the Canadian Senate, Guy Charbonneau, and 
Assistant Deputy Minister of the Latin America and Caribbean Branch at 
External Affairs, Louise Fréchette, attended the inauguration of Argenti- 
nean President Carlos Saul Menem. On August 6, Jake Epp, Minister of 
Energy, Mines and Resources, represented Canada at an inaugural cere- 
mony of Bolivia’s new president. 


Attack in Israel 


August 7: 


The Secretary of State for External Affairs said he was “deeply shocked 
and distressed” about an attack on a bus in Israel that had been committed 
the day before, which, he said “only contributes to the dangerous cycle of 
violence”. 


Extension of the Canada-Australia Consular Sharing Agreement 
August 7: 


The Canada-Australia Consular Sharing Agreement will now apply to 
twenty other localities, ten for Australia in Asia and in the Pacific, and ten 
for Canada in Africa. Australia, which already represents the interests of 
Canadian citizens in Honolulu and Denpasar, will also offer its services in 
Apia, Bandar Seri Begawan, Honiari, Nauru, Nuku’alofa, Port Louis, Port 
Moresby, Port Vila, Yangon and Tarawa, while Canada, besides Lima, Oslo 
and Tunis, will also offer services to Australian citizens in Abidjan, Accra, 
Addis Ababa, Conakry, Dar es Salaam, Dakar, Kinshasa, Libreville, Rabat 
and Yaoundé. 


Opening of UNESCO Bureau 
September 18: 


Monique Landry, Minister of External Affairs and International Develop- 
ment, participated in the opening of a UNESCO bureau in Québec City. 
Established after an agreement concluded between Canada and UNESCO, 
this bureau’s mandate will be to inform the Canadian public about UNESCO 
activities and act as UNESCO’s representative in Canada. 


Diplomatic Appointments 
August 28: 


The External Affairs Minister announced the appointment of new Canadi- 
an representatives abroad: Marius Bujold was appointed Ambassador to 
Tunisia; André Simard, Ambassador to the Philippines; Michael Wads- 
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worth, Ambassador to Ireland; Théodore Arcand, Ambassador to the Vati- 
can; while Bernard Arthur Gagosz will become the High Commissioner in 
Hong Kong. Three new consuls general were also appointed: Thomas 
McMillan, Charles William Ross and George Douglas Valentine will take 
up their posts in Boston, Sao Paolo and Chicago respectively. 


Margaret Mason will replace Douglas Roche as Ambassador for Disarma- 
ment at the United Nations. Lastly, Francois Mathys will become the 
Canadian Agent for Canada-France Maritime Boundary Arbitration. 


September 8: 


The daily The Globe and Mail reported that James Taylor had been 
appointed the next ambassador to Japan. Mr. Taylor’s appointment was 
announced by the Canadian Prime Minister at the close of discussions with 
his Japanese counterpart, Toshiki Kaifu.

A — Overview 


The last three months of 1989 saw the Prime Minister of Canada make 
several trips abroad. Mr. Mulroney first left Canada for about 20 days in 
October to make official visits to Singapore, to Kuala Lumpur to attend the 
Commonwealth Summit and, from there, to Costa Rica to attend the Costa 
Rican Summit where he announced Canada’s membership in the Organiza- 
tion of American States (OAS). In late November, accompanied again by the 
Secretary of State for External Affairs, the Prime Minister made a visit to 
the Soviet Union which had been carefully prepared over the past months. In 
December, he met again with his NATO counterparts in Brussels. Internation- 
al Trade Minister John Crosbie participated in several multilateral consulta- 
tions in Australia, Japan and Thailand in November, in order to follow the 
progress in the Uruguay Round of Multilateral Trade Negotiations and to 
discuss economic cooperation in the Asia-Pacific Region. Mr. Crosbie also 
travelled to Western Europe in October, where he led a campaign against 
overfishing in the Northwest Atlantic. 


The Secretary of State for External Affairs followed closely the develop- 
ments in Eastern Europe and launched an examination of future relations 
between Canada and that region.' That examination apparently had not been 
completed by the end of the quarter, during which the Canadian Government 
issued only a few news releases on the unprecedented events. 


B — Defence Policies 


1 — NATO 


During the quarter, Defence and Foreign Ministers and leaders of the 
NATO member countries met several times, both in their regular meetings 
and in special session after the Bush-Gorbachev Summit.

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The NATO Nuclear Planning Group (NPG), composed of Ministers of 
National Defence, held its 46 session on October 24 and 25 in Vilamoura, 
Portugal. The Deputy Minister of National Defence, the Chief of the Defence 
Staff and the Canadian Ambassador to NATO accompanied Canadian National 
Defence Minister Bill McKnight to the conference. Although the Defence 
Ministers called the reforms in some Eastern European countries encourag- 
ing, they rejected a Soviet proposal to dismantle the two military alliances. 
The NPG will hold its next meeting in Canada the spring of 1990.’ 


At the end of the month, the Defence Ministers met once more in 
Brussels, this time for a meeting of the NATO Defence Planning Committee 
(DPC). The DPC’s discussions were marked by the possibility of cuts in the U.S. 
defence budget and developments in Eastern Europe. In their final communi- 
qué, the ministers reaffirmed the principle of a strong and united alliance 
and dismissed the notion of unilateral disarmament on the part of the 
Alliance, although they welcomed the political change in the Warsaw Pact 
countries. ° 


Almost a month later, the Canadian Prime Minister met briefly with the 
U.S. President in Washington shortly before the President’s trip to Malta. 
This working dinner formed part of Mr. Bush’s preparatory meetings for his 
summit with the Soviet President. Mr. Mulroney briefed Mr. Bush on his 
recent trip to the U.S.S.R. and his talks with Mr. Gorbachev.‘ 


Mr. Mulroney and Mr. Bush met again a few days later, on December 14, 
along with other NATO heads of government, in a special NATO session to 
review the Malta Summit. The U.S. President and the Italian and Canadian 
Prime Ministers briefed their counterparts on their talks with Mr. Gor- 
bachev.*® During his presentation, Mr. Mulroney termed “unthinkable” any 
suggestion that the democratic reforms undertaken in Eastern Europe would 
not reach the U.S.S.R.. He detected a “contradiction” in the Soviet President’s 
attitude which, he felt, made him appear to be encouraging reform of the 
communist system in the Eastern European countries but not in the U.S.S.R.. 
Mr. Mulroney also briefed the others on Mr. Gorbachev’s remarks concerning

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the economic difficulties in the U.S.S.R. and the importance of maintaining the 
two military alliances to ensure stable East-West relations. ° 


Finally, External Affairs Minister Joe Clark participated in a semi- 
annual meeting of NATO Foreign Ministers in Brussels on December 14 and 
15. The sixteen ministers there discussed the changes taking place in Eastern 
Europe. They also approved a resolution on the German question and a draft 
version of a treaty to reduce Conventional Armed Forces in Europe (CFE), and 

‘adopted a common position on flights over NATO and Warsaw Pact territory 
(the “Open Skies” project).’ In their final communiqué, the Foreign Ministers 
emphasized that NATO “would evolve into a more political organization” to 
encourage the move to democracy in Eastern Europe. ° 


2 — Verification: The Open Skies Proposal 


Canada had offered to host Warsaw Pact and NATO representatives in 
Ottawa to lay the groundwork for an agreement on the opening up of air 
spaces. Such a conference took shape during the quarter, and NATO and 
Warsaw Pact Foreign Ministers will be meeting from February 12 to 14. 
Experts will continue their talks until February 28.° 


3 — Other Issues 


On October 31, the Special Committee of the Senate on National Defence 
tabled its fifth and final report on the state of the Canadian Armed Forces. 
The report, Canada’s Land Forces, contains several recommendations on the 
status of Canadian Forces in Europe. The report rejects both withdrawal from 
Europe and continuation of the status quo for Canadian Forces in Europe. 
The Committee suggests some options, including the formation of an air- 
mobile brigade and a defensive-defense restructuring of Canadian Forces.” 


Also on October 31, the Department of National Defence released the 
Goose Bay Environmental Impact Statement. The study, begun in April 
1987, examined the effects that a gradual increase in low-level flight training 
and the establishment of a NATO Tactical Fighter Centre in the area might

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have on the environment. The statement concludes that the flights, despite 
their frequency, will result in “negligible impacts” on the environment “that 
will not require mitigation”. It also emphasized that such impacts will be 
kept to a minimum, as low-level flights will be avoided over certain areas at 
sensitive times, such as migrating animal herds or the presence of humans.” 
NATO is currently considering establishing a tactical centre in Labrador, but 
also considers Turkey a suitable site. The Canadian Government is waiting 
until the Environmental Assessment Panel Reviewing Military Flying Activ- 
ities in Labrador and Quebec completes its examination of the project before 
making a definite commitment to its Allies. 


A delegation of Canadian military officials visited the Soviet Union 
between October 20 and 26 for the first time since 1945 to discuss various 
military and strategic issues. The Canadians agreed in principle to the 
creation of an exchange program under which military personnel, journalists 
and historians would be able to participate in Canadian-Soviet discussions. 
After its stay in the U.S.S.R., the delegation moved on to Helsinki to meet 
with Finnish military officials from October 27 to 29.” 


Finally, the daily Le Soleil reported in December that the Minister of 
National Defence might establish a military base in Kuujjuaq in the fall of 
1990. The construction of this base, which would service U.S. and Canadian 
aircraft, would form part of a project to modernize North American air 
defence. * 


C — Economic and Trade Policies 


In October, the International Trade Minister released the first annual 
report on international trade, Meeting the Challenge of Global Competition. 
The report gives an account of Canada’s trade performance and highlights 
the Canadian Government’s trade strategies. According to the figures for 
1988-1989, Canadian exports totalled $138.1 billion, while imports reached 
$131.7 billion, for a trade surplus of $6.4 billion. Canada’s export services and 
programs helped to generate $5.1 billion worth of business, with Canadian

sales being made primarily in three regions: the Asia-Pacific Region, West- 
ern Europe and the United States.” 


In addition to releasing the above-mentioned report, Mr. Crosbie also 
announced improvements to the Program for Export Market Development 
(PEMD). These changes include the addition of the United States to the list of 
countries eligible for PEMD support for the establishment of sales offices 
abroad. *° 


A few days earlier, Mr. Crosbie outlined the difficulties arising from an 
increase in export financing in a speech to the Canadian Exporters’ Associa- 
tion. He said that requests for concessional export credit should be granted in 
the context of budgetary cuts. “Just as in the flow of goods,” said Mr. Crosbie, 
“we require better rules governing export finance. And that’s why we pushed 
(...) to get our economic summit partners to agree to review the export credit 
arrangements within the OECD so we can establish some order and stability 
in the system”. 


In mid-December, Treasury Board president Robert de Cotret revealed a 
series of measures to control and reduce spending by the government and the 
federal administration. The budget cuts are expected to total $1.4 billion over 
three years and will be phased in as follows: $250 million in 1990-91, $450 
million in 1991-92 and $700 million in 1992-93. In addition to cuts in services 
to Parliamentarians, the budgets of several departments will also be reduced, 
including that of External Affairs and International Trade Canada which 
will be cut by $70 million over the next four years. *” Other cuts will probably 
be announced in the Finance Minister’s budget, to be presented next spring. 


D — Development Assistance Policies 


“Development Day” was held for the second time in Canada on the first 
Monday of October. Two new institutions were designated Centres of Excel- 
lence in International Development on that day: the Institut national de la 
recherche scientifique (INRS)— Urbanisation of Montréal and the University of 
Calgary. A Centre of Excellence in International Development will be estab-

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lished at each institution as part of CIDA’s Centres of Excellence program. To 
date thirty-eight proposals have been submitted to CIDA, which plans to 
create a limited number of centres.” 


The National Advisory Committee for Development Education held its 
inaugural meeting on October 26. The Committee, chaired by former Canadi- 
an Ambassador for Disarmament Douglas Roche, will assess the selection 
criteria and evaluation methods used for development education projects 
financed by CIDA’s Public Participation Program. The Committee will make 
its recommendations to the Minister once it has completed its examination. ” 


E — Immigration Policies 


Employment and Immigration Minister Barbara McDougall tabled her 
Annual Report to Parliament on Future Immigration Levels, as is done each 
year.”> She announced that the Canadian Government plans to admit be- 
tween 165,000 and 175,000 immigrants in 1990, up 15,000 from the 1989 
level of 150,000 to 160,000. The Minister’s forecasts are as follows:

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In addition to these forecasts, Barbara McDougall also announced en- 
hanced consultations in order to develop an immigration policy for the 
medium term. Besides its regular consultations, the Government will be 
seeking the views of representatives from municipalities, and the business, 
health and labour sectors in order to develop a consensus about immigration 
policy for the period 1991-1995.” 


In early November, the Minister responded favourably to a report of the 
Standing Committee on Labour, Employment and Immigration on the im- 
migration of Lebanese citizens to Canada. The Minister accepted five of the 
seven recommendations made by the Committee. The recommendations fo- 
cussed on service improvements at the Canadian immigration office in 
Nicosia, which handles applications of Lebanese citizens who have fled to 
Cyprus.” A few days later, the Government approved a master sponsorship 
agreement with the German-Canadian Congress. Under this agreement, East 
German émigrés will have an easier time resettling in Canada.” 


Finally, the Department of Employment and Immigration again modified 
its policy towards Haitian citizens by lifting, on October 5, the moratorium on 
the deportation of illegal Haitian immigrants from Canada. This decision 
gave rise to numerous protests, with the non-governmental organizations 
involved in this issue maintaining that the situation in Haiti was still 
unstable. After expelling some Haitians, the Department suspended the 
deportations in order to review the political situation in Haiti. 


F — International Organizations and Meetings 


1 — The United Nations 


Canada assumed the Presidency of the United Nations Security Council 
for the month of October.” Although no major crisis shook the Council, 
Canada’s Ambassador Yves Fortier still had to grapple with some issues, 
including the Namibian question and the creation of an observer group in 
Central America.

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In mid-October, some African states requested an urgent Security Coun- 
cil meeting to condemn the activities of South African-trained paramilitary 
forces in Namibia and to demand that sanctions be imposed on Pretoria. It 
was up to Canada’s Ambassador to find a compromise between these states 
and the other Security Council members opposed to such measures. A 
resolution uniting both parties was finally adopted on October 31.” In 
November, the United Nations said it was satisfied with the elections in 
Namibia and declared they were “free and fair”. Canada supported this 
conclusion and planned to ask the Security Council to move quickly in 
endorsing the election results, and in urging that they be honoured by the 
international community.” 


Also in October, Canada confirmed it will provide a team of police 
monitors for the United Nations Transition Assistance Group in Namibia. 
One hundred officers selected from the Royal Canadian Mounted Police 
joined the Canadian contingent already in Namibia, composed of military 
peacekeepers, election supervisors and other election specialists.” 


The Security Council also examined in October a report on the Central 
America United Nations Observer Group (ONUCA) submitted to it by the 
Secretary-General. The observer group was created on November 7, and 
Canada announced its participation on November 30.” ONUCA, which will be 
composed of over 250 military officials and 365 civilians from various coun- 
tries, will include approximately 40 Canadian military observers. Canada 
will also be providing eight light observation helicopters and logistical 
support. Spain, Ireland, Venezuela, West Germany and Colombia are also 
participating in this peacekeeping force. 


Canada was one of the sponsors of a resolution adopted by the General 
Assembly recommending that all high seas driftnet fishing be stopped.” 
Canada also supported the creation of a new United Nations Committee 
‘Against Torture.” 


Finally, Minister for External Relations and International Development 
Monique Landry participated in a United Nations General Assembly Special 
Session on Apartheid from December 12 to 14. It was the first Special Session 
ever devoted to the apartheid issue. In her speech, Mrs. Landry essentially 
reiterated the arguments advanced by Canadian leaders at the Common- 
wealth Conference that existing pressures be maintained, that the implemen-

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tation of the United Nations mandatory arms embargo be supported, but also 
that the new South African government be afforded some time to demons- 
trate its willingness to dismantle apartheid.” Earlier in October, Mrs. 
Landry had travelled to Paris to attend the UNESCO General Conference. 
While there, she held private talks with Dr. Federico Mayor, the Director- 
General of UNESCO.*® 


2 — The Commonwealth Conference 


The Prime Minister of Canada and the Secretary of State for External 
Affairs participated in a semi-annual meeting of Commonwealth Heads of 
Government from October 19 to 24 in Kuala Lumpur, the capital of Malaysia. 
The meeting brought together representatives from 49 countries, including 
Pakistan, which had been absent for several years. The difficult South 
African issue was discussed at the opening of the conference. The Canadian 
Prime Minister recommended that current sanctions be maintained, but said 
the recent initiatives of South Africa’s new President de Klerk, such as the 
release of political prisoners, could be called “significant”. The Secretary of 
State for External Affairs submitted to participants a report on the two years 
of activities of the Commonwealth Committee of Foreign Ministers on South- 
ern Africa, which he chairs. * 


The beginning of the conference was also marked by the announcement 
of an agreement concluded by the international banks and the Government of 
South Africa to reschedule that country’s foreign debt.** This agreement runs 
counter to a request made at the end of the previous quarter by the 
Committee chaired by Mr. Clark that credit conditions for Pretoria be 
tightened. 


Following a lengthy debate, the participants finally adopted an over-all 
conference statement on South Africa in which the member countries state 
they are in favour of maintaining sanctions until there are “Clear and 
irreversible changes” in the actions of South African authorities.*’ Great 
Britain did not endorse four of the twenty-seven paragraphs by again reject- 
ing any call for new sanctions. Even though Great Britain had endorsed the 
over-all conference statement, it went ahead and issued its own declaration

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on South Africa.** Great Britain’s action angered many participants, includ- 
ing the Canadian and Australian Prime Ministers.” 


In addition to apartheid, the Commonwealth countries also addressed the 
development of democratic institutions, the drug war, the situation in Hong 
Kong and protection of the environment. A joint declaration on the last 
subject was also issued following intense negotiation to reach a compromise 
between Great Britain, which supported the consolidation of existing struc- 
tures, and the other countries which called for the creation of a new fund.” 


During the conference, Ekek Anyaoku of Nigeria was selected to succeed 
Sir Shridath Ramphal as Secretary-General of the Commonwealth. Canada 
had supported the candidature of Australia’s Malcolm Fraser. The next semi- 
annual Commonwealth conference will be held in Zimbabwe rather than 
Malta, as had originally been planned. 


3 — La Francophonie 


During the quarter, three Canadian cities hosted the member countries 
of la Francophonie. Moncton hosted a meeting of the Special Development 
Program of the Agency for Cultural and Technical Cooperation (AGECOP) 
from November 26 to 28, Quebec City hosted AGECOPS’s Board of Directors 
meeting from November 29 to December 1, and Ottawa was the site of 
AGECOP’s 12" General Ministerial Conference from December 3 to 5. The 
Canadian Government’s Delegation in Ottawa was led by Lucien Bouchard in 
his capacity as Minister responsible for Summits and for AGECOP.*' 


A new AGECOP Secretary-General was elected at the Ottawa Conference. 
Delegates appointed Jean-Louis Roy, General Delegate of Quebec in Paris, 
Secretary-General after four rounds of voting and the withdrawal of Roger 
Dehaybe, the Belgian candidate supported by France.” Since the Agency was 
confirmed as the secretariat for coordinating and implementing decisions 
made at la Francophonie Summits, Mr. Roy will become the de facto Secre- 
tary-General of la Francophonie for the next four years. 


During this period, the press noted Canada’s and Quebec’s actions to 
support their candidate: a visit by Canadian Minister Lucien Bouchard to 
Brussels, Mr. Roy’s tour of Africa which had apparently been financed by the 
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federal government, and the Prime Minister’s appearance at the opening of 
the General Ministerial Conference. “ 


4 — The GATT 


Accompanied by senior Canadian officials, International Trade Minister 
John Crosbie attended various meetings in November which focussed on the 
Multilateral Trade Negotiations: the Quadrilateral Trade Ministers’ Meet- 
ing, the Informal Trade Ministers’ Meeting and the Cairns Group Ministerial 
Meeting. As the deadline for the current round of negotiations drew closer, 
discussions became more numerous. 


From November 15 to 17, Trade Ministers from the 27 contracting 
parties in the Uruguay Round held an informal meeting in Tokyo. At that 
meeting, Mr. Crosbie pressed Canadian views in the following areas: agricul- 
ture, market access, intellectual property and rules of the GATT. He also 
emphasized the need for each country to agree to certain conditions in order 
to bring the Uruguay Round to a successful conclusion.“ 


During the quarter, Canada developed two sets of proposals, on intellec- 
tual property and on reforms to international Antidumping rules, that it 
submitted to the GATT. On November 30 in Geneva, Canada tabled a docu- 
ment on intellectual property rights related to trade. The document, which 
examines the need to establish international standards, follows Canada’s 
September 1989 proposals on the enforcement of intellectual property 
rights.** On December 20, Canada submitted its proposals for reform of 
international Anti-dumping rules. “Our experience with the existing GATT 
Anti-dumping Code has shown that we need a clearer and more widely 
accepted interpretation and a more uniform application of the Anti-dumping 
provisions to ensure consistent standards and procedures apply,” said Mr. 
Crosbie. “ 


5 — The Cairns Group 


From November 21 to 23, in Chiang-Mai, Thailand, International Trade 
Minister John Crosbie participated in a meeting of the Cairns Group, an 
organization composed of fourteen agricultural exporting countries. At that 
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meeting, participants agreed on the text for a joint position on the long-term 
reform of agricultural trade. The paper urges that all tariffs on agricultural 
products be reduced and that all measures not explicitly provided for in the 
GATT be eliminated or modified. At the end of the Uruguay Round, all import 
measures should be covered by specific GATT commitments. Canada endorsed 
this proposal which, according to Minister Crosbie, responds to “Canada’s key 
objectives for agriculture”. “’ 


Canada’s position on GATT Article XI governing import controls imposed 
as part of a supply management policy remained unchanged, since its 
objective was still to clarify and strengthen existing GATT rules. Upon his 
return to Canada, Mr. Crosbie reiterated his willingness to protect Canada’s 
agricultural commodity supply management system.“ 


6 — The Quadrilateral Trade Ministers’ Meeting in Japan 


In Hakone, Japan, the Trade Ministers of Canada, the United States, 
Japan and the European Community agreed on the need to accelerate the 
pace of the Uruguay Round of Multilateral Trade Negotiations. The improve- 
ment of GATT rules and the use of unilateral action by some countries were 
also hotly debated. Mr. Crosbie welcomed the commitment by the EC that it 
would soon table its reform proposal on agriculture and the announcement by 
the United States that it would soon release a document on subsidies and 
countervail. “ 


7 — The Organization of American States (OAS) 


After participating in the Organization of American States as an obser- 
ver since 1972, Canada became the 33% member of that Organization by 
signing its Charter on November 13.” During a speech given at the signing 
ceremony, the Secretary of State for External Affairs explained the reasons 
behind Canada’s action and its “new strategy” for Latin America. This 
strategy, he said, “is based on a straightforward proposition: that the nations 
of this region have a major influence on issues of global importance (...) 
whether the issue is drugs, the environment, human rights, debt, trade or the 
emerging dialogue between developed and developing countries.” After draw- 
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ing a link between economic and political stability and the ability of the 
countries to play a positive role in the resolution of these problems, Mr. Clark 
said that the primary purpose of Canada’s new strategy for Latin America 
was “to pursue economic prosperity and a durable fabric of democracy”.™ 


Canada’s decision to become a full member of the OAS had been announced 
earlier in October during a Summit organized by the President of Costa Rica 
(cf. section on Latin America). The Canadian Prime Minister travelled to 
Costa Rica immediately after the Commonwealth meeting to make the 
formal request to join the OAS. Although Canada is a member of the OAS, it 
will not be signing the Rio Treaty on Reciprocal Assistance. Canada’s mem- 
bership in the Organization will become effective when formal ratification 
takes place on January 1, 1990. 


8 — Environmental Conference 


In early November, sixty-nine countries participated in an international 
conference on global warming in Noordwijk, the Netherlands. Represented by 
its Environment Minister, Lucien Bouchard, Canada recommended that 
carbon-dioxide (CO) emissions be stabilized at their current level and that a 
global convention on this issue be signed. After two days of discussions, the 
participants adopted a declaration on the need to stabilize COg emissions 
without, however, specifying a level or a deadline.* A UN conference on this 
issue is scheduled for November 1990. 


G — Canada-uU.s. Relations 


With the exception of the Canadian Prime Minister’s brief visit with the 
U.S. President prior to the Bush-Gorbachev Summit, Canada-U.s. bilateral 
relations during this quarter focussed almost entirely on settling trade 
disputes under the Free Trade Agreement (FTA) and the GATT. 


1 — Trade Issues 


During the quarter, the first decisions made by binational panels under 
the free trade provisions were handed down. In one case, a panel established 
under Chapter 18 of the FTA submitted, on October 16, its Final Report on a 
dispute arising from Canada’s landing requirement for Pacific salmon and 
herring. Although the pane] termed Canada’s landing requirement a legiti- 
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mate and acceptable conservation measure, it considered the requirement too 
broad. The panel believed it should not be applied to 100 per cent of the catch. 
The report suggests, therefore, that Canada allow 10 to 20 per cent of the 
catch at fishing grounds to be exported directly without first being landed at 
a Canadian port.* Once the panel handed down its decision, both parties, 
which have no legal obligation to observe it, had thirty days to find some 
common ground. That deadline was exceeded in early December, when the 
Canadian and U.S. governments were still trying to agree on a common 
interpretation of the report’s conclusions.™ 


In December, a panel created under Chapter 19 of the FTA handed down 
its decision on anti-dumping and countervailing duties. The panel was 
created at the request of three Canadian exporters after the United States 
had imposed anti-dumping duties on red raspberries. The panel upheld the 
U.S. decision in only one of the three cases and rendered its decision in 283 
days, or more than a month less than required under the FTA.” 


The lobster dispute was another issue that had been submitted to the 
dispute settlement provisions of the FTA. Following the U.S. Government’s 
decision in December to prohibit imports of lobsters harvested in Canada that 
are smaller than the minimum standards permitted by U.S. legislation, 
Canada requested on December 12 that a panel be established.® The lobster 
issue was discussed by the Canadian Prime Minister and the U.S. President 
last quarter, and was closely followed again this quarter by Mr. Mulroney, 
who had recalled the Canadian Ambassador in Washington for consultation 
on the issue in October.” 


Finally, International Trade Minister John Crosbie and U.S. Trade Rep- 
resentative Carla Hills met in Ottawa on November 30 for the second 
meeting of the Canada-United States Trade Commission. During their meet- 
ing, they made a number of decisions intended to facilitate the implementa- 
tion of the Free Trade Agreement and reached a provisional agreement to 
accelerate the elimination of tariffs on more than 400 items.* 
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The last trade issue of the quarter concerned the GATT. Following a 
complaint lodged by the United States, a GATT Panel ruled against Canadian 
restrictions on the import of ice cream and yoghurt. After requesting an 
additional period to study the report, Canada announced in early December 
that the Panel’s recommendations would only be considered according to the 
outcome of the Uruguay Round. Mr. Crosbie said that Canada does not 
oppose the report’s adoption, but since the Panel findings concern the in- 
terpretation of GATT rules currently under negotiation, “it would be prema- 
ture to act on the Panel recommendations before the conclusion of these 
negotiations”.” The Multilateral Trade Negotiations are scheduled to finish 
at the end of 1990. 


2 — Environmental Issues 


The u.S. Justice Department presented its position on acid rain before 
the U.S. Court of Appeals this quarter in a suit launched by the Government 
of Ontario (on behalf of Ontario, Quebec, New Brunswick and some north- 
eastern U.S. states) for damage caused by industrial emissions from the 
United States. The Justice Department concluded “it is presently entirely 
speculative” whether the creation of U.S. legislation to cut industrial emis- 
sions would help reduce damage caused by acid rain in Canada.” 


H — Canada and Western Europe 


1 — The European Community 


The foreign overfishing issue and, more specifically, the difficult issue of 
quotas in international waters off the coast of Newfoundland, dominated 
almost all relations between Canada and the European Community (EC) 
during the quarter. The EC was to announce its position for 1990 with regard 
to quotas recommended by NAFO during its annual meeting in September, 
when its 60-day period to accept or reject those quotas had expired. While 
awaiting the EC’s decision, Canada continued to press its view in a series of 
contacts with European ministers and by launching a public awareness 
campaign directed at the media and European decision-makers. The Interna- 
tional Trade Minister travelled to Great Britain, the Federal Republic of 
Germany and France from October 12 to 20. Mr. Crosbie also led a trade 
mission to France and participated in trade promotion events in the Federal 
Republic of Germany. During this part of his visit, Mr. Crosbie met with his 
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French counterpart, Jean-Marie Rausch, and the West German Minister of 
Economics, Dr. Helmut Haussman, with whom he discussed several bilateral 
economic issues. The International Trade Minister also addressed the Cana- 
da-France Chamber of Commerce and the Federation of German Industries. ® 


During the awareness campaign, Mr. Crosbie also held discussions with 
several other European ministers, including the French Minister responsible 
for fisheries, Michel Delebarre, Minister of Transport and Oceans; Jacques 
Mellick, the French Minister responsible for oceans, and Ignaz Kiechle, the 
German Federal Minister of Food, Agriculture and Forestry, who has respon- 
sibility for fisheries. Throughout the campaign, Mr. Crosbie described over- 
fishing as a problem of sustainable development, stating that the EC’s current 
actions — particularly those of the Spanish and Portuguese fleets, which 
Canada accuses of taking excessive catches and harvesting immature fish — 
were compromising the harvest of fisheries resources. “The EC,” he concluded, 
“says it adheres to the same principles (of sustainable development) and 
seeks to provide leadership to the world in addressing environmental con- 
cerns. What we ask is that the EC join with us and the other members of NAFO 
in practicing what we and they preach in the conduct of fishery of the 
Northwest Atlantic”.” 


Upon his return to Canada, Mr. Crosbie outlined Canada’s fisheries 
efforts before the Fisheries Council of Canada and stressed the important role 
of Canada’s new Ambassador for Marine Conservation. This position, created 
in early October, is held by Allan Beesley who is also Special Advisor on 
Environmental Affairs and former Ambassador to the United Nations Law of 
the Sea Conference. Mr. Beesley will be responsible for coordinating Canadi- 
an Government efforts to end foreign overfishing. Canada, said Mr. Crosbie, 
plans to continue its efforts within the current legal framework through 
NAFO, but in the event of a failure it would seek to have the international 
community of nations accept “a more clear and effective set of rules for this 
purpose”. ® 


Canada’s position on this issue was again presented to the Ambassadors 
of the twelve member countries of the EC and the EC Ambassador to Canada

during their meeting with Mr. Crosbie in Ottawa. Also in October, Minister 
of Fisheries and Oceans Thomas Siddon met with his counterparts from the 
Federal Republic of Germany and the United Kingdom, and with the EC 
Commissioner for Fisheries.“ 


On December 12, the EC Executive Commission proposed quotas for the 
fisheries zone off the coast of Newfoundland that were higher than those set 
by NAFO.® The proposed quotas were ratified at the EC Fisheries Council 
meeting of Ministers on December 18. The EC finally set a quota at over 
56,000 tonnes, or almost 40,000 tonnes more than the limit proposed by NAFO. 
Minister Crosbie said he was “extremely disappointed” at the decision, while 
Mr. Siddon called it “unacceptable”. The Canadian Prime Minister sent a 
letter to EC President Jacques Delors, requesting that the European position 
be reviewed. 


2 — Great Britain 


While in Europe to attend the OECD and the NATO Foreign Ministers 
Meetings, External Affairs Minister Joe Clark took the opportunity to hold 
bilateral discussions with his British counterpart, Douglas Hurd, in London 
on December 11. Mr. Hurd was appointed to his position last quarter. The 
two men discussed various issues of mutual interest and the developments in 
Eastern Europe. “ 


I — Canada, U.S.S.R. and Eastern Europe 


1.— .U.S.S.R. 


The Canadian Prime Minister’s official visit to the Soviet Union, the first 
by a Canadian leader in 18 years, was definitely the highlight of Canada- 
U.S.S.R. relations this quarter. Official meetings between Canada and the 
U.S.S.R. had already started early in the quarter, when Canadians and Soviets 
met for a conference on Canadian-Soviet cooperation in the Arctic. The 
conference, organized by the Canadian Centre for Arms Control and Disar- 
mament and the Union of Soviet Societies of Friendship and Cultural Rela- 
tions with Foreign Countries, was held in the capital of Canada from October 
23 to 26. It brought together a hundred specialists from both countries, as 
well as and three Canadian ministers: Lucien Bouchard from Environment 
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Canada, Jake Epp from Energy, Mines and Resources Canada and Kim 
Campbell from Indian Affairs and Northern Development. Soviet Deputy 
Foreign Minister Vladimir Petrovsky and Yuli Federovich Kharmalov from 
the Department of International Affairs of the CPSU Central Committee were 
sone of the Soviets who also attended the conference.“ During the four-day 
event, participants discussed various aspects of Canadian-Soviet cooperation 
in the Arctic with respect to energy, science, the environment, transporta- 
tion, aboriginal rights and arms control.® 


Almost a month later, from November 20 to 25, Canadian Prime Minis- 
ter Brian Mulroney, accompanied by the Secretary of State for External 
Affairs, travelled to the Soviet Union. Moscow, Kiev and Leningrad were the 
three main stops of his trip which, in addition to its political aspect, also 
sought to expand economic relations between the two countries. 


At one point, a delegation of some 250 business people visited the Soviet 
Union at the same time as Mr. Mulroney. Their visit resulted in some 20 
commercial agreements being signed, including several joint ventures, cover- 
ing sectors such as tourism, agri-food and automobile production.” The 
inaugural meeting of the Canada-U.S.S.R. Business Council (CUBC) was one of 
the highlights of the economic side of Mr. Mulroney’s visit. At that meeting, 
the Canadian Prime Minister said the agreements reached during this visit, 
provided they are supported by the liberalization of Soviet investment regula- 
tions and by a fully convertible rouble, would provide a “solid base” for 
developing Canadian-Soviet economic and trade relations.” 


Other, more political, issues were also raised during the Prime Minister’s 
visit. Upon arriving in Moscow, Mr. Mulroney followed up a letter forwarded 
by the Soviet President to participants at the Paris Economic Summit in 
July, in which he undertook to take part in the Group of Seven. Canada plans 
to propose a dialogue mechanism with the U.S.S.R. by allowing the past 
president of the Economic Summit to brief the President of the U.S.S.R. about 
the policies resulting from the annual meeting. Canada also said it would 
consider the possibility of offering the U.S.S.R. observer status at the GATT 
Council and responded favourably to closer cooperation between the U.S.S.R. 
and the OECD.” 
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Mr. Mulroney’s trip to Moscow was also marked by the signing of a dozen 
bilateral agreements. Some of the agreements were updated or expanded, 
while others sought opportunities in new sectors. The following are some of 
the new agreements reached: an agreement on protection of foreign invest- 
ment and another on cooperation between the provinces and republics, as 
well as agreements on the environment, film co-productions, outer space and 
the fight against trade in drugs. A document on cooperation in the Arctic and 
the North was also signed.” | 


The day after Mr. Mulroney signed these agreements with Nikolai 
Ryzhkov, Chairman of the Council of Ministers, he held a meeting with 
Soviet President Mikhail Gorbachev. At that meeting, Mr. Mulroney and Mr. 
Gorbachev signed a several-page joint declaration on various bilateral and 
international issues, in which the two countries endorsed a common vision of 
the world as a “community of interdependent nations”. The declaration also 
deals with some bilateral concerns: spatial, scientific and technological coop- 
eration, trade and the fight against trade in drugs.” 


Secretary of State for External Affairs Joe Clark met with his Soviet 
counterpart, Eduard Shevardnadze. The two men discussed in greater detail 
the nationalist demonstrations in the Baltic republics and the Ukraine, in 
addition to examining the issue of the status of Latvia, Estonia and 
Lithuania. Concerning these last three republics, Canada still refuses to 
recognize the legality of their annexation by the Soviet Union. At the close of 
their meeting, Mr. Clark stated he had been given assurances that the 
Ukrainian Catholic Church would be legalized when a new law on religious 
belief is introduced, and that violence would not be used against nationalist 
groups.” 


During his trip to the Ukraine, the Prime Minister announced that 
Canada will open a consulate in Kiev. Details concerning the location and the 
opening date, however, were not revealed. The U.S.S.R. also announced it will 
open a second consulate in Toronto.” 


The Arctic dominated discussions held on the final day of Mr. Mulroney’s 
visit. During his address to researchers from the Arctic and Antarctic 
Institute in Leningrad, the Canadian Prime Minister expressed his concern 
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over environmental threats in that region and called for greater cooperation. 
Mr. Mulroney also announced that a Polar Commission would be established 
in April 1990 and that a multilateral conference on the protection of the 
Arctic would be held in Yellowknife next spring. The Secretary of State for 
External Affairs indicated at a press conference that his Soviet counterpart 
had understood Canada’s position that any negotiations on disarmament in 
the Arctic be held within the two great military alliances. Mr. Clark also 
mentioned that the U.S.S.R. had said it was willing to sign a treaty guarantee- 
ing that Soviet submarines would not enter waters of the Canadian ar- 
chipelago.” 


On his last day in the U.S.S.R., the Prime Minister gave a positive account 
of his stay, calling it “an exceptionally good beginning for establishing a 
valuable personal relationship between (the two leaders) for the future”. Mr. 
Mulroney also reiterated his support for reforms undertaken in the Soviet 
Union and affirmed that he and Gorbachev want to see both military 
alliances maintained so that East-West relations will not be destabilized.” It 
is expected that the Chairman of the Council of Ministers, or perhaps the 
Soviet President, will visit Canada next year, following an invitation extend- 
ed by the Prime Minister. 


2 — Poland 


Polish Solidarity leader Lech Walesa launched his North American tour 
in November with a four-day stop in Canada. Mr. Walesa, accompanied by a 
dozen Polish authorities, met with various union, economic and political 
representatives. At the close of his meeting with Mr. Walesa, the Canadian 
Prime Minister announced a series of measures to support economic restruc- 
turing in Poland. For example, Canada plans to undertake a promotional 
campaign in the private sector, establish a coordination office for Poland and 
set up a trade mission which, under the direction of the Deputy Prime 
Minister, should travel to Poland in 1990.” 


3 — Romania 


The removal of the Nicolae Ceausescu regime and the events preceding it 
prompted the Canadian Government to react rapidly and to reverse its recent 
decisions. On December 22, the Secretary of State for External Affairs and

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the Prime Minister of Canada warmly welcomed the fall from power of the 
Romanian dictator.® Since the situation in Romania had completely changed, 
Canada requested its Ambassador — whom it had recalled the day before — to 
remain in Romania and suspended a series of measures that had been 
imposed in response to the brutal repression in Timisoara.*' On December 24, 
$100,000 in humanitarian assistance was granted to the Canadian Red Cross 
in response to its appeal for emergency medical supplies.” Two days later, 
the Secretary of State for External Affairs welcomed reports from the Canadi- 
an Embassy in Bucharest that the situation in Romania had improved. Mr. 
Clark also revealed that the Canadian Ambassador in Bucharest had had 
discussions with the country’s new authorities and had offered them Canadi- 
an assistance. * 


4 — Czechoslovakia 


On December 29, the Secretary of State for External Affairs issued a 
news release welcoming the election of Vaclav Havel as Czechoslovakia’s 
president. “Canada (...) views the recent events with great encouragement 
and satisfaction. The conditions for far-reaching political and economic 
change are being created, including the holding of genuinely free elections 
next spring,” said Mr. Clark.™ 


5 — Humanitarian and Development Assistance 


On December 13, at a meeting of OECD Foreign Ministers which ex- 
amined ways to further the process of democratization and economic reform 
in Poland and Hungary, Canada announced a $30 million contribution to a 
Stabilization Fund for Poland.*® Canada’s response to the international effort 
to assist the two countries had begun in October with a contribution of $42 
million in economic assistance, including $12 million in food aid for Poland. 
The Canadian program, which also includes an export credit insurance 
facility and the benefits of the General Preferential Tariff, will be directed by 
Eric Bergbusch, former Ambassador to Poland. *

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J — Canada, Latin America and the Caribbean 


Canada’s membership in the OAS, after several years of hesitation, is 
undoubtedly a new factor in Canada-Latin America relations. In addition to 
this step, Canada’s position on the U.S. intervention in Panama is also worth 
noting. 


1 — The Costa Rican Summit 


At the invitation of Costa Rican President Oscar Arias Sanchez, about 
fifteen leaders of countries on the American continent met in the Costa Rican 
capital on October 27 and 28 for a Summit honouring 100 years of democracy 
in that country. Addressing the leaders at the opening of the Summit, the 
Canadian Prime Minister publicly expressed Canada’s desire to join the OAS. 
Calling this decision a “new departure in relations with Latin America”, Mr. 
Mulroney stressed the desire of Canadians’ to become “full citizens” of the 
Americas. *’ 


The announcement of Canada’s participation in the OAS was one of the 
many issues at the Summit, whose agenda covered the continent’s major 
political and economic themes, including the Nicaraguan President’s stated 
intention to end the ceasefire in his country. The Secretary of State for 
External Affairs, who was also in Costa Rica, expressed his concern about 
such a possibility, as he considered the ceasefire “an integral part of the 
peace process”. * 


2 — Chile 


The December 14 presidential election in Chile, which marked the end of 
sixteen years of military rule, was called “a major victory for democracy in 
Latin America” by the Secretary of State for External Affairs. Patricio 
Aylwin, leader of a coalition of political parties, won the election. He will be 
inaugurated president on March 11.” 


3 — El Salvador 


In November, Canada deplored the acts of violence in El Salvador, as 
civil fighting continued and bombings and the slaying of members of the 
Jesuit Community shook the country.” On November 16, the External

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Affairs Minister announced that Canada will provide $100,000 to the Inter- 
national Committee of the Red Cross for medical and other assistance for 
victims of the fighting.” 


4 — Panama 


“The Canadian Government regrets the use of force by the USA in 
Panama but understands and is sympathetic to the American action (...). 
Intervention by force is a dangerous precedent and we note that the USA 
relied on force in the last resort, only after the failure of attempts to resolve 
the situation in Panama peacefully”. That is the wording of a news release 
issued on December 20 by the Secretary of State for External Affairs follow- 
ing the invasion by U.S. forces of Panama. Also on December 20, Mr. Clark 
explained to the House of Commons the reasons for Canada’s behaviour. 
After recalling that Canada “unswervingly” supports non-intervention in the 
affairs of a state, Mr. Clark called the situation in Panama “unique” and 
pointed to two factors which make that situation unique. He first noted that 
the United States presence in Panama is the result of a treaty and not of an 
occupation. Second, he said the acts of violence against U.S. citizens and the 
increase in threats by Panama had contributed to the failure of a successful 
peaceful solution. 


Internationally, the U.S. action was condemned by the Organization of 
American States and the United Nations General Assembly. Although Cana- 
da was not yet a full member of the Organization of American States and, 
therefore, did not have the right to vote, it nevertheless expressed its 
opposition to the OAS resolution and voted against a resolution passed by the 
General Assembly.“ Great Britain and El] Salvador were the only other 
nations besides Canada that supported the U.S. invasion of Panama. 


5 — Humanitarian and Development Assistance 


At the 6 Congress of the Inter-american Organization for Higher Educa- 
tion (IOHE) on October 17, Minister for External Relations and International 
Development Monique Landry announced that the IOHE would receive $4 
million over six years to improve university education in Latin America and 
the Caribbean.”

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K — Canada, The Middle East and North Africa 
1 — The Middle East Peace Process 


In early December, the Secretary of State for External Affairs welcomed 
the announcement of progress in the Middle East peace process. “Canada 
views the acceptance of USA Secretary of State Baker’s five points, by both 
Israel and Egypt, as a most welcome and significant step towards eventual 
negotiations among the parties directly involved, which is a necessary step 
towards a comprehensive, just and lasting settlement,” said Mr. Clark. He 
also expressed satisfaction at the prospect of a meeting in Washington next 
quarter, to be attended by the Foreign Ministers of Israel, Egypt and the 
USA 


2 — Jordan 


King Hussein of Jordan arrived in Canada on October 10 for an official 
six-day visit. In addition addressing a joint session of both Houses of Parlia- 
ment, the Jordanian ruler also held talks with the Canadian Prime Minister 
and the Secretary of State for External Affairs during a working lunch. At 
the close of that meeting, Canada announced $17.5 million in assistance to 
Jordan. The amount, spread over two years, will be used primarily to 
continue existing economic assistance to Jordan. After visiting Ottawa, King 
Hussein travelled to Toronto and Calgary.” 


King Hussein’s visit represented the second trip to Canada this year by a 
Middle East political leader, the first being a visit by the Israeli President 
last quarter. A third trip, by the Egyptian President, is scheduled to take 
place next year. Mr. Mulroney had indicated in September that he plans to 
visit the Middle East in the near future. 


3 — Lebanon 


The Secretary of State for External Affairs said he was “dismayed” at the 
assassination of René Muawad, the newly elected President of Lebanon. 
According to Mr. Clark, the assassination “was tragic (...) because of what it 
means for all the recent efforts to solve the crisis which has plagued Lebanon 
for so long”.® In late October and early November, Mr. Clark had welcomed 
talks among Lebanese parliamentarians under the auspices of the Tripartite

new Lebanese president.” 


L— Canada and Africa (South of the Sahara) 
1 — South Africa 


This quarter, South Africa announced the release of several political 
prisoners, including Walter Sisulu, leader of the African National Congress, 
and the suspension of sentences imposed on the Delmas Treason Trialists. 
Canada, which had been following these issues closely for a long time, was 
pleased at the news. The Secretary of State for External Affairs called on 
South African authorities to continue along this path by taking other steps, 
such as lifting the State of Emergency and releasing Nelson Mandela, that 
might help resolve the political crisis in South Africa. 


2 — Namibia 


Early in the quarter, the Canadian all-party Parliamentary observer 
group, which had travelled to Namibia in September, tabled its report. The 
report notes in particular that the high levels of voter registration constitut- 
ed a “remarkable achievement”, that the election procedures should focus on 
“rapid counting” and that Canada should provide development assistance to 
Namibia and encourage investment in that country once independence has 
been achieved. '” 


A few days later, Canada agreed to a request from the United Nations to 
provide a team of 40 election supervisors for the United Nations Transition 
Assistance Group (UNTAG) in Namibia.’” The team travelled to Namibia on 
October 24 to join 1300 other supervisors charged with monitoring the 
elections, held from November 7 to 11. (For further details on the Canadian 
contingent in UNTAG, see the section on the United Nations.) 


On November 12, the Secretary of State for External Affairs welcomed 
the United Nations judgement that “free and fair” elections had been held in 
Namibia. Mr. Clark also said he hoped that work on the Constitution will be 
based on the Constitutional Principles which include guarantees of democracy 
and human rights. '°

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M — Canada, Asia and Oceania 


1 — The Prime Minister’s Trip to Singapore 


In mid-October, Mr. Mulroney made an official two-day visit to Singa- 
pore before travelling to Malaysia for the Commonwealth Summit. While in 
Singapore, he held talks with his counterpart, Lee Kuan Yew, who has been 
Singapore’s leader for some thirty years. At the close of this meeting, a 
spokesperson for Mr. Mulroney said that the human rights situation in 
Singapore had been addressed in “a clear and unambiguous manner”. 
During his stay, the Canadian Prime Minister also met with business people 
and took the opportunity to present Canada’s trade strategy, “Going Global”, 
to members of the Institute of Southeast Asian Studies.'” 


2 — Visits to Asia and the Pacific by the International Trade Minister 


While attending various economic conferences in Japan, Thailand and 
Australia, International Trade Minister John Crosbie took the opportunity to 
hold a series of bilateral discussions with ministers and business people in 
each country. For example, in Tokyo, Mr. Crosbie addressed members of the 
Canadian Chamber of Commerce, and in Bangkok he spoke to the Thai- 
Canadian Business Club.'” This series of economic consultations had been 
launched in Canberra with the first-ever Asia-Pacific Economic Cooperation 
Ministerial meeting, held on November 5, 6 and 7. 


The Canberra meeting, initiated by the Australian Prime Minister, 
explored the possibility of strengthening economic cooperation among the 
twelve Asia-Pacific countries. Rejecting any concept of a trade bloc, the 
Ministers reaffirmed their commitment to GATT and the Multilateral Trade 
Negotiations and accepted a Canadian proposal that Asia-Pacific countries 
cooperate to ensure the success of the Uruguay Round. In this regard, it was 
agreed to convene a meeting of Ministers concerned with trade policy in 
September 1990. The participants also agreed on the development of a 
permanent institutional framework in this region. This process, whose idea 
had been put forward some time ago, should be a step-by-step process. 
Officials from each country, backed up by existing institutions, will be 
holding discussions on this subject. Finally, in order to maintain the momen-

pore’s invitation to host the participants for a second meeting in 1990.” 


3 — South Korea 


Discussions between Canadian and South Korean officials on driftnet 
fishing in the North Pacific continued early in the quarter. The International 
Trade Minister had raised Canadian concerns about driftnet fishing when he 
was in Korea last September. Following these initial discussions, Canadian 
scientists will be allowed aboard Korean research vessels as observers during 
the 1990 fishing season. Canada will also permit Korean scientists aboard 
Canadian research vessels during the 1990 season. Other talks should be 
held with a view to extending these measures to commercial driftnet ves- 
sels. 1° 


4 — Japan 


Representatives from the Japanese public and private sectors visited the 
ten Canadian provinces from October 22 to November 2 to consider invest- 
ment opportunities in Canada. The mission of investors was led by Shinroku 
Morohashi, President of Mitsubishi. '° 


5 — The Philippines 


Accompanied by her Foreign Affairs Minister, Raul Manglapus, Philip- 
pine President Corazon Aquino arrived in Canada in early November for a 
four-day trip as part of her North American tour. In addition to addressing 
members of the Canadian Philippine community and business representa- 
tives, whom she invited to invest in her country, Mrs. Aquino also met with 
the Canadian Prime Minister, whom she asked to use his influence at the 
International Monetary Fund to facilitate the repayment of the Philippines’ 
foreign debt.’ Several cooperative agreements in the areas of trade and 
development assistance were also signed during her visit, as the two coun- 
tries concluded an Extradition Treaty, a Memorandum of Understanding on 
Fish Inspection and four development projects."

6 — Humanitarian and Development Assistance 


On October 2, CIDA signed a $33.8 million agreement with Dalhousie 
University to help upgrade Indonesia’s environmental management 
capabilities. Under this agreement, Dalhousie University will provide advice 
to various Indonesian government agencies and private sector organizations, 
in order to upgrade planning, pollution control measures and environmental 
impact assessment procedures.’ In November, the Export Development 
Corporation (EDC) supported the purchase of equipment required to build a 
pulp mill in Thailand and in December granted a loan to China for the 
construction of an ethylene oxide plant.'” 


N — Thematic Chronology* 


Patent Cooperation Treaty Signed 


October 2: 


The Secretary of State for External Affairs and the Acting Consumer and 
Corporate Affairs Minister announced Canada’s ratification of the Interna- 
tional Patent Cooperation Treaty. The treaty establishes a system whereby 
an application registered in Canada is automatically protected in other 
markets. The treaty will come into effect on January 2, 1990. 


Trade Mission to Scandinavia 


October 2 to 17: 


A trade mission consisting of representatives from 14 Canadian businesses 
and officials from External Affairs and International Trade Canada visited 
Finland, Sweden, Iceland, Denmark and Norway. The mission’s objective 
was to promote trade and investment. 


Extradition Treaty with the Netherlands 


October 13: 


Canada and the Netherlands signed a new Extradition Treaty, making the 
one of 1898 null and void. The new treaty, which will improve collaboration 
between the two countries with regard to criminality, provides in particu- 
lar that extradition will apply to any act punishable by imprisonment for 
longer than a year and not only to offences outlined in the document.

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Canada and Rwanda 


October 18: 
The Canadian Government, working through the Export Development 
Corporation, granted Rwanda US$4.5 million in credits to support a con- 
tract for the purchase of transmission lines concluded between Rwanda and 
a Quebec company. CIDA granted almost $2 million for the purchase of 
equipment and services. 


Human Rights Violations in Bulgaria 


October 26: 
Canada expressed its grave concern to Bulgarian authorities following the 
use of force against an environmental group gathered at a meeting in Sofia 
of the Conference on Security and Cooperation in Europe on the protection 
of the environment. 


Imre Pozsgay in Canada 


Early November: 
Imre Pozsgay, one of the candidates for the Hungarian presidency, stopped 
in Canada. After holding a few meetings with Canadian leaders, including 
the Prime Minister, he continued his promotional mission in the United 
States with investors and foreign politicians. 


Modification of Regulations on the Export of Toxic Wastes 


November 6: 
Environment Minister Lucien Bouchard announced that the overseas ex- 
port of polychlorinated biphenyls (PCBs) will be banned in March 1990. The 
Government had decided some time ago to amend its regulation on issuing 
permits to exporters of PCBs and other hazardous wastes. 


Sale of Agricultural Products to Cuba 


November 6: 
The Canadian Government, working through the Export Development 
Corporation, granted export insurance valued at $25.9 million to cover 
sales of agricultural products to Cuba. 


Canada and East German Refugees 


November 9: 


Canada agreed to West Germany’s request for assistance and provided it 
with land where a large number of East German refugees could be housed 
temporarily. This temporary measure applies to parcels of land occupied by 
the Canadian Armed Forces in West Germany. 
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TV5 Issue 


Mid-November: 
Canadian, Quebec and French Communications Ministers responsible for 
the TV5 issue discussed that issue in Paris and agreed to continue the 
project while improving its programming and operating structure. 


Canadian Reaction to Romania’s Actions towards a UN Official 


November 24: 


The Secretary of State for External Affairs condemned on Canada’s behalf 
the behaviour of Romanian authorities towards Dumitru Mazilu, the Un- 
ited Nations Special Rapporteur on Human Rights and Youth. Mr. Mazilu 
was preparing a report on Romania’s human rights practices. The Roma- 
nian Government intervened to prevent four Western diplomats, including 
a Canadian diplomat, from visiting him. 


Financial Institutions Act 


December: 


The Canadian Government postponed the introduction of the Financial 
Institutions Act in the House of Commons. No new deadline was specified. 


Meeting with the New Secretary-General of the Commonwealth 


December 11: 


While in London, Secretary of State for External Affairs Joe Clark took the 
opportunity to meet with Emeka Anyaoku, the new Secretary-General of 
the Commonwealth, in order to review various issues concerning the 
Commonwealth, particularly the activities of the Commonwealth Commit- 
tee of Foreign Ministers on Southern Africa. 


Canada and the International Tin Council 


December 22: 


Canada welcomed a resolution of the International Tin Council in which 
the Council agreed to an out-of-court settlement offered by its creditors. 
During the legal proceedings, Canada and other members of the Council 
had defended a legal position according to which the member States of an 
international organization cannot be held responsible for debts incurred by 
that organization. However, it was deemed appropriate to grant some 
compensation to the Council’s creditors. Canada’s contribution will amount 
$13 million out of total of $365 million. This settlement will, by March 
1990, bring an end to all proceedings launched against the member States 
and the Council.

New Governor-General 


October 6: 


The Prime Minister of Canada announced the appointment of Ramon 
Hnatyshyn, a former Conservative Government minister, as Governor- 
General. Mr. Hnatyshyn, who succeeds Jeanne Sauvé, will take up his 
duties next January. 


Appointments to the United Nations 
October 16: 


William O’Neil’s appointment as Secretary-General of the International 
Maritime Organization (IMO) was confirmed. His appointment, announced 
earlier this year by the IMO Council, was confirmed by the 32 member 
countries at the Organization’s 16" Assembly in London. Mr. O’Neil begins 
his duties on January 1, 1990. 


October 23: 


Philippe Kirsch replaced P.E. Laberge as Deputy Permanent Repre- 
sentative and Ambassador to the Permanent Mission of Canada to the 
United Nations in New York. 


Political and Diplomatic Appointments 


October 19: 


The Globe and Mail reported that de Montigny Marchand had been ap- 
pointed Under-Secretary of State for External Affairs. Gerald Shannon 
replaced Mr. Marchand as Ambassador to the United Nations in Geneva 
and also became Ambassador for Multilateral Trade Negotiations, respon- 
sible for the Uruguay Round of negotiations. Mr. Shannon replaced Sylvia 
Ostry in the latter role. Donald Campbell, who has been in charge of the 
U.S. Branch of External Affairs, was promoted to Deputy Minister for 
International Trade and Associate Under-Secretary of State for External 
Affairs. 


October 23: 


The Department of External Affairs announced the following appointments 
in its foreign representations: Charles Philip Bassett became High Com- 
missioner to the Republic of Zimbabwe, Dean John Browne was appointed 
Ambassador to the Republic of Colombia with concurrent accreditation to 
the Republic of Ecuador, Ingrid Marianne Hall was appointed Ambassador 
to the Republic of Indonesia and Peter Julian Arthur Hancock became 
Ambassador to the Polish People’s Republic with concurrent accreditation 
to the German Democratic Republic. Ernest Hébert, Claude Laverdure and 
Allan Norman Lever were respectively appointed Ambassador to the Hel- 
lenic Republic, Ambassador to the Republic of Zaire with concurrent 
accreditation to the Republics of Burundi and Rwanda, and Ambassador to 
the Kingdom of Saudi Arabia with concurrent accreditation to the Yemen 
Arab Republic and the People’s Democratic Republic of Yemen. Anne 
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Leahy was appointed Ambassador to the Republic of Cameroon with 
concurrent accreditation to the Republic of Chad, while Nancy Stiles was 
appointed High Commissioner to the Democratic Socialist Republic of Sri 
Lanka with concurrent accreditation to the Republic of Maldives. Henry G. 
Pardy was appointed Ambassador to the Republic of Costa Rica with 
concurrent accreditation to the Republics of Nicaragua, El Salvador and 
Honduras. Finally, David John Sydney Winfield became Ambassador to the 
United Mexican States. 


December 13: 


The Federal Government announced the appointment of former New Dem- 
ocratic Party Ed Broadbent as head of the International Centre for Human 
Rights and Democratic Development. Mr. Broadbent will take up his duties 
on February 1, 1990. 
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Presentation 


Etudes internationales has been publishing a chronological review of 
Canada’s external relations for ten years. It lists events involving Canadian 
government interaction with foreign governments. These events are divided 
into thematic and geographic sections presenting, in turn, Canadian policies 
on defense, immigration, development aid, economic and commercial policies, 
Canadian participation in international organizations and bilateral relations 
linking Canada with all regions of the globe. 


The chronological review provides a reference tool for those interested in 
Canadian foreign policy. It does not analyse or comment on this policy. 
Rather, it presents a rapid overview of events in the quarter — this volume 
covers the period from January to March 1990 — and allows the reader to 
follow Canada’s external relations as they take place. This volume is intend- 
ed for researchers, civil servants, journalists and all those needing specific 
information on the federal government’s relations with the international 
community. 


It is a pleasure to make this bilingual edition available to the an- 
glophone public, thanks to the support of External Affairs and International 
Trade Canada. We hope that this publication in book form will make the 
information it provides available to a broader public.

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A — Overview 


During the year’s first quarter, the Secretary of State for External 
Affairs delivered, within a few days, two speeches on the development of 
Canada’s foreign policy; one dealing with Latin America and another with 
Europe. Following Canada’s decision to become a full member of the OAS, 
Latin America has taken on a new importance for the federal government, 
and this has also resulted in visits by the Prime Minister to Mexico and the 
Commonwealth Caribbean. Canada’s foreign policy towards Europe is also 
being reviewed, and the broad principles were presented by Mr. Clark in 
February. After visits by Lech Walesa and Imre Pozsgay last fall, Canada 
received representatives of the Hungarian, Czechoslovak and Polish govern- 
ments. As well, an Open Skies Conference, hosted by Canada’s capital, was 
held. Also this quarter, Canadian ministers made trips to Ethiopia, Namibia 
and Zambia. 


In Canada, the Prime Minister announced changes to the Ministry on 
February 23, but they did not affect the External Affairs or Defence port- 
folios.' The House of Commons had reassembled a month earlier, with the 
main issues being the proposed Goods and Services Tax and the federal 
budget. 


B — Defence Policies 


1 — The Budget’s Impact on Defence Policy 


Funding for the Department of National Defence, which was slashed in 
the last budget, will total $11.9 billion for the 1990-91 fiscal year, for an 
increase of $665 million compared to previous Estimates. Defence expendi- 
tures account for 8.8 per cent of the total federal budget. In accordance with 
the government’s Expenditure Control Plan, growth in defence expenditures

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will be limited to five per cent a year for the next two years, resulting in 
savings of $210 million in 1990-91 and $270 million in 1991-92 from previ- 
ously planned expenditure levels. This includes the cancellation of the $178 
million project to construct the Polar 8 Icebreaker which was to have asserted 
Canadian sovereignty in the Arctic. Among the procurement projects that 
will be maintained are five major projects, including Phases I and II of the 
patrol frigates program and the North American Air Defence System Mod- 
ernization Program, accounting for 45 per cent of the total capital budget. 
The other major component of defence expenditures includes personnel costs, 
a category that encompasses salaries, wages and benefits for 120,000 military 
and civilian employees of the Department of National Defence.’ 


2 — Open Skies 


Canada, which supports open skies concept, conducted a trial overflight 
of Hungary early in the quarter as part of the “Open Skies” proposal and 
hosted, a month later, an international conference on that proposal. Hungary 
and Canada conducted the first trial on January 6, in order to test the 
administrative and operational procedures underlying the implementation of 
an Open Skies agreement. Unarmed and stripped of its electronic equipment, 
a Canadian Forces Hercules C-130 flew over Hungary.* Once the flight was 
completed, representatives of both countries assessed the results of the 
experiment and prepared reports which they presented in Budapest in late 
January to their counterparts from the 23 NATO and Warsaw Pact countries. 
During this preparatory meeting, a date for a second trial was to be set, this 
time for a Hungarian or Soviet aircraft to fly over Canadian territory. ‘ 


On February 12, 13 and 14 in Ottawa, Canada hosted the foreign 
ministers from fifteen of its NATO allies, as well as those from the seven 
Warsaw Pact member countries, for an Open Skies Conference. Members of 


the 23 delegations continued talks on the issue’s technical aspects until 
February 28. 


The Canadian Prime Minister opened the conference on an optimistic 
note, stating that the Cold War could now be considered “over” and that an 
agreement on Open Skies would be “in concert with the times; it would help 
to consolidate the dramatic improvement in relations between East and West 
that has occurred over the past year.”*® The Secretary of State for External

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Affairs, Joe Clark, chaired a ministerial meeting, the first meeting of this 
importance between East and West since the developments of the fall of 1989. 
The conference’s themes were expanded beyond the bound of the initially 
planned framework, so that the German question and conventional arms 
reduction in Europe could be discussed. Negotiations on the last two issues 
resulted in agreements. ° 


After the ministerial discussions, the delegations separated into four 
working groups which examined flight quotas, aircraft models and inspec- 
tion, air safety and legal issues. Although the principle of overflights was not 
called into question during these two weeks of talks, the terms of its 
implementation did give rise to many divergent views, and the negotiations 
concluded with several questions being left open the second phase of the 
conference, scheduled for this spring in Budapest.’ 


3 — Other Issues 


The 35 countries participating in the negotiations on confidence-building 
measures in Europe held a seminar in Vienna on military doctrines. General 
John de Chastelain, Chief of the Defence Staff of the Canadian Forces and 
head of Canada’s delegation, travelled to Vienna to participate in the three- 
week meeting that ended on February 5.* During the quarter, the location of 
a new NATO low-level flying base was widely talked about in Canada. The 
final decision on the choice of a location — Labrador or Turkey — is scheduled 
to be made at the next meeting of defence ministers to be held in May. The 
Canadian Prime Minister suggested in March that, in light of the new 
climate between East and West, NATO might not proceed with this project.’ 


C — Economic and Trade Policies 


In the budget tabled in the House of Commons on February 20, his sixth 
since he took up his post, Finance Minister Michael Wilson again emphasized 
the need for Canada to get off “the debt treadmill”. According to the 
Expenditure Control Plan proposed by Mr. Wilson, the 1990-91 federal deficit 
will be reduced from $30.5 billion to $28.5 billion, or 4.2 per cent of GDP.

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among the measures presented in the Expenditure Control Plan, Mr. Wilson 
limited most of the federal government’s activities to expenditure increases 
less than the rate of inflation. Defence and development assistance budgets, 
which were sharply cut last year, were exempted from this measure and were 
both limited to increases in step with inflation. '’ The table below, presented 
by the Finance Minister, summarizes the government’s budget plans for the 
next five years:

International trade prospects were the subject of a speech delivered by 
the Secretary of State for External Affairs on January 31 before the Calgary 
Chamber of Commerce. Mr. Clark gave an overview of the opportunities for 
Canada abroad. While he noted that the United States is, and will remain, 
Canada’s “most important trading partner”, he also emphasized that “the 
hope for new growth in trade opportunities lies in (...) other regions”. In 
addition to expanding its programs for business with those other regions, the 
Canadian Government will also expand contacts with the provinces in de- 
veloping partnerships in trade promotion.’ 


During the quarter, the Minister of Energy, Mines and Resources, Jake 
Epp, released figures on mineral production and Canada’s uranium potential. 
According to the figures, the total value of output from the various sectors of

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the mining industry reached $39.1 billion, an increase of 5.8 per cent over the 
previous year.’ Total recoverable known uranium resources in Saskatche- 
wan and Ontario were estimated at 544,000 tonnes. 


D — Development Assistance Policies 


Like the National Defence budget, the Official Development Assistance 
(ODA) budget was increased, but limited to a 5 per cent annual increase in 
1990-91 and 1991-92. This measure will enable the government to save $558 
million over five years. In 1990-91, total anticipated funding for ODA will 
reach $2.9 billion, or $189 million more than in 1989-90. CIDA’s budget was 
also increased, rising from $1.9 billion to $2.1 billion. It is also expected that 
the ODA-to-GDP ratio will reach 0.47 per cent by fiscal year 1994-95, as 
established in the last budget." 


The Minister for External Relations and International Development, 
Monique Landry, announced in February various contributions to Canadian 
institutions for development projects. The University of Toronto will receive 
$800,000 over five years for a dental health project in the Dominican 
Republic; York University will receive $500,000 over three years to collabo- 
rate on the development of a statistics data base in Chile; the University of 
Montreal received $496,149 and $474,507 for development projects in Moroc- 
co and Senegal;'® and the University of Sherbrooke will be given $1.15 
million over six years for a post-graduate scholarship program." 


E — Immigration Policies 


On March 20, Employment and Immigration Minister Barbara 
McDougall announced new guidelines for use by immigration officers in 
considering refugee claims based on humanitarian grounds. The new 
guidelines had to be adopted after a Judge of the Federal Court of Canada 
ruled that the criteria hitherto used to determine whether refugees could be 
admitted to Canada on humanitarian grounds were too narrow. New 
grounds, such as holding a work permit for a long period of time or de facto 
residence, can now be considered by officers who will base their review on 
“their best judgement”. In presenting this policy, the Minister once again

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rejected the possibility of a general amnesty. The 15,000 or so people whose 
claims were rejected to date will be reassessed in light of these new criteria. * 


F — International Organizations and Meetings 
1 — The United Nations 


It was learned on February 8 that Maurice Strong will be the Secretary- 
General of the 1992 United Nations Conference on Environment and Devel- 
opment to be held in Brazil. Mr. Strong, who served as the first President of 
CIDA, is currently the Environmental Adviser to the Administrator of the 
United Nations Development Program.’ Also on February 8, the Canadian 
Prime Minister announced that Canada will sponsor, along with Egypt, Mali, 
Mexico, Pakistan and Sweden, the World Summit for Children to be held on 
September 29 and 30 in New York. Canadian UN representatives have for 
several months been participating in meetings to plan for this Summit.” 


The peacekeeping force in Central America was slowly deployed during 
the quarter and completed its first patrol missions on the Nicaraguan and 
Honduran borders. The dispatching of Canadian contingent, part of which 
had arrived in Tegucigalpa, Honduras last December, was completed during 
this time.” 


2 — La Francophonie 


During a swearing-in ceremony on January 18, the new Secretary- 
General of the Agency for Cultural and Technical Cooperation, Jean-Louis 
Roy, explained to his audience the actions to which he would like to un- 
dertake as Secretary-General. Stating that there cannot be “strong cultural 
development” without economic development, Mr. Roy plans to combat un- 
derdevelopment and focus efforts on major fundamental sectors, such as 
increasing agricultural output, protecting the environment and creating jobs. 
In order to make progress in these sectors, Mr. Roy advocates training, 
education and the development of a scientific Francophonie.” 


Soo THe GATT 


The imminent December deadline resulted in several national positions 
being tabled for the Uruguay Round of negotiations. Canada presented some 
new proposals, including those for textiles and agriculture.

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Attaching particular importance to GATT Arcticle XI: 2c, Canada tabled 
in mid-March its recommendations on the issue of controlling the import of 
agricultural products with national quotas. It asked that this article be 
amended to ensure that dairy, egg and poultry supply management programs 
will be protected. At the same time, Canada asked that markets be opened up 
to exports of some agricultural products, such as grain and beef.” 


The management of international trade in textiles and clothing is anoth- 
er major point of discussion in the current round of negotiations. In a position 
it tabled on March 2, Canada proposed that all measures inconsistent with 
GATT rules be terminated effective on the date the Multi-Fibre Arrangement 
expires. During the transition period, trade in textiles and clothing would be 
governed by special safeguard measures patterned on GATT Article XIX. 
Canada’s proposal also provides for the progressive liberalization of these 
safeguard measures and special treatment for the least-developed countries. ” 


Also in March, Canada tabled its offer in the negotiations on market 
access. With a view to the reduction or elimination of a number of barriers to 
Canadian exports, Canada plans to pursue global free trade in the telecom- 
munications and data processing areas, and for forest and fish products, and 
certain chemicals and petrochemicals.” Finally, in early February, Canada 
had put forward its proposal for the GATT rules on the product certification 
system. It suggested a better structured Standards Code that would allow 
mutual recognition of product performance requirements.” 


4 — The OAS 


Canada’s membership in the OAS, announced last quarter, was officially 
ratified in early January. The new Ambassador and Permanent Repre- 
sentative of Canada to the Organization of American States, Jean-Paul 
Hubert, presented on this occasion his credentials to the Secretary-General of 
the OAS. Canada’s former Permanent Observer to the OAS, Richard Gorham, 
was appointed Special Advisor on the implementation of Canada’s new Latin 
America strategy and also retains his responsibilities as Roving Ambassador 
for this region.” On its first day as a new OAS member, Canada had to take a 
stand on the Nicaraguan resolution that the United States had violated the 
diplomatic status of the residence of that country’s ambassador during its 
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military intervention in Panama. Canada decided to vote in favour of the 
resolution.” 


5 — Meeting on the Environment 


Vancouver hosted, from March 19 to 23, an international environmental 
conference and trade fair. Although it was not an official government confer- 
ence, Globe 90 nevertheless was visited by representatives from several 
foreign governments and international organizations, in addition to scientists 
and representatives of the private sector and interest groups. The partici- 
pants discussed sustainable development and environmental regulations in 
sectors such as agriculture, energy, natural ressources and chemicals. Sever- 
al Canadian ministers participated in the meeting, including Lucien 
Bouchard, Minister of the Environment, and Monique Landry, Minister for 
External Relations and International Development.” 


G — Canada-u.s. Relations 


1 — Minister Crosbie’s Visit to the United States 


International Trade Minister John Crosbie visited the United States 
from January 23 to February 2. The main purpose of his visit was to open 
three new Canadian satellite trade offices in San Diego, Miami and San 
Juan, Puerto Rico. Mr. Crosbie took advantage of these occasions to meet 
with local business representatives during each of his three stopovers. The 
Canadian Minister’s trip concluded with stops in San Francisco and in 
Washington, where he met with Heads of Canadian missions in the U.S.” 


2 — Trade Relations 


The Canada-U.S. Free Trade Agreement (FTA) completed its first year 
early in the quarter and the Canadian Government took advantage of the 
occasion to make aninitial general review of its implementation. Implemen- 
tation of the Agreement is proceeding as expected, said Trade Minister John 
Crosbie. He also stated that the Canadian economy is adjusting well to global 
forces of change, but that it is too early to make a definitive assessment of all 
of the FTA’s economic impacts. Minister Crosbie also expressed satisfaction 
with the 1989 agreement to accelerate the elimination of tariffs. The dispute 
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settlements, which the Minister feels are receiving a great deal of publicity, 
“only account for about one per cent of our total $200 billion worth of 
bilateral trade”, he noted.” In February, the Canadian Government invited 
Canadian businesses to participate in a second round of accelerated tariff 
elimination.” 


Two disputes that have dominated trade relations with the United States 
for several months were resolved in February. On February 22, both parties 
reached an agreement on the West Coast salmon and herring dispute follow- 
ing a decision handed down by a Panel last October. Under the settlement, up 
to 20 per cent of the total allowable U.S. salmon and herring catch may be 
delivered to the United States without going through a Canadian port. In 
1991 through 1993, the level will be increased to 25 per cent. The agreement 
will be reviewed in the fourth year, in light of experience and prevailing 
conditions.** Four days later, the Canada-U.S. border meat reinspection issue 
was resolved when both parties agreed to implement an open border policy 
for meat and poultry reinspection on an experimental basis for one year.™ 


3 — Miscellaneous Issues 


U.S. cruise missile tests in Northern Canada were resumed in the 
quarter, when three new tests were announced by the Canadian Minister of 
Defence. The first two tests were held in January, and a third in March.” 
With regard to education, the United States and Canada signed on February 
13 an agreement to establish an exchange program for academics.” 


H — Canada and Western Europe 


1— The Ec 


Gerard Collins, the Minister of Foreign Affairs of Ireland, in his capacity 
as Chairman of the Council of Foreign Ministers of the European Communi- 
ty, visited Canada on February 8 and 9. Canada and the EC have been 
holding regular Ministerial consultations since 1988 and this was the first 
such meeting in Ottawa. Mr. Collins and the Canadian Secretary of State for 
External Affairs, Joe Clark, discussed a number of subjects, including the 
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progress on EC integration and developments in Eastern Europe. Overfishing 
outside Canada’s limit was also addressed.” 


Still on the subject of overfishing, in January the Canadian Prime 
Minister received a letter from the EC President in response to a letter Mr. 
Mulroney had written last December. Mr. Delors again reiterated European 
countries’ doubts about scientific reports indicating reduced fish stocks in the 
Northwest Atlantic. However, he was open to the possibility of discussing 
this issue personally with the Canadian Prime Minister.** Late in the 
quarter, the Secretary of State for External Affairs stated in the House of 
Commons that Canada, while pursuing its diplomatic efforts to bring an end 
to overfishing, planned to suggest to its international partners the possibility 
of modifying current fisheries jurisdictions in order to extend national control 
beyond the 200-nautical-mile zone.** The International Trade Minister and 
the Minister of Fisheries and Oceans will travel to Europe in early April to 
discuss the issue as a whole. 


2 — France 


The French Minister-Delegate for Communications, Catherine Tasca, 
visited Ottawa in March. She met with her Canadian counterpart, Marcel 
Masse, with whom she discussed audiovisual cooperation and France-Canada 
co-productions. The French Minister confirmed her country’s commitment to 
the TV5 television channel and assured Canada that French-Canada co- 
productions qualified as works originating in the European Community, 
following a decision of the Conseil supérieur de l’'audiovisuel francais. At the 
close of their meeting, the two ministers signed an agreement to increase the 
number of televised French-language co-productions. “° 


I — Canada, the USSR and Eastern Europe 


1 — Canadian Policy Towards Europe 


The results of review of Canada’s policy towards the European continent, 
which was initiated last fall, began to be revealed during the quarter when 
the Secretary of State for External Affairs delivered, on February 6, the first 
of two speeches dealing with European policy. In his speech, Mr. Clark 
presented the principles that will guide the development of Canada’s strategy 
towards that region. Unstinting support for reforms, patience while a waiting 
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for the results of those reforms, accurate identification of possibilities for 
cooperation and the search for political, economic and military stability are 
all principles which, the Minister feels, will underlie the development of 
Canadian policy. Mr. Clark also addressed the institutional development of 
NATO and the CSCE. He tied NATO’s long-term relevance to “its ability to 
supplement its military role with a political mission” and said it was 
important “to find ways to further institutionalize, politicize and broaden” 
the role of the Conference on Security and Co-operation in Europe, which 
“must become the drafting board for the new European architecture”. The 
Secretary of State concluded that Canada wants to see the emergence of a 
free, democratic and open Europe based on mutual security.” 


Mr. Clark’s second speech, scheduled for the following weeks, had not yet 
been delivered by the end of the quarter. This speech was to outline the 
specific bilateral and multilateral actions Canada plans to take in order to 
adjust to the changes in Europe. During a speech delivered on March 6, the 
Canadian Prime Minister also addressed the European issue in terms similar 
to those of his External Affairs Minister.” 


2— The USssr 


Ministerial contacts between Canadian and Soviet leaders continued 
during the quarter, when two Soviet ministers paid official visits to Canada. 
Foreign Minister Eduard Shevardnadze visited Ottawa on February 14 and 
15. The results of the “Open Skies” Conference, disarmament and German 
unification were some of the topics he discussed with the Canadian Prime 
Minister and the Secretary of State for External Affairs. Mr. Shevardnadze 
also met with members of the House of Commons Standing Committees on 
External Affairs and International Trade and on National Defence and with 
members of the Senate Standing Committee on Foreign Affairs.” Immedi- 
ately after Mr. Shevardnadze’s visit, the Soviet Minister for Foreign Economic 
Relations, Konstantin Katushev, travelled to Canada from February 16 to 23. 
Mr. Katushev visited Toronto, Ottawa and Montréal, where meetings with 
business representatives had been arranged. While in Ottawa, the Soviet 
Minister also held meetings with his Canadian counterpart, John Crosbie, 
and other federal Cabinet Ministers in order to discuss economic reforms in 
the Ussr, Canada-Soviet trade, the USSR’s integration into the international 
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economic system and the results of the Canadian Prime Minister’s visit last 
November. “* 


On the subject of trade relations, in early March Canada and the USSR 
announced that they had concluded a contract for the sale of 10,000 tonnes of 
frozen pork to the Ussr. Shipments were to start in April and end in late 
June.* The annual Canada-UssR fisheries consultations, held in February, 
saw the two countries reach an agreement in principle, whose commercial 
arrangements on the landing of Soviet by-catches caught incidentally to its 
silver hake fishery must still be negotiated. During these consultations, both 
parties also agreed to exchange a portion of their quotas received from the 
Northwest Atlantic Fisheries Organization (NAFO) and the USSR agreed for 
the third year in a row to purchase $12 million worth of Canadian processed 
fish products in 1990.* 


Late in the quarter, Secretary of State for External Affairs Joe Clark 
sent a letter to his Soviet counterpart to inform him of his misgivings over 
the situation in Lithuania. Concerned about increased military activity in 
this region, Mr. Clark reminded Mr. Shevardnadze of his repeated assurances 
to the Canadian Government that there would be no “crackdown” in the 
Baltic States. On that same day [March 7], Mr. Clark called in the Soviet 
Ambassador, Alexei Rodionov, to discuss this issue.*” On March 12, the 
Canadian House of Commons passed a resolution supporting the declaration 
of independence by the Lithuanian Parliament. * 


3 — Hungary 


From February 7 to 11, the Secretary of State for External Affairs was 
visited by his Hungarian counterpart, Gyula Horn. Discussions between the 
two ministers focused on reforms in Hungary and disarmament and arms 
control issues. Mr. Horn visited Ottawa, Toronto and Montréal before par- 
ticipating in the “Open Skies” Conference from February 11 to 13.” 


On March 19, Canada and Hungary signed a Memorandum of Under- 
standing on scientific cooperation covering geographic information systems, 
mapping and remote sensing. Jake Epp, the Canadian Minister of Energy, 
Mines and Resources, and Arpad Bakonyi, Chief Commissioner, Environment 
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Protection Branch, Ministry of Industry, signed the memorandum on behalf 
of their respective governments.” 


4 — Poland 


En route from the United States, Tadeusz Mazowiecki, Prime Minister of 
Poland, stopped in Ottawa on March 27 for a brief working session. This visit, 
the first by a Polish prime minister to Canada, provided Mr. Mulroney and 
other members of his Cabinet an opportunity to hold discussions with Mr. 
Mazowiecki on the emerging political architecture of Europe, particularly in 
Poland, and bilateral relations.” 


Earlier in the quarter, Canada and Poland held a second meeting of the 
Mixed Economic joint Commission and took the opportunity to broaden their 
areas of economic and trade cooperation. During this meeting, the countries 
started negotiations on a Foreign Investment Protection Agreement and 
made agriculture one of the priorities of their economic relations.” 


5 — Czechoslovakia 


Vaclav Havel, President of Czechoslovakia, accompanied: by his senior 
ministers, made a stopover in Canada on February 18 and 19 before trav- 
elling to the United States. To advance his purpose in visiting North-America 
— promotion of trade and social exchanges — he met with the Canadian 
Prime Minister business representatives and members of the Czech and 
Slovak Communities.” 


J — Canada, Latin America and the Caribbean 


1 — Canadian Policy Towards Latin America 


Canadian foreign policy towards Latin America was the subject of a 
speech delivered by the Secretary of State for External Affairs on February 1 
in Calgary. In his speech, Mr. Clark explained to his audience the different 
facets of building the new relations that Canada plans to form with countries 
in that region. The Minister referred to trade, a shared fight against drugs, 
the resolution of the debt problem, peacekeeping and development assistance 
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as key sectors leading to the establishment of broader relations. Along with 
these five components, closer ties with Mexico are becoming one of Canada’s 
foreign policy priorities and represent, in the Minister’s words, “the key to 
our Latin Americas strategy”. In his speech, the Secretary of State also 
advocated a stronger role for the OAS. He said that Canada is currently 
exploring a variety of possibilities to improve the operation of this organisa- 
tion and that these will be submitted to the OAS Assembly meeting in June. 
Among the possibilities mentioned by Mr. Clark mentioned the establish- 
ment of an OAS Commission for Sustainable Development in the Hemisphere 
and the creation of a separate group responsible for investigating irregu- 
larities in election or trials. The Secretary of State also raised the issue of 
Cuba’s position in this region, more precisely its isolation from other coun- 
tries in the hemisphere, and stated that this situation was complicating the 
resolution of some problems. In closing, Mr. Clark used the metaphor “com- 
mon European home” and transposed it to America: “For too long, Canada 
has seen this hemisphere as our house; it is now time to make it our home. 
(...) That is the purpose of our policy,” he concluded.” 


2 — Meeting of the Canadian and Commonwealth Caribbean 
Heads of Government 


After his official visit to Mexico, the Prime Minister travelled to Bar- 
bados to participate in a meeting of Canadian and Commonwealth Caribbean 
Heads of Government from March 18 to 20. This was the third meeting; the 
preceding ones had been held in St. Lucia in 1983 and in Jamaica in 1985. 
Mr. Mulroney spoke to his counterparts and took advantage of the occasion to 
announce a series of measures concerning several aspects of political and 
economic relations between Canada and this region. He first announced that 
Canada will forgive official development assistance debt owed to Canada by 
the Commonwealth Caribbean countries. In total, $182 million in debt will be 
forgiven, the main countries involved being Jamaica with $93.4 million, 
Guyana with $37.2 million and Barbados with $23.5 million. As for economic 
relations, the list of items in the CARIBCAN preferential trade agreement 
(which exempts some Caribbean exports from Canadian tariffs) was 
lengthened to include leather luggage and vegetable fibre products. Canada 
also plans to establish a new industrial cooperation office in Ottawa for the 
countries this region and will allocate $993,500 to this project over three 
years. Furthermore, the Prime Minister proposed that a Caribbean Invest- 
ment Conference be held in Toronto and Montréal in Appril 1991. Turning to 
the fight against drugs, which was on the agenda for the first time, Canada 
proposed to increase its collaboration by supporting Trinidad and Tobago’s 
national plan, and the creation of a shared telecommunications system and a 
network of laboratories for the entire region. Finally, Canada plans to 
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become a full member of the OAS organization working in this area, the Inter 
American Drug Abuse Control Commission, and to host a seminar on this 
topic next summer.” 


Also in his speech, the Prime Minister announced a $10 million contribu- 
tion over five years to consolidate administration at the University of the 
West Indies, which serves all the region’s countries. Canada earmarked 
another $2.5 million to continue an air safety and airport improvement 
program.” This amount is in addition to the $2.5 million that CIDA had 
contributed in February to rebuild airports hit by Hurricane Hugo.” 


The thirteen heads of government parted after two days of talks. The 
final communiqué noted Canada’s continuing commitment to this region and 
that it had undertaken to raise the issue of maintaining economic assistance 
for these countries at the next Summit of the Industrialized Nations.* 


gr Haiti 


There were rapid developments in Haiti during the quarter, and in 
January the Secretary of State for External Affairs expressed concern over 
the declaration of a state of siege. Mr. Clark said this decision could put at 
risk the general elections scheduled for this year. He also requested the 
Canadian ambassador in Port-au-Prince to closely follow the country’s inter- 
nal democratic rights situation.** The Government of Canada welcomed Mrs. 
Justice Ertha Pascal-Trouillot’s inauguration as the new acting President on 
March 4.° On that same day, the Government of Canada allocated $150,000 
in humanitarian aid to Haiti to support projects for people affected by recent 
events. * 


4 — Mexico 


Preparations for the Prime Minister’s visit to Mexico from March 15 to 
18 were under way throughout the quarter. As early as January, important 
ministerial contacts had been established during the seventh Canada/ Mexico 
Joint Ministerial Committee meeting. Seven Mexican and nine Canadian 
cabinet ministers attended the meetings held on January 22 and 23, during 
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which the strengthening of bilateral relations, the OAS, trade and the envi- 
ronment were discussed, along with Mr. Mulroney’s visit.” 


The meeting between the Canadian Prime Minister and Mexican Presi- 
dent Carlos Salinas de Gortari resulted in the signing of ten bilateral 
agreements. The conclusion of these agreements indicates that “today, rela- 
tions between Canada and Mexico enter a new phase”, said Mr. Mulroney at 
the close of the ceremony. The bilateral agreements deal with various issues, 
including trade and investment, mutual legal assistance, the fight against 
drugs and co-operation between the two countries’ government departments 
on agriculture, water and forestry resources.” In addition to meeting with 
President Salinas during his visit, Mr. Mulroney also met with senior 
Mexican cabinet ministers, parliamentarians, government officials and pri- 
vate sector representatives. The Prime Minister also addressed a group of 
Mexican business people. A delegation of various representatives from Cana- 
dian companies and trade associations had also travelled to Mexico at the 
same time as the Canadian Prime Minister.” 


© — Nicaragua 


Violetta Barrios de Chamorro and her United Nicaraguan Opposition 
party won the Nicaraguan general elections, which was held as scheduled on 
February 25. The following day, the Canadian Prime Minister conveyed 
congratulations to Mrs. Chamorro, emphasizing that the people of Nicaragua 
and both political parties “can take pride in the manner in which the 
campaign and election |had been| conducted.” Canada, which had been 
following developments in the electoral process for some months, sent eight 
observers, including five under the auspices of the UN and three OAS obser- 
vers, to Nicaragua for the vote.“ A non-governmental delegation also visited 
Nicaragua from February 17 to 28." 
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K — Canada and the Middle East 


1 — Yemen Arab Republic 


On January 8, Canada and the Yemen Arab Republic signed a five-year 
Memorandum of Understanding on mineral resources. As soon as the funding 
for this project is available, Canada, working through Energy, Mines and 
Resources Canada, will assist the Yemen Arab Republic in establishing a 
data base for remotely sensed data to support the management and develop- 
ment of the country’s natural resources.” 


2 — Humanitarian Aid and Development Assistance 


In February, CIDA provided a $4.3 million grant to Egypt to support a 
$22.4 million loan for the purchase of underground electric power cables.” 
Also in February, CIDA responded favourably to an appeal by the United 
Nations High Commission for Refugees by providing $400,000 for the con- 
struction of housing in Turkey for Kurdish refugees from Iraq.” 


L — Canada and Africa (South of the Sahara) 


1 — South Africa 


Developments in South Africa again caught the attention of the interna- 
tional community in the year’s first quarter. On February 2, the Secretary of 
State for External Affairs described a speech by South African President F.W. 
de Klerk as “an encouraging beginning.””’ During his speech, Mr. De Klerk 
had announced several steps, including lifting of the ban on the African 
National Congress (ANC) and the release of Nelson Mandela, who was finally 
freed on February 11, after spending more than twenty-seven years in prison. 
Two weeks earlier, the Secretary of State for External Affairs had indicated 
that the February 2 speech could be considered an indication of President de 
Klerk’s willingness to initiate real changes in his country.” Nelson Man- 
dela’s release was welcomed by Canadian leaders as a first step in the 
abolition of the apartheid regime. The Canadian Prime Minister sent his 
congratulations to Nelson Mandela in a letter’ and Mr. Clark reiterated 
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Canada’s intention to maintain its policy towards South Africa as long as 
South African laws on racial segregation remained in force and until there is 
clear evidence of irreversible change.” 


On February 26, 27 and 28, the Secretary of State for External Affairs 
visited to Lusaka, at the invitation of Zambian President Kenneth Kaunda, 
to meet Mr. Mandela and to hold discussions with him, other ANC members 
and various leaders of the front-line states on developments in South Africa. 
Mr. Clark asked the African National Congress to renounce its armed 
struggle in order to reach a negotiated solution with the South African 
government. ” 


In a statement in the House of Commons on his return to Canada, Mr. 
Clark indicated that Ottawa would facilitate the support of private Canadian 
aid for the return of the African National Congress to South Africa. He had 
pointed out to ANC leaders in Zambia that Canada did not directly support 
political parties. As for maintaining sanctions against South Africa, some- 
thing deemed necessary by Mr. Mandela, Canada will wait for information 
from the ANC before planning further action. Mr. Clark concluded his speech 
by emphasizing that, along with maintaining sanctions, Canada will encour- 
age South Africa to seek a negotiated solution with the black majority. Mr. 
Clark explained that he had suggested to his South African counterpart that 
Edward Lee, a former Canadian Ambassador to South Africa, visit South 
Africa in April to consult with various parties and “asses areas where 
Canada’s expertise might be of use.” 


2 — Ethiopia 


The deterioration of the situation in Ethiopia led Douglas Lindores, the 
Special Advisor on Ethiopia and Bordering States, appointed last December, 
and Monique Landry, the Minister for External Relations and International 
Development, to travel to Ethiopia this quarter in order to refine Canada’s 
policy on aid to Ethiopia and increase diplomatic pressures on the parties to 
reach an agreement. Mr. Lindores, who headed a delegation of officials from 
CIDA and External Affairs, travelled Ethiopia, the Sudan and Rome in late 
January and early February, and then to New York and Washington in 
March to meet with representatives of the Ethiopian government, rebel 
groups, donor countries and the UN. On March 18, Mrs. Landry met with 
President Mengistu in Addis-Ababa before travelling to Italy to hold discus- 
sions with an Italian cabinet member and then with the Executive Director of 
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the World Food Program. Throughout these visits, Canadian representatives 
encouraged the warring parties to undertake peace talks and allow aid to be 
delivered.” 


In a press conference held a few days prior to her departure, Mrs. Landry 
had announced new initiatives totalling $18 million in emergency relief for 
Ethiopia. Of that amount, $10 million was earmarked for famine relief, $4 
million for the purchase of non-food items and $2 million to pre-position food 
supplies. A million dollars was granted to the United Nations High Commis- 
sion for Refugees, while CANSAVE received $250,000 for food shipments and 
the Canadian Council for International Co-operation received $300,00 for 
cross-border transportation.” 


3 — Namibia 


As planned, national contingents of the United Nations Transition Assis- 
tance Group gradually withdrew from Namibia early in the year. The 
withdrawal of Canadian troops, some 280 strong, begun in mid-January, was 
completed by the end of the quarter.” 


Monique Landry, Minister for External Relations and International 
Development, represented Canada at the declaration of Namibia’s independ- 
ence on March 21.” Secretary of State for External Affairs Joe Clark had 
briefly visited Namibia early in March after his trip to Zambia. On March 21 
in Ottawa, Mr. Clark announced in the House of Commons that Canada is 
ending certain economic sanctions against Namibia. Thus, the ban on new 
contracts for the processing of Namibian uranium, export credit restrictions 
and barriers to investment insurance were all lifted. He also said that CIDA 
will be providing a special contribution of $1 million to support an immuniza- 
tion program through UNICEF in Namibia and that the Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police will soon be providing police training services funded 
through the Commonwealth.* Finally, Canada announced that it would open 
a High Commission in Windhoek. It is anticipated that Neil Haffey will be 
Canada’s new representative there. Namibia will soon become the fiftieth 
member state of the Commonwealth.

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4 — Humanitarian Aid and Development Assistance 


On February 1, CIDA provided $6.8 million to support efforts by an 
international agricultural research centre to develop new varieties of grains 
in southern Africa.*® On March 138, CIDA offered $1.4 million to three organi- 
zations undertaking emergency relief in Mozambique. UNICEF, the Interna- 
tional Committee of the Red Cross and a consortium of Canadian non- 
governmental organizations shared the funds. * 


M — Canada, Asia and Oceania 


1 — Indochina 


On January 25 in the House of Commons, the Secretary of State for 
External Affairs reviewed Canada’s policy towards Indochina. He said the 
government was preparing to re-establish the eligibility of Cambodia, Viet- 
nam and Laos for Canadian official development assistance programs. Small 
bilateral projects whose short-term orientation will deal essentially with 
humanitarian needs will also be undertaken soon. Concerning the peace 
efforts in this region, Mr. Clark reiterated Canada’s commitment to 
peacekeeping and transition mechanisms under the United Nations. The 
Secretary of State for External Affairs also recalled that Canada still sup- 
ports the Australian proposal to create an administrative infrastructure in 
Cambodia under the aegis of the United Nations.™ 


2 — Humanitarian Aid and Development Assistance 


The Government of Canada announced on three occasions during the 
quarter its support for loans made through the Export Development Corpora- 
tion (EDC). In January, an $8.6 million (US) loan was made to the Republic of 
Indonesia to support its purchase of a satellite-based search and rescue 
system;* in February, the Government of Canada advanced an additional 
$820,000 (US) to support the construction of a chemical plant in China® and 
in March, it lent $1.9 million to China to support another purchase, this time 
a telecommunications satellite earth station.* 


CIDA collaborated with the Department of External Affairs of Quebec on 
a co-operation project valued at $11.9 million to support small and medium

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businesses in Thailand.* January also saw the announcement of, the official 
signing of a Canada-China College Linkage Program whose purpose is to 
increase contacts between Canadian and Chinese university students.* Fi- 
nally, in February, the Minister for External Relations and International 
Development announced the second phase of a project to upgrade animal 
quarantine services in Tanggu, a Chinese port.” 


N — Thematic Chronology* 


Canadian Finance Minister Heads IMF Committee 


January 3: 


Canadian Finance Minister Michael Wilson was named chairman of the 
Interim Committee of the Board of Governors of the International Mone- 
tary Fund. The Committee, which is composed of twenty-two members, is 
the IMF’s main advisory body. Mr. Wilson replaces Onno Ruding of the 
Netherlands who resigned last November. 


Investigation in El Salvador 


January 12: 
Le Devoir reported that External Affairs Canada and the Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police are examining the possibility of assisting El Salvador in its 
investigation into the massacre of Jesuit priests last November. 


Appointment to International Joint Commission 


February 6: 


Claude Lanthier was appointed Commissioner of the Joint International 
Commission. The Commission, composed of three Canadian and three U.S. 
commissioners, ensures the implementation of the Boundary Waters Treaty 
and the enforcement of the Canada-United States Great Lakes Water 
Quality Agreement. 


Series of bilateral meetings between the Secretary of State for External Affairs 
and his European counterparts 


February 8 and 11: 


The Secretary of State for External Affairs took advantage of the minis- 
terial component of the Open Skies Conference in Ottawa to hold talks 
with several European foreign ministers. On February 8, he met with his 
Hungarian counterpart, and on February 11 with the foreign ministers

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from the German Democratic Republic, Romania, the United Kingdom, 
Bulgaria and France. 


European Fur Trade Decision 

Mid-February: 
A European delegation visited Ottawa to meet with representatives from 
the Canadian Government and native groups to discuss the decision to ban 
imports of the furs of animals caught in leghold traps or by other proce- 
dures deemed cruel. This ban, which is to come into force on January 1, 
1996, is currently being examined by the European Parliament, which is 
also discussing the possibility of implementing the ban as early as 1991. 


Consulate opened in the Dominican Republic 


February 19: 


The Secretary of State for External Affairs announced the opening of a 
Canadian consulate in Santa Domingo and the appointment of an honour- 
ary consul in Puerto Plata. 


Canadian Participation in MFO 


February 20: 
The Globe & Mail reported that, at the request of the Multinational Force 
and Observers (MFO), the peacekeeping group in the Sinai, Canada will 
withdraw some its personnel and equipment on March 1. Canadians had 
been stationed there for several years. 


Treaty on the Non-Proliferation of Nuclear Weapons 
March 5: 


On the twentieth anniversary of the coming into force of the Treaty on the 
Non-Proliferation of Nuclear Weapons, Canada reiterated its call for uni- 
versal support for that treaty. 


Journalist Executed in Iraq 

March 15: 
In a news release, Canada expressed its indignation at the execution of 
Farzad Bazoft, the British journalist found guilty of spying by an Iraqi 


court. Canada, the release stated, condemns “this barbarous act” and has 
“very serious doubts” about the trial. 


International Centre for Human Rights and Democratic Development 
March 22: 
The Board of Directors of the International Centre for Human Rights and 
Democratic Development started to take shape when the first few appoint- 


ments were announced. The names of ten Canadian members were an- 
nounced, including Marcel Massé, President of CIDA; Irving Breecher, 
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Professor of Economics and McGill University; and Giséle Cété-Harper, 
Professor at the Faculty of Law at Laval University. The three other 
members will be citizens of developing countries. 


Laszlo Tokes stops in Canada 


Late March: 


Hungarian Reverend Laszlo, Tékes concluded his one-week stay in North 
America, a visit which took him to Washington, Toronto and Ottawa. While 
in Ottawa, Mr. Téokes was received by the Canadian Prime Minister, with 
whom he held talks on the possibility for aid for the Hungarian minority in 
Romania. 


Diplomatic Appointments 
February 12: 


The Secretary of State for External Affairs appointed a new ambassador 
and three new consuls. Paul-André Lapointe was appointed Ambassador to 
Turkey, while Brian Buckley, Roger Bull and James Elliot were appointed 
Consuls General in Minneapolis, Seattle and Atlanta, respectively.

Presentation 


Etudes internationales has been publishing a chronological review of Cana- 
da's external relations for ten years. It lists events involving Canadian govern- 
ment interaction with foreign governments. These events are divided into 
thematic and geographic sections presenting, in turn, Canadian policies on 
defense, immigration, development aid, economic and commercial policies, 
Canadian participation in international organizations and bilateral relations 
linking Canada with all regions of the globe. 


The chronological review provides a reference tool for those interested in 
Canadian foreign policy. It does not analyse or comment on this policy. Rather, 
it presents a rapid overview of events in the quarter — this volume covers the 
period from April to June 1990 — and allows the reader to follow Canada's 
external relations as they take place. This volume is intended for researchers, 
civil servants, journalists and all those needing specific information on the 
federal government's relations with the international community. 


It is a pleasure to make this bilingual edition available to the anglophone 
public, thanks to the support of External Affairs and International Trade 
Canada. We hope that this publication in book form will make the information 
it provides available to a broader public.

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A — Overview 


The regular meetings held by the International Monetary Fund (IMF), the 
World Bank and the North Atlantic Treaty Organization (NATO), and the periodic 
meetings held as part of the Conference on Security and Cooperation (CSCE) in 
Europe took place in the second quarter. These multilateral meetings had one 
common theme: adjusting to the new realities of Europe and the impact of these 
realities on military alliances and the international economy. 


Canada, too, adjusted to this situation and External Affairs and Interna- 
tional Trade Canada finished redefining Canada’s foreign policy towards Europe 
during the quarter. The Secretary of State for External Affairs outlined the 
policy’s contents on three occasions, emphasizing NATO’s new direction, an 
expanded role for CSCE and stronger ties with the European Economic Commu- 
nity. 


In late May, responsibilities left by Lucien Bouchard’s departure were 
assigned by the Prime Minister to other members of the Cabinet. Robert de 
Cotret, President of the Treasury Board, was appointed Acting Minister of the 
Environment. Marcel Masse assumed acting responsibility for summits of la 
Francophonie and relations with the Agency for Cultural and Technical Co- 
operation (ACCT), in addition to his current duties as Minister of Communica- 
tions.! 


B — Defence Policies 
1 — NATO 
At various NATO meetings held this spring, member countries were able to 


continue their examination of issues concerning the Alliance’s future and 
security in Europe. The first meeting, that of the Nuclear Planning Group (NPG),

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was held in Kananaskis, Alberta, on May 9 and 10. Bill McKnight, Minister of 
National Defence, hosted delegations from the 14 nations participating in the 
NpG’s 47th meeting.” The U.s.. decision not to modernize LANCE short-range 
missiles and nuclear artillery was endorsed in the final communiqué which 
points out that “although there is a diminishing need for nuclear systems of the 
shortest range... very [sic] strategic nuclear systems characterized by their ease 
of use and long range will become relatively more important.” However, no 
official decision was made on the deployment of tactical air-to-surface missiles 
(TASM). The communiqué also welcomed current changes in Eastern Europe, 
while noting that the Soviet Union continues to modernize its nuclear forces 
which still represent substantial military strength. 


Defence ministers met once again in Brussels on May 22 and 23 to discuss 
such topics as funds earmarked for defence budgets and disarmament negotia- 
tions.* The establishment of a tactical training centre for low-level flying, an 
issue that concerned Canada in particular, was examined in detail at that 
meeting and participants decided not to proceed with the project, rejecting Goose 
Bay, Labrador, and Konya, Turkey, as possible locations. The Canadian Minis- 
ter, Mr. McKnight, described the decision as “regrettable” because he felt it 
would deprive NATO of an “important security contribution” and deny residents 
in the region the economic spin-offs this centre could have generated. Mr. 
McKnight also confirmed that flight training operations currently being con- 
ducted at Goose Bay will not be affected by NATO’s decision.° 


This spring’s third meeting, which brought together foreign ministers, was 
held on June 7 and 8 in Turnberry, Scotland. The status of a united Germany, 
NATO’s future role and disarmament in Europe were again on the agenda. The 
ministers expressed a desire to respond favourably to some Soviet concerns in 
order to encourage Moscow to agree to membership of a united Germany in the 
North Atlantic Alliance. The ministers also agreed to formulate new proposals 
to cut conventional forces in Europe. This meeting was marked by what has been 
termed the “Turnberry Message” : a brief text placed at the beginning of the final 
communiqué that expresses the need to understand the legitimate security 
interests of all states and extends friendship and cooperation to the Soviet Union 
and other European countries.®

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Vancouver hosted the annual meeting of NATO’s Science Committee from 
May 15 to 18. William Winegard, Minister for Science, represented Joe Clark, 
Secretary of State for External Affairs, as guest of honour at that meeting.’ 
Earlier in April, Canada participated in another NATO project by making a 
$75 000 contribution to the NATo Democratic Institutions Research Fellowship 
Program.® 


2 — Open Skies 


Last quarter, NATO and Warsaw Pact foreign ministers departed from 
Ottawa, leaving behind their official representatives to continue negotiations for 
an Open Skies Treaty. John Noble, head of the Canadian delegation, travelled 
to Bucharest on April 23, where he joined his Eastern and Western counterparts. 
After two weeks of discussions, participants had still not reached an agreement, 
and the target date of May 12, when the ministers were to have signed the 
agreement, was put back.® The second phase of the negotiations ended on May 
10 with technical disagreements remaining more or less the same as they had 
been in February. 


3 — Soviet-Canadian Military Exchanges 


Soviet-Canadian military exchanges begun last year continued throughout 
the second quarter. In May, a Soviet delegation visited several Canadian 
military colleges, while Canadian specialists travelled to Moscow and Leningrad 
for a week to visit military museums there.” 


C — Economic and Trade Policies 


On April 6, International Trade Minister John Crosbie unveiled a new 
project to assist Atlantic Canada businesses in promoting their activities to New 
England. Several trade, tourism and investment promotional activities have 
been planned for this year."' Three weeks later, the Canadian government made 
a $1.6-million contribution under the Pacific 2000 component of the Going Global 
initiative to support the creation of a program for the study of Asian languages 
and business practices in the Asia-Pacific region. The federal contribution

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consists of an $800 000 endowment grant and $800 000 in operating grants 
spread over the next five years.” 


D — Development Assistance Policies 


The Secretary of State for External Affairs delivered two identical speeches 
on official development assistance (ODA) in Edmonton and Toronto within six 
days. In these speeches, he enlarged upon the importance of ODA during a period 
of economic restraint and budget cuts. Among other arguments, Mr. Clark 
mentioned long-term Canadian investment, the potential these markets repre- 
sent, the security ensuing from the war against drug trafficking and the positive 
impact of development that preserves the environment. A “broad and active” 
official development assistance strategy is “integral” to Canada’s foreign policy 
and society’s collective values, he concluded.” 


The seventh annual consultations between the private sector and the 
Canadian International Development Agency (CIDA) were held in Ottawa on 
June 5 and 6. The Minister for External Relations and International Develop- 
ment and the President of CIDA joined participants in examining the private 
sector’s role as a partner in development and in discussing decentralization, 
budget forecasts and professional services, among other things. 


Between April 10 and May 7, ciDA made a total of 10 contributions to various 
Canadian institutions and universities for development projects abroad. Fund- 
ing ranged from $0.4 million to $3.16 million and totalled $9.3 million.’ 


EK — Immigration Policies 


Early in the quarter, Canada implemented a visa requirement for any 
person who normally requires a visa to enter Canada and whois making a stop 
at Gander and Mirabel international airports while on a flight en route to 
another country. In this way, the federal government hopes to limit the number 
of persons taking advantage of such stops to enter Canada and claim refugee 
status. Over 2 000 individuals have requested asylum under these circum- 
stances in the past three months. Demands on Newfoundland have been 
particularly heavy.’®

F — International Organizations and Meetings 


1 — The United Nations and the Special Session of the General 
Assembly 


UN Secretary-General Javier Perez de Cuellar paid an official visit to 
Canada from May 27 to 30.'° Mr. Perez de Cuellar had last visited Canada in 
1985. It is expected that this visit will be his last, since his term as head of the 
UN ends next year. The Secretary-General’s trip to Canada was marked by a 
meeting with the Prime Minister, Brian Mulroney, with whom he discussed 
Canada’s involvement in the United Nations. Mr. Mulroney also signed the 
United Nations Convention on the Rights of the Child. The World Summit for 
Children, which Mr. Mulroney will co-chair in September, will examine the 
principles of the Convention and their practical application to protecting the 
rights of the child. After stoppingin Ottawa and Toronto, the Secretary-General 
travelled to Montreal and Quebec City, where he received an honorary degree 
from Laval University.” 


From April 23 to 28, Canada participated in the Special Session of the 
United Nations General Assembly on the Revitalization of Economic Growth and 
Development.”! Monique Landry, Minister for External Relations and Interna- 
tional Development, headed Canada’s delegation to the Special Session which 
she addressed on its second day. In her speech, she enlarged on some general 
themes, including economic pluralism, regional stability and the need to develop 
sound domestic policies. She presented these themes as key points of lasting 
development and growth.” 


The Government of Canada contributed $1.5 million to the United Nations 
peacekeeping fund for Cambodia on April 9. The contribution is an advance 
payment to fund a UN mission, of which Canada will be a part, that is to travel 
to Cambodia.”

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2 —The Commonwealth 


The Secretary of State for External Affairs, Joe Clark, chaired the sixth 
session of the Commonwealth Committee of Foreign Ministers on Southern 
Africa in Abuja, Nigeria, on May 16 and 17.“ This meeting, to which Nelson 
Mandela had been invited, dealt mainly with the situation in South Africa and 
the application of sanctions. With respect to sanctions, the Secretary of State 
said that even if “the Government of South Africa appears committed to 
fundamental change... pressures must continue” and be used as an instrument 
“in support of a peaceful, negotiated settlement.” Mr. Clark mentioned that the 
Committee must also give new priority to its mandate in order to help prepare 
for a post-apartheid society. Canada will increase funding for education and 
training programs for black South Africans.” 


Mr. Clark stopped in Athens on May 13 to meet with South African Foreign 
Minister Pik Botha in preparation for the above-mentioned Commonwealth 
Committee meeting. Mr. Clark enquired about efforts undertaken by Pretoria to 
end the apartheid regime.”’ 


3 — The cscE, Economic Cooperation and Human Rights 


Member countries of the Conference on Security and Cooperation in Europe 
(CSCE) met twice, once to discuss economic cooperation and once to examine 
human rights. They first met in Bonn from March 19 to April 11. On April 9, 10 
and 11, International Trade Minister John Crosbie joined the Canadian delega- 
tion and private-sector representatives at the Bonn meeting to participate in 
plenary sessions. On April 10, Mr. Crosbie delivered a speech in which he 
emphasized the need for Eastern Europe to successfully move from a planned to 
a market-oriented economy and the key role the cscE and the European 
Community will have to play in that transition. He explained : “Our goal at the 
present stage should be to do what we can to minimize shock and ease the 
transition. That is why Canada has played an active part in the initiatives 
undertaken by the Group of 24 to support the process of reform in Poland and 
Hungary and... is actively involved in current negotiations to establish the 
European Bank for Reconstruction and Development.” 


On June 5 and 6, the Secretary of State for External Affairs, along with his 
counterparts from CSCE member countries, participated in the Copenhagen Con- 
ference on the Human Dimension which experts continued until June 29. From

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the outset, Mr. Clark recalled the need for a firm commitment to political 
tolerance and minority rights. He also proposed “the addition of an extra step to 
the human dimension mechanism that would serve to diffuse conflict and 
promote dialogue by providing for the appointment of rapporteurs to investigate 
specific situations and report to the governments concerned and to the cscE.”” 
The issue of minorities was one of the Conference’s main topics. Although 
participants reached a consensus on individual rights and consolidated the 
principles of political pluralism, free elections and the primacy of law, they did 
not reach an agreement on minorities. 


4 — The IMF, World Bank and Group of Seven 


As it is customary for them to do each spring, the economic and finance 
ministers from industrialized and developing nations met in Washington for the 
IMF and World Bank annual meetings. Members of the Group of Seven held their 
meeting in Paris on April 7. Their agenda included stabilization of the yen and 
exchange markets, the German monetary union and growth in Eastern Euro- 
pean countries. Finance Minister Michael Wilson and Bank of Canada Governor 
John Crow attended the Group of Seven meeting.” 


The same topics were taken up again in Washington on May 7 and 8 at the 
Group of Seven’s second meeting and the annual meeting of the Group of Ten. 
These two meetings preceded the session of the Interim Committee of the mr, 
in essence its board of governors, which was chaired by Finance Minister Wilson. 
The review of quota levels, which had been put on the back burner for several 
months, was the meeting’s main topic, and the 22 members reached an agree- 
ment on a 50 per cent increase in contributions.*! On the eve of the Group of Seven 
meeting, Mr. Wilson had deemed such an increase “appropriate” and had 
expressed a desire to reach a compromise on that issue during the Committee 
meeting. 


5 — La Francophonie 


The issue concerning the TV5 francophone channel was widely talked about 
again when the Canadian, Quebec, Swiss, Belgian and French ministers respon- 
sible for francophone television met in Montreal on May 21. They decided to 
modify the structure of the channel by establishing a Conference of Ministers

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responsible for Tv5, who will meet once a year, and by merging the Europe and 
Quebec-Canada TV5 Cooperation Councils into one. At the close of this meeting, 
ministers’ advisors continued talks to examine the administrative and legal 
aspects of TV5 programming in Europe and Canada.” 


It was announced on April 20 that Marc Lortie, a staff member at the 
Canadian Embassy in Paris, will be the Prime Minister’s Personal Representa- 
tive at the next Francophone Summit. Mr. Lortie replaces Jean-Paul Hébert who 
joined the Organization of American States (oAs) last quarter.* 


6 — The GATT and MTN Meetings of Trade Ministers 


Canada’s involvement in the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade 
(GATT) was clearly marked this quarter by a proposal made by International 
Trade Minister Crosbie in Geneva in April to expand GATT and make it a truly 
world trade organization.™ The terms of the proposal were outlined a few days 
later at an Informal Trade Ministers Meeting in Mexico. The Canadian docu- 
ment, Strengthening the Open Multilateral Trading System, presents an insti- 
tutional framework that would govern world trade after the current round of 
negotiations have been successfully completed. As this strategy is based on 
points discussed since the beginning of the Multilateral Trade Negotiations 
(MTN), “Canada regards this initiative solely in the context of a large and 
substantive outcome of the negotiations,” explained Mr. Crosbie. In addition to 
including possible results of the MTN, the institutional framework proposed by 
Canada also provides for a more effective dispute settlement mechanism, the 
elimination of delays and obstruction of decisions reached by panels, and 
stronger links with other international economic organizations. Canada plans to 
immediately implement a working plan so as to encourage the Uruguay Round 
ministers to reach a decision on this matter at the December meeting.” 


The ministers attending the Mexico Meeting and the Quadrilateral Trade 
Ministers who met a month later focused on ways to intensify negotiations so 
that the year-end deadline could be met. Canada initiated a series of bilateral 
meetings with other countries participating in the MTN. The first such meeting

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was held when Mr. Crosbie travelled to Mexico, and the second took place a few 
weeks later when a group of Canadian advisors visited various Asia-Pacific 
nations.*° 


7 — OECD 


International Trade Minister John Crosbie and Minister of State (Finance) 
Gilles Loiselle attended an Organization for Economic Cooperation and Devel- 
opment (OECD) ministerial meeting in Paris. The ministers intended to inform 
their counterparts of their support for economic reforms in Europe andimproved 
relations between the OECD and non-member countries. During his stay in 
France, Minister Crosbie also held bilateral talks with the French Minister of 
Foreign Trade, Jean-Marie Rausch, and the Minister of Agriculture, Henri 
Nallet.*” 


8 —OAS 


Minister for External Relations and International Development Monique 
Landry represented Canada at the 20th General Assembly of the Organization 
of American States, held in the capital of Paraguay from June 4 to 8. As planned, 
Canada submitted several proposals to strengthen the OAs’s structure and give 
it a greater political role. Canadian proposals included holding regular meetings 
of heads of state and government, establishing a Political Affairs Bureau and 
reviewing the membership fee schedule by taking into account fairer criteria. 
Canada also took advantage of its participation in an OAS General Assembly for 
the first time to officially propose its nomination to CICAD, the Inter-American 
Drug Abuse Commission.*® 


9 — Other Multilateral Economic Meetings 


The 31st Annual Meeting of the Inter-American Development Bank (IADB) 
was held from April 1 to 4in Montreal. Joe Clark, Secretary of State for External 
Affairs, was elected chairman of the Board of Governors of the IADB and will take 
up his duties over the next year. Several Canadian ministers participated in the 
four days of discussions, in which they supported a revitalization of IADB 
programs and strategies, better coordination of loans and increased involvement 
on the part of the Bank in the environment.”

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The 23rd Annual Meeting of the Board of Governors of the Asian Develop- 
ment Bank (AspDB) was held in New Delhi from May 2 to 4, where Monique 
Landry, acting as Governor ad interim, represented Canada. She emphasized 
the importance the Asian Bank should attach to protecting the environment and 
the role of women in development when defining its policies. Participants 
decided to hold the AspB’s next annual meeting in Vancouver in April 1991. 


10 — Multilateral Meetings on the Environment 


Four environmental meetings drew attention this quarter. First, from April 
18 to 23, scientists from the eight circumpolar nations met in Yellowknife to 
discuss Arctic environmental issues. At this meeting, experts revealed the 
results of their research since their last meeting in 1989 and laid the groundwork 
for an Arctic environmental strategy. Canadian authorities welcomed the 
scientists’ recommendation to hold a ministerial meeting on that strategy in 
1990.4! Also in April, the Canadian Ministers of Energy and the Environment 
participated in a Conference on Global Warming held in Washington. Partici- 
pants discussed the need to produce new scientific studies on global warming and 
to harmonize control measures and the cost of their administration.*” 


In mid-May, a Canadian delegation led by Environment Minister Lucien 
Bouchard, travelled to Bergen, Norway. Pierre-Marc Johnson, Professor at the 
Centre of Medicine, Ethics and Law at McGill University, was selected as 
rapporteur général for this conference which had been organized under the 
auspices of the United Nations. Participants sought to establish a common 
environmental program and planned the 1992 Conference on Development and 
the Environment.* 


The quarter’s last meeting, which dealt with protecting the ozone layer and 
the results of the Montreal Protocol, took place in London from June 27 to 29. 
Robert de Cotret, the new Minister of the Environment, said he supported a 
strengthening of protective measures. He announced that Canada will ban the 
use of chloroflurocarbons by 1997, two years before the scheduled deadline. Mr. 
de Cotret would also like to see the use of ozone-destroying chemicals banned by 
the year 2000. Finally, Minister de Cotret reaffirmed Canada’s support for an 
international fund to finance measures in developing countries to protect the 
ozone layer.“

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G — Canada-u.s. Relations 
1 — Bush-Mulroney Meeting 


The Prime Minister and the U.S. President retained the informal and rapid 
format of their previous meetings, when they met for the fifth time since early 
1989. On April 10, the u.s. President travelled to Toronto for a few hours to 
discuss a wide range of topics. Mr. Bush and Mr. Mulroney discussed interna- 
tional issues such as the situation in Europe and also addressed contentious 
bilateral issues concerning trade and the environment.* On this last point, Mr. 
Mulroney mentioned in a press conference that the negotiating mechanisms for 
a bilateral acid-rain accord will be established as soon as the U.S. Congress passes 
the Clean Air Act.* The House of Representatives passed an acid-rain bill this 
quarter. Because the Senate has already passed a similar bill, members of both 
Houses will now meet to draft a common text.* 


Three days after the Bush-Mulroney meeting, the Secretary of State for 
External Affairs, Joe Clark, and his U.S. counterpart held a brief working dinner. 
At that dinner, the two ministers discussed German reunification and Soviet 
concerns over integrating a united Germany into NATO.® 


2 — Trade Relations 


The Canada-u.s. Trade Commission held its third meeting in Toronto on 
May 18. The Canadian International Trade Minister, John Crosbie and the U.S. 
Trade Representative, Carla Hills, said they were satisfied with progress on the 
Free Trade Agreement and finalized the accelerated elimination of tariffs on 
over 400 products.*® Mr. Crosbie and Mrs. Hills also discussed trade disputes, 
including the one on beer which was revived after a U.S. brewer filed a petition 
to lift barriers to U.s. beer imports imposed by provincial liquor control boards. 
In 1988, the caTt had ruled that provincial practices in this area were discrimi- 
natory.™

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On May 25, a panel considering U.S. lobster size requirements delivered its 
final report. In a divided decision, the panel found that u.s. rules banning the 
import of small lobsters was a justifiable conservation measure and not an 
import restriction, as Canada had claimed. Both parties will consult represen- 
tatives of various interested parties over the next 90 days to try and reach an 
agreement.” 


Canada announced this quarter the opening of trade offices in Denver, 
Colorado, and Princeton, New Jersey. The two new offices will bring to 28 the 
number of Canadian trade offices in the United States.” 


H — Canada and Western Europe* 
1— The EEc 


Canadian leaders continued their efforts to make Europeans aware of the 
northwest Atlantic fisheries issue. Early in the quarter, International Trade 
Minister John Crosbie and Fisheries and Oceans Minister Bernard Valcourt 
made brief visits to Dublin and Brussels where they met with John Wilson, the 
Irish minister responsible for fisheries and current Chairman of the European 
Community Council of Fisheries Ministers, and Manuel Marin, Fisheries 
Commissioner of the European Communities. Mr. Marin received a copy of 
Canada’s latest report on the northern cod stock.®? About a month later, 
discussions continued in Canada when Mr. Marin travelled to Ottawa on May 9 
and 10 to hold talks again with Mr. Crosbie and Mr. Valcourt.™ 


The fisheries issue came up again in late May at ministerial talks held on 
the occasion of the eighth meeting of the Canada-EEC Committee and during a 
visit to Canada by Frans Andriessen, Senior Vice-President of the EEC and 
Commissioner for External Relations and Trade Policy. Noting the progress 
made during the May discussions, the parties agreed to continue along this line 
by improving their cooperation in scientific research and surveillance of waters 
in the northwest Atlantic. The political situation in Europe, the arrival of Europe

2 — The Federal Republic of Germany 


West German Foreign Minister Hans-Dietrich Genscher visited Canada on 
April 4 and 5 to hold talks with his Canadian counterpart, Joe Clark. Although 
both men addressed many bilateral and multilateral issues, German unification 
dominated their talks.” 


3 — Spain 


For the first time since 1976, a Spanish head of government made an official 
visit to Canada. Accompanied by ministers and business people, Felipe Gonzalez 
visited Ottawa, Toronto and Montreal on May 14 and 15. During his stay, 
attention was focused on the state of Hispano-Canadian trade. Both countries 
undertook to stimulate their trading relationship and explore possibilities for 
Canadian and Spanish companies to participate in the development of Latin 
American countries. The fisheries issue was also raised by Prime Minister 
Mulroney, who said he was “encouraged” by Mr. Gonzalez’s attitude. The 
Spanish president said in a press conference that he supported the preservation 
of fish stocks, but he requested more advanced scientific studies on the status of 
fish stocks.®” 


4 — Finland 


International Trade Minister John Crosbie, accompanied by a dozen busi- 
ness leaders, led a trade promotion mission to Finland from May 26 to 29. 
During his stay, Mr. Crosbie signed an Agreement for Air Services with his 
counterpart, Pertti Salolainen, and reached an agreement on taxation. Both 
countries also concluded an administrative agreement on science and technol- 
ogy.®® Collaboration between the two countries should continue this year, as the 
Finnish president is scheduled to travel to Canada.

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5 — France 


In March 1989, the contentious issue concerning maritime areas off the 
coasts of Newfoundland and St. Pierre and Miquelon that had divided Canada 
and France was brought before an International Court of Arbitration. On June 
1, Canada filed its first memorial with the Court’s Registrar. Counter-memor}i- 
als, the second stage of the written pleadings, are to be filed early next year. Late 
in the quarter, the Court had still not set a date for starting the oral pleadings.” 


I — Canada, U.s.s.R. and Eastern Europe 
1 — Canadian Policy towards Europe 


Canada completed a review ofits policy towards Europe this spring and the 
Secretary of State for External Affairs delivered three speeches on that policy.®! 
As expected, Mr. Clark outlined the measures Canada plans to take in order to 
update its foreign policy towards Europe. Canada’s policy will now be centred 
around three institutions: the North Atlantic Alliance, the CSCE and the 
European Economic Community. 


The External Affairs Minister announced the beginning of a new phase in 
Canada-EEC relations which will feature on-going institutional exchanges. In 
order to strengthen these relations, Mr. Clark proposes: 


— regular meetings between the Prime Minister of Canada and the President of 
the European Council ; 


— in-depth discussions between the Canadian Foreign Minister and his Euro- 
pean counterpart ; 


— close contact between Canadian and European experts; 
— increased Canadian presence at the European Commission ; and 


— review of a possible trade liberalization arrangement between Canada and 
the EEC. 


With respect to the cscrE, Canada advocates continued operation and an 
increased role in verification and conflict resolution. Mr. Clark thus proposes: 


— annual meetings of foreign ministers and biennial meetings of heads of 
government ; 


— the creation of a cscE Assembly where parliamentary delegations would meet 
to discuss issues of common concern; 


— the creation of a cscE Verification Agency; and

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— the establishment of a permanent Institute for the Peaceful Settlement of 
Disputes. 


As for Canada’s role in NATO, the Secretary of State for External Affairs 
emphasized that, due to decreased East-West tensions, Canada’s military 
contribution in Germany would decline. NATO’s nuclear policy in Europe, espe- 
cially its nuclear and conventional strategy, should, the Minister felt, be 
reviewed because “it makes little sense to retain nuclear weapons whose only 
target can be new friendly countries like Poland, Czechoslovakia and East 
Germany.” NATO’s role should be to promote East-West dialogue. To this end, the 
Minister proposes that: 


— the Soviet Foreign Minister be invited to meet with his NATO counterparts on 
a regular basis; and 

— NATO’s military strategy be reviewed, by moving away from its rigid forward 
defence to mobile units formed within multinational forces. 


The announcement of these policies thus concluded the review of Canadian 
foreign policy towards Europe. The Secretary of State for External Affairs 
pointed out that Canada’s security policy was also being reviewed and that the 
review would continue throughout the summer.” 


2 — The U.S.S.R. 


Another important event this quarter had to do with Soviet-Canadian 
relations, as Canada was host to the Soviet President, Mikhail Gorbachev, and, 
a month later, members of the Lithuanian government. The Lithuanian delega- 
tion, led by Prime Minister Kasimira Prunskiene, arrived in late April and spent 
several days in Canada before moving on to the United States. Mrs. Prunskiene 
met with Secretary of State for External Affairs Joe Clark with whom she 
discussed the political situation in Lithuania and trade prospects.® She re- 
quested and was granted, among other things, the assistance of Canadian 
experts in international law in order to facilitate negotiations with Moscow.™ 


About a month later, the Soviet President stopped in Canada for a few hours 
before continuing his trip to Washington, where he was expected by the U.S. 
President.® Unlike the last meeting between Mr. Gorbachev and Mr. Mulroney, 
in which discussions dealt primarily with bilateral relations, this meeting 
focused more on international matters, with political and economic reforms in 
Europe and the Soviet Union taking a back seat.® The Secretary of State for

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External Affairs and his Soviet counterpart Eduard Shevardnadze also dis- 
cussed international issues and paid particular attention to German reunifica- 
tion and the independence movements in Soviet republics.” The Soviet President’s 
visit resulted in the announcement of the establishment of a $500-million two- 
year line of credit between Canada and the U.S.s.R. which will link the Export 
Development Corporation and the Bank for Foreign Economic Affairs of the 
U.S.S.R. 


3 — Elections in Eastern Europe 


The federal government closely followed elections held in various Eastern 
European countries. It sent a multiparty delegation composed of Mps Svend 
Robinson, David Walker, Jacques Tétrault and Gabrielle Bertrand to Romania 
to observe the May 20 elections there.® Canada followed the recommendations 
made by a fact-finding mission from the Office of the Chief Electoral Officer that 
had travelled to Czechoslovakia in March and provided Czechoslovakia with 15 
million ballot envelopes.” Finally, the federal government sent ten tonnes of 
computer paper to the Bulgarian Election Commission for use during the 
national elections for the Constituent Assembly. A delegation of MPs travelled to 
Bulgaria to observe elections there.” 


4 — Humanitarian and Development Assistance 


On April 6, Canada announced that $500 000 in emergency medical supplies 
for hospitalized children would be sent to Romania.” In addition, $450 000 was 
contributed to the International Management Centre in Budapest on June 5. 
Members of the Faculty of Administrative Studies at York University, together 
with representatives of the Canadian Federation of Deans of Management, 
helped to set up the training centre. Professor July Rowney from the University 
of Calgary is the Academic Dean.” Finally, the EDc also established a credit 
insurance mechanism valued at $20 million to cover the sale of Canadian 
products to Poland.”

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J — Canada, Latin America and the Caribbean 
1— Cuba 


A Canadian delegation led by Louise Fréchette, Assistant Deputy Minister 
for Latin America and the Caribbean, travelled to Cuba in early May to discuss 
a range of bilateral and international issues. Mrs. Fréchette and other delega- 
tion members held talks with President Fidel Castro, senior officials from the 
departments of Foreign Affairs and International Trade, and with members of 
the National Bank of Cuba. This visit provided an opportunity to settle three 
outstanding immigration issues.” 


2 — Haiti 


On May 25, Monique Landry, the Minister for External Relations and 
International Development, announced that Canada would provide Haiti with 
$1 million in food aid. The Canadian government was responding to an appeal 
made by that country’s provisional government. Mrs. Landry also announced 
that Mp Jean-Guy Hudon would be going to Haiti and that he would report on the 
development of the electoral process and the human rights situation in that 
country upon his return.”® 


3 — Mexico 


International Trade Minister John Crosbie, who led a trade mission com- 
posed of representatives from 19 Canadian businesses, travelled to Mexico from 
April 22 to 24. The trip, whose main objective was to examine trade opportuni- 
ties, resulted in the signing of a Memorandum of Understanding on the purchase 
by Mexico of 200 000 tonnes of Canadian wheat and the re-establishment of the 
Canada-Mexico Chamber of Commerce.” Addressing the Mexican Business 
Council for International Affairs, Mr. Crosbie gave an account of recent initia- 
tives taken by the federal government in its trade promotion strategy for Mexico 
and explained that new efforts should soon result in the conclusion of other 
taxation and investment protection agreements.” 


Developments linked to a possible U.S.-Mexico free-trade agreement that 
would include Canada were a topic of interest throughout the quarter. In mid- 
June, the press reported that the Canadian International Trade Minister and his

K — Canada and the Middle East 


1 — The Situation in the Occupied Territories 


On May 22, the Canadian government issued a news release in which it 
expressed dismay over the violence following the brutal death of seven Palestini- 
ans on May 20. Canada requested Israeli authorities “to demonstrate maximum 
restraint” and called upon both parties not to fuel the cycle of violence.*! 


 2-—Yemen 


Secretary of State for External Affairs Joe Clark welcomed the official 
unification of the two Yemenson May 23. “The Republic of Yemen, thanks to this 
brave decision, can look forward to an even brighter future of economic and social 
progress.... We hope to build on the fruitful cooperation... through even closer 
collaboration...” said Mr. Clark.® 


L— Canada and Africa (sub-Sahara) 
1 — South Africa 


During a six-week tour that took him to North America, Europe and Africa, 
Nelson Mandela, Deputy President of the African National Congress (ANC), 
stopped in Canada from June 17 to 19. In Ottawa, the first step of his visit, Mr. 
Mandela delivered a speech before both Houses in which he requested the 
Canadian government to maintain current sanctions against South Africa and 
to continue supporting the anc. Earlier, he had held talks with Prime Minister 
Brian Mulroney and Secretary of State for External Affairs Joe Clark.*? The 
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nationalist leader then travelled to Toronto and Montreal, where he met with the 
Ontario and Quebec premiers David Peterson and Robert Bourassa, and govern- 
ment members. Mr. Mandela encouraged political officials and the general 
public to increase material support for democratic movements in South Africa, 
as he had done in Ottawa, and he reiterated the importance of maintaining 
current sanctions.™ 


In early June, Canada termed the South African President’s decision 
Frederick de Klerk to end a four-year State of Emergency in three out of four 
provinces “an important and constructive step.” However, it regretted that the 
State of Emergency would remain in force in the province of Natal. In April, the 
Government provided $200 000 for the victims of violence in that province. 


2 — Ethiopia 


Canada had initiated a meeting held by countries offering aid to Ethiopia in 
New York on April 23. The 12 EEc countries, Norway, Sweden, Switzerland and 
the United States agreed at that meeting to adopt a Statement of Principles 
proposed by Canada. This statement, which applies to humanitarian relief 
efforts, requests the conflicting parties to guarantee the safe passage of humani- 
tarian relief supplies, refrain from military attacks on vehicles transporting food 
and recognize the coordinating role played by the United Nations.®’ On June 7, 
following an announcement by the Ethiopian government to reopen the Port of 
Massawa and again allow airlifts, the Minister for External Relations and 
International Development, Monique Landry, said she was satisfied with the 
measures, which, she recalled, foster a climate of peace and are in keeping with 
the objectives of the June 24 Statement.® 


Early in the quarter, Ethiopia’s Foreign Economic Relations Minister 
visited Canada. He agreed to convey to his country’s authorities a request by 
Minister Landry that Ethiopia receive an international parliamentary delega- 
tion to promote the development of a peaceful solution between the parties. 
Canadian parliamentarians represented by David MacDonald are assisting in 
this matter.® 
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3 — Zaire 


Events on May 11 at the University of Lubumbashi in Zaire prompted the 
Minister for External Relations and International Development, Monique Lan- 
dry, to express Canada’s concerns to the Ambassador of Zaire. In a news release 
issued on May 31, she condemned the acts of violence committed against Zairian 
students.” 


4 —Humanitarian and Development Assistance 


On May 10, ciDA contributed $490 000 to the Faculty of Health Sciences at 
the National University of Benin under an institutional support program.* Two 
weeks later, the Desjardins International Development Society was granted 
$5 million for a four-year project to support activities by the Ministry of Social 
Affairs and the Promotion of Women in Niger.” 


M — Canada, Asia and Oceania 


1 — Trip to Asia by the Minister for External Relations 
and International Development 


Monique Landry, Minister for External Relations and International Devel- 
opment, was in New Delhi to attend the Annual Meeting of the Asian Develop- 
ment Bank and extended her stay in India until May 7 so that she could meet 
with several political figures and visit various projects funded by cipA. Mrs. 
Landry then travelled to Pakistan where she had a similar schedule.” Prior to 
her departure for Asia, she announced a $6-million development assistance 
grant for Pakistan and additional aid valued at several million dollars to support 
Afghan refugees there.™ 


2 — Hong Kong 


The Governor of Hong Kong, Sir David Wilson, made an official visit to 
Canada from May 22.to 25. Discussions during this first visit to Canada by a 
governor from Hong Kong focused on increasing Canada-Hong Kong trade. In 
Ottawa and Toronto, the Governor met with the Prime Minister, the Secretary 
of State for External Affairs, the Minister of Employment and Immigration, and 
the Minister for International Trade. Meetings were also scheduled with busi- 
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ness, academic and community representatives from the British protectorate.” 
During the Governor’s visit, the Secretary of State for External Affairs said that 
Canada planned to create a network of bilateral accords with Hong Kong which 
would preserve current opportunities for cooperation after 1997.% 


3 —Myanmar 


The Secretary of State for External Affairs, Joe Clark, warmly welcomed the 
democratic national elections held in Myanmar, formerly Burma, on May 27 and 
extended his best wishes to the new Parliament in drafting a new constitution. 
Mr. Clark also called upon the Government of Myanmar to release opposition 
leaders and other political detainees, because such a release would represent “a 
crucial first step” towards democracy and “an important” signal to the interna- 
tional community.” 


4 — Humanitarian and Development Assistance 


Throughout the quarter, 25 non-governmental organizations sponsored 
various development assistance projects in Cambodia. A total of $8 million will 
be spent over the coming years. These are the first assistance projects in 
Cambodia since it again became eligible for Canadian programs in January.” In 
addition, CIDA announced this quarter the signing of two Memoranda of Under- 
standing with China. The first concerns a $10.5-million project to manage 
China’s forestry resources,” and the second is for improving management of its 
transportation sector.’” Finally, on May 11, the Export Development Corpora- 
tion supported a uSs$9.8-million loan for the construction of a carbon-sulphur 
plant in China.’ 


N — Thematic Chronology* 


Canada and the European Bank for Reconstruction and Development 
April-May-June: 


The Canadian government continued to closely follow developments sur- 
rounding the European Bank for Reconstruction and Development. In late 
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May, Canadian Finance Minister Michael Wilson announced a $30-million 
contribution to that bank per year for the next five years. “It is important 
that Canada, as a trading nation, does not miss the opportunity offered by 
this bank,” he explained. Canada’s interest in the bank is estimated at 3.4 
per cent. 


Official Visit by the Director of UNESCO 


April 2 to 5: 


Federico Mayor, Director General of the UN Educational, Scientific and 
Cultural Organization (UNESCO), visited Canada. While in Ottawa, he held 
talks with Monique Landry, the Minister for External Relations and Inter- 
national Development, on reform projects in preparation for the next session 
of UNESCO’s Executive Council which will be held in Paris in May. Stops in 
Quebec City and Toronto completed his trip. 


Visit to Canada by Supreme Allied Commander Europe 


April 11: 


The daily La Presse reported that John Galvin, NATO Supreme Allied 
Commander Europe, met with Defence Minister Bill McKnight in Ottawa. 
Maintaining ground and air forces in Central Europe was the meeting’s 
main topic. The short meeting with General Galvin took place during a tour 
of capital cities of NATO member countries. 


Prime Minister Hosts the Labour Secretary and a U.S. Senator 
April 23: 


Elizabeth Dole, Labour Secretary, and Senator Robert Dole travelled to 
Ottawa for a brief working visit. Mrs. Dole met with her Canadian counter- 
part, the Minister of Employment and Immigration, Barbara McDougall, 
and the Minister Responsible for the Status of Women, Mary Collins. 
Senator Dole held talks with the Prime Minister, the Secretary of State for 
External Affairs and the Minister of Finance. 


Amex Bank and Financial Institutions Issue 


Late April: 


A delay imposed by Finance Minister Michael Wilson ended, and he issued 
letters patent to Amex Bank. A request for letters patent by American 
Express shook the Canadian banking community in early 1989. The Govern- 
ment, which plans to table its body of law on financial reform in Canada in 
several steps, was still hoping to table the bill on trust companies before the 
end of the session. The tabling of other legislation on banks, insurance 
companies and cooperatives was postponed until an unspecified date. 
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Brief Visit to Canada by President of Cyprus 
April 30: 


The President of Cyprus, George Vassiliou, made a working visit to Ottawa, 
where he held talks with the Prime Minister at the House of Commons. 
Toronto was also on Mr. Vassiliou’s itinerary. 


New Trade Offices in Dubai and Karachi 
May 7 and 11: 


Canada announced the opening of a satellite trade office in Karachi, 
Pakistan, that will be under the jurisdiction of Canada’s High Commission 
in Islamabad. Efforts will be made in the oil and gas, electricity, agriculture 
and high-technology sectors. Three days later, Canada provided financial 
support to the Canada-Arab Business Council for the opening of another 
trade office, this time in Dubai, United Arab Emirates. 


End of Meetings with European Foreign Ministers 
May 11 to 14: 


While in Dublin, Joe Clark, Secretary of State for External Affairs, met with 
his counterpart, Gerald Collins, and with Irish Prime Minister Charles 
Haughey. Three days later, Mr. Clark held meetings in Athens with Antonio 
Samaras, the Greek Foreign Minister. Greece’s new Prime Minister, Con- 
stantin Mitsotakis, also held talks with the Secretary of State. These 
meetings were the last in a series of meetings that Canada had undertaken 
to examine changes under way in Europe and their impact on NATO and the 
CSCE. 


Another Nomination to the International Centre for Human Rights 
May 18: 


It was announced the former Costa Rican President Oscar Arias will be 
sitting on the Board of Directors of the International Centre for Human 
Rights and Democratic Development. The Centre is chaired by Ed Broad- 
bent and should open its office soon in Montreal. 


Visits by Eastern Europeans 
May 20 to 31: 


Ten journalists from Bulgaria, Czechoslovakia, Hungary, Poland, Romania 
and Yugoslavia visited Canada under a project of External Affairs and Inter- 
national Trade Canada. Making stops in Ottawa, Toronto and Montreal, the 
journalists met with parliamentarians, senior government officials, and 
members of the press and electronic media in order to familiarize them- 
selves with the Canadian political system and information dissemination. 
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Canadian Assistance for UNIFEM 
May 28: 


CIDA approved a project valued at $7 million to be implemented by the 
United Nations Development Fund for Women (UNIFEM). The five-year 
project will promote the role of women in development in Southern African 
countries. UNIFEM is a voluntary United Nations fund. 


Secretary-General of the Commonwealth in Canada 
June 3 to 6: 


Mr. Shridath Ramphal, Secretary-General of the Commonwealth, visited 
Ottawa, where he met with the Prime Minister to discuss the Commonwealth’s 
future. This was Mr. Ramphal’s last visit in his capacity as Secretary- 
General, as he will be resigning on July 1.

Presentation 


Etudes internationales has been publishing a chronological review of 
Canada’s external relations for ten years. It lists events involving Canadian 
government interaction with foreign governments. These events are di- 
vided into thematic and geographic sections presenting, in turn, Canadian 
policies on defense, immigration, development aid, economic and commer- 
cial policies, Canadian participation in international organizations and 
bilateral relations linking Canada with all regions of the globe. 


The chronological review provides a reference tool for those interested 
in Canadian foreign policy. It does not analyse or comment on this policy. 
Rather, it presents a rapid overview of events in the quarter — this volume 
covers the period from July to September 1990 — and allows the reader to 
follow Canada's external relations as they take place. This volume is 
intended for researchers, civil servants, journalists and all those needing 
specific information on the federal government's relations with the interna- 
tional community. 


It is a pleasure to make this bilingual edition available to the anglo- 
phone public, thanks to the support of External Affairs and International 
Trade Canada. We hope that this publication in book form will make the 
information it provides available to a broader public. 
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A - Overview 


Even though the government is usually less active in the summer, 
Canada had to deal with two major political crises during this summer 
quarter. The first, termed the Amerindian or Oka crisis by the press and 
broadcast media, was primarily a matter of Canadian domestic policy. 
However, coverage of, and interest in, the crisis abroad did affect some 
aspects of Canada’s foreign policy. Canada was asked to set out its position 
before the United Nations Working Group on Indigenous Populations,' and 
the Secretary of State for External Affairs wrote to the members of the 
European Parliament after they had passed a motion censuring the Govern- 
ment of Canada.” The second crisis, which the international media dubbed 
the Gulf Crisis, also mobilized the energies of the federal government, as it 
became involved economically, diplomatically and militarily, joining its 
voice with those of several other countries. 


These two events almost completely overshadowed all other important 
developments during the quarter, particularly a speech on the development 
of foreign policy’ and a suggestion reiterated by the Secretary of State for 
External Affairs on a number of occasions to create a process to better 
contain conflict in the Asia-Pacific region. Parliament began sitting on 
September 24 with constitutional reform and management of the Canadian 
economy on its agenda in addition to the Middle East situation and the 
consequences of the Oka crisis.

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B - Defence Policies 
1 - NATO 


On July 5 and 6, the Heads of State and Government of the 16 member 
countries of the North Atlantic Alliance met in London for the 11th NaTo 
Summit. Its backdrop was dialogue with the East and a review of NATO 
strategy. Many significant events occurred during the Summit: Soviet Pres- 
ident Mikhail Gorbachev was invited to address the NATO Council, a joint 
declaration of non-aggression with the Warsaw Pact countries was pro- 
posed, a commitment was made supporting the disarmament of conven- 
tional forces in Europe, including a possible ceiling on German troop levels, 
and it was recommended that the cscE (Conference on Security and Coop- 
eration in Europe) be institutionalized.* At the close of this meeting, Cana- 
dian Prime Minister Brian Mulroney called the direction taken by NATO “an 
important turning point in the history of Europe” and said that he was very 
satisfied with the Summit’s outcome.° 


2 - Canadian Forces in Europe 


On September 20, National Defence Minister Bill McKnight announced 
that Canadian Forces personnel stationed in Europe would be reduced by 
1,400 over the next year. “These are budget-driven reductions,” explained 
the Minister. “(...) There will be no change in our role in NATO as a result, and 
our personnel strength in Europe will remain well above what we had the 
mid-1980s.”6 


3 - Other Issues 


Canadian military exchanges with Eastern European countries, begun 
some time ago, remained an important part of Canadian defence policy, as 
the Chief of Defence Staff, General John de Chastelain, hosted his Czecho- 
slovak counterpart, Anton Slimak, from July 21 to 25’ and then travelled to 
the Soviet Union and Hungary from July 31 to August 10.’ Talks held during 
these visits dealt with a range of bilateral and multilateral issues such as 
security in Europe, military doctrine and disarmament.

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On August 20, the Department of National Defence released its first 
annual review of chemical and biological defence. The review indicated that 
Canada’s main activities in this area were hazard assessment, detection, 
protection, decontamination and therapy, as well as international negotia- 
tions.® Three days later, a Biological and Chemical Defence Review Commit- 
tee was created. This new committee will examine the Department’s 
research programs and facilities in the areas of biological and chemical 
defence.’° 


C - Economic and Trade Policies 


Changes were made to Canada’s Export Control List on August 8. By 
reducing the number of export permits and removing several products from 
its control list the Canadian government is pursuing two objectives: to 
promote trade with regions such as Eastern Europe that had previously been 
subject to these controls, and to facilitate trade in such high-technology 
products as personal computers and electronic components. In addition, a 
new General Export Permit, which accompanies these measures, will 
facilitate trade between Canada and cocoM member countries (Coordinating 
Committee for Multilateral Strategic Export Controls) by eliminating some 
3,000 export permit applications.” 


Late in the quarter, the Department of Energy, Mines and Resources 
released figures on Canadian uranium resources. Canada remains the 
world’s leading producer and exporter of uranium with an output of 11,400 
tonnes and sales of $900 million. Almost 85 per cent of the annual production 
is sold to electrical utilities mainly in the United States, Japan and Western 
Europe.” 


D - Development Assistance Policies 


Monique Landry, Minister for External Relations and International 
Development, announced the creation of an Environment and Development 
Support Program on September 21. With $350,000 in funding, this new 
program will make it possible for non-governmental organizations to ex- 
change information and establish links with their counterparts in develop- 
ing countries. The Canadian Environmental Network (CEN) will support the

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program by giving training and advice to Canadian NcGos. A committee of 
representatives from CEN, CIDA and the Canadian Council for International 
Cooperation will provide the program’s managers with advice on the admi- 
nistration of funding.’® 


E - Immigration Policies 


Employment and Immigration Minister Barbara McDougall travelled 
to Asia from September 2 to 14, making stops in Hong Kong, Bangkok and 
Delhi.* During the first four days of her visit, spent in Hong Kong, Mrs. 
McDougall visited the immigration unit at the Canadian Commission, as 
well as the Pillar Point and Whilehead refugee camps. On the day before her 
departure for Bangkok, she delivered a speech before the Canadian Chamber 
of Commerce in Hong Kong on Canada’s policy concerning immigrants in the 
business person’s category.® She then travelled to Thailand from August 7 
to 11, where she met with immigration staff at the Canadian Embassy in 
Bangkok. She also visited another refugee camp, this one in Ban Napho. In 
India, the last leg of her trip, the Minister completed her tour ofimmigration 
units by visiting the one at the High Commission in Delhi. 


The Department of Employment and Immigration announced changes 
to its immigration policy on at least three occasions during the quarter. On 
August 6, it decided that citizens of Kenya and Argentina must henceforth 
obtain visitor visas. This step was apparently taken because of the steadily 
increasing numbers of citizens from other countries who use Kenyan and 
Argentinean passports to take advantage of the visa exemption.’° A few days 
later, the Department modified its policy towards nationals from Eastern 
Europe. On September 4, 1990, Canada normalised the procedures for 
processing applications from the U.S.s.R. and the Eastern European coun- 
tries. For example, the Self-Exiled Persons Class will be phased out and 
applications from selected workers and independent immigrants will now be 
accepted.’” Finally, on August 20, the Department proposed changes to the 
“Immigrant Investor” component of the Business Immigration Program 
concerning eligibility rules and an investment minimum .8

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F - International Organizations and Meetings 
1 - The United Nations 


The debates of the 45th Session of the General Assembly, the stands 
taken by the Security Council in response to the invasion of Kuwait* and the 
co-chairmanship of the first World Summit for Children all provided oppor- 
tunities for the Canadian government to make known its views on current 
events before the international community. 


From September 25 to 28, Secretary of State for External Affairs Joe 
Clark was in New York to attend the opening of the General Assembly.?9 In 
a speech delivered on September 26, Mr. Clark again emphasized the need 
for international security and cooperation. Confidence building, animproved 
verification process, reaching a consensus on non-proliferation and the 
banning of nuclear tests, as well as transparency in military sales and 
expenditures, were all factors mentioned by Mr. Clark as the basis of a “new 
focus on regional approaches to security [that] is more necessary and more 
promising than ever.” The Secretary of State continued his speech by calling 
upon UN member countries to build “a structure of cooperative security.” This 
multidimensional structure would require dialogue and a willingness to 
compromise, would reject the formation of blocs and ideologies and would 
focus on effective and functional methods. Adopting such a structure and 
measures would make the United Nations more effective and, would make 
it possible to benefit from the end of the Cold War by introducing a world 
order based on these concepts, concluded Mr. Clark.”° During his visit to the 
UN, Mr. Clark also met with several foreign ministers, including his Soviet 
counterpart. 


The World Summit for Children, which brought together over seventy 
world leaders in New York on September 29 and 30, was another important 
United Nations event. The idea for this Summit was put forward in a 
December 1988 UNICEF report and, in February 1990, the governments of six 
countries, including Canada, took the initiative of organizing the event. The 
Canadian Prime Minister co-chaired the Summit with Moussa Traoré, his 
counterpart from Mali. An action plan to reduce infant mortality by one- 
third and the malnutrition rate by one-half by the year 2000 was adopted, 
unaccompanied by financial commitments.”! At the close of the Summit,

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Canadian Prime Minister Mulroney termed the meeting a “turning point” 
and emphasized the importance of placing the issue back on the international 
agenda.”? When he returned to Canada, Mr. Mulroney asked Perrin Beatty, 
the Minister of National Health and Welfare, follow up on the recommenda- 
tions.” 


Further arrangements for the 1992 UN Conference on Environment and 
Development (UNCED) were made this quarter. Canada announced that it 
would contribute $5 million for preparations for this international meeting” 
and participated in the First Preparatory Committee Meeting for UNCED 
from August 6 to 31.” John Bell, Special Advisor to the Secretary of State for 
External Affairs on the Environment, headed the Canadian delegation. 


2 - The Inter-American Development Bank 


Joe Clark, Secretary of State for External Affairs, chaired the 57th 
Committee Meeting of the Inter-American Development Bank Board of 
Governors, held in Washington on September 22, 1990. This meeting dealt 
with a number of issues, including investment and debt reduction for Latin 
American and Caribbean countries.”® 


3 - The imr and the World Bank 


From September 20 to 27, preparatory meetings and plenary sessions 
were held in Washington during the 45th Annual Meeting of the Boards of 
Governors of the International Monetary Fund and the World Bank Group. 
Discussions focussed primarily on the international economic situation in 
view of the increase in oil prices and developments in the Middle East. In 
addition to participating in sessions of the Annual Assembly and the Group 
of Ten, Canada’s Finance Minister Michael Wilson also chaired discussions 
of the Interim Committee. At the close of their meeting, the finance 
ministers and the governors of the central banks agreed to assist countries 
affected by the Gulf crisis without specifying the terms of such assistance. 
Turning to other topics, they encouraged the countries with deficit budgets 
to correct their situation and expressed a desire to see the GATT negotiations 
yield a final agreement by the end of the year.?’

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4 - The catr and Multilateral Trade Negotiations (mtn) 


The trading nations met in Geneva for the July meeting of the GATT 
Multilateral Trade Negotiations Committee, after which negotiating groups 
again met in late August to try to resolve outstanding issues. The quarter’s 
discussions on agriculture, a bone of contention at the MTN, focussed on a 
proposal made by Aart de Zeeuw, Chairman of the Agriculture Negotiating 
Group. Canada, as well as other agricultural exporting nations belonging to 
the Cairns Group, supported this proposal during their July 4 to 6 meeting 
in Santiago.”® Besides this meeting, Canada participated in another MTN 
Ministerial Meeting, that of the ministers of member countries of the Asia- 
Pacific Economic Forum, held in Vancouver in mid-September. At both 
meetings, International Trade Minister John Crosbie said he hoped the 
December meeting in Brussels would produce tangible results.”? 


From July 30 to August 3, the Gatr Council conducted its third series of 
reviews under its Trade Policy Review Mechanism, by examining the trade 
systems of Canada, Hong Kong, Japan and New Zealand. The GATT 
Secretariat released its review on Canada on July 30, and the Minister for 
International Trade said he was very satisfied with the report’s conclu- 
sions.*° 


5 - Houston Economic Summit 


Immediately after the NATO Summit, Prime Minister Mulroney and the 
Secretary of State for External Affairs flew to Houston, USA to attend the 
annual meeting of the seven most industrialized nations from July 9 to 11. 
Finance Minister Michael Wilson joined them for the meeting. This year, the 
economic summit dealt mainly with discussions on the reform of agricultural 
policies and the terms of economic aid for the Soviet Union.*! Canada, along 
with France and the Federal Republic of Germany, expressed support for 
extending economic aid to the U.s.s.R. and Prime Minister Mulroney indi- 
cated in his closing remarks that Canadian assistance would consist “of 
agricultural and export credits, technical assistance agreements and pro- 
grams and private sector joint-ventures”.*? The Group of Seven’s final 
communiqué provides for the option of giving the U.S.S.R. no more than simple

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technical assistance, either by setting out political conditions or acting in 
accordance with the conclusions drawn in the International Monetary Fund 
and World Bank review of the Soviet economy.*? 


Prime Minister Mulroney was satisfied with the participants’ commit- 
ment to liberalize agricultural trade by “substantially” and “gradually” 
reducing support and protective measures, considering it a “very clear” 
indication of the industrialized nations’ desire to end this stalemate. 
Finance Minister Wilson felt that positions had developed positively since 
the meeting of OECD countries held a month earlier.* 


Other Summit topics, which received less attention, included the global 
economy, democracy in Europe, loans to China and the environment. The 
Seven did not agree on measures to stabilize carbon dioxide emissions, but 
the World Bank and the European Community were asked to develop a 
program to protect Brazil’s tropical rain forest, while Canada initiated 
discussions on land-based sources of marine pollution and unregulated 
fishing practices.*6 


Finally, the Canadian delegation took advantage of the Summit to 
organize bilateral talks between the Prime Minister and his counterparts. 
Mr. Mulroney held talks with the President of the Ec, the Prime Minister of 
Japan and the u.s. President.*” 


G - Canada-u.s. Relations 
1 - The Bush-Mulroney Meetings and the Acid Rain Issue 


This quarter, developments in the Persian Gulf crisis more or less 
dominated other issues normally on the agenda of meetings between the 
Canadian Prime Minister and the vu.s. President. Their private talk in 
Washington* on August 6 dealt exclusively with the Gulf crisis and their 
formal meeting in Kenebunkport on August 27 was dominated by it.*® 
However, special attention was paid to the acid rain issue. While in Houston

for the Economic Summit, Mr. Mulroney and Mr. Bush undertook, in a joint 
statement made on July 8, to begin negotiations for “a practical and effective 
air quality accord.”*° They left it up to Canadian Environment Minister 
Robert de Cotret and u.s. Environmental Protection Agency Administrator 
William Reilley to determine the details of the negotiations. Mr. Reilley 
travelled to Ottawa in mid-July*! and he and Mr. de Cotret scheduled 
Canada-u.s. negotiations to begin on August 28. The Canadian negotiating 
team would be led by Michael Phillips, Assistant Deputy Minister for 
External Affairs, and Robert Slater, Assistant Deputy Minister of the 
Environment. 


2 - Trade Issues 


The Canada-u.s. pork dispute was again on this quarter’s agenda. In 
August, a panel established under the Free Trade Agreement supported 
arguments advanced by the Canadian pork industry and acknowledged that 
there was no substantial evidence supporting the U.S. injury finding. It 
therefore requested the U.s. Trade Commission to review the issue. In Sep- 
tember, three of the four issues challenged by the Canadian government 
concerning countervailing duties on Canadian pork imports were also 
remanded to the U.s. Department of Commerce.*? 


An order by the u.s. Department of Commerce had imposed counter- 
vailing duties of 8 cents per kilogram in September 1989, and a GATT panel 
had recommended that the United States refund excess duties paid by 
Canadian pork exporters. 


On August 3, the International Trade Minister said that Canada would 
not agree to raise the rule of origin requirement for duty-free automotive 
trade between the two countries. Mr. Crosbie was responding to a recom- 
mendation made by the Automotive Select Panel to increase the rule of 
origin from 50 to 60 per cent. The Automotive Select Panel is a binational, 
private sector advisory group established under the FTa. Its mandate is to 
recommend policies to improve the North American automobile industry’s 
competitiveness in the world market.** 


Finally, the contentious issues of beer and asbestos were still unre- 
solved, while the fisheries issue ended in an agreement. During the quarter,

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the United States began an investigation of Canadian beer marketing 
practices, and Canadian and U.S. GATT representatives prepared to discuss 
the basis of a complaint lodged by the G. Heileman Brewing Company in the 
u.s.“4 As for the asbestos ban, the oral presentation of briefs before the U.s.. 
Court of Appeal started in September. Canadian and Quebec defendants 
emphasized that the asbestos ban was not based on any relevant scientific 
evidence and that it violated GaTr rules and the Canada-u.s. Free Trade 
Agreement. Both parties have until the end of the yéar to present their 
stand.** Late in the quarter, the United States and Canada signed an 
agreement regulating fishing practices in territorial waters of the other 
country.*® 


H - Canada and Western Europe 
1 - The EEc 


The annual meeting of the North Atlantic Fisheries Organization (NAFO) 
was held in Halifax from September 11 to 14. At that meeting, allowable 
quotas were set for the coming year, asis customary. This time the EEC, which 
for years has opposed these quotas or abstained from voting on them and 
then set quotas unilaterally, voted along with the other NAFO members on 
some quotas. However, it continued to oppose NAFO recommendations on 
northern cod stocks which pitted it against Canada. At the close of the 
meeting, International Trade Minister John Crosbie felt that the members’ 
unanimity on some totals obtained as a result of the EEC’s action was positive, 
but recalled at the same time that all NAFO member countries should observe 
the NAFO recommendations for this disputed zone.*” 


2 - West Germany - 


From September 16 to 21 Richard von Weizsaecker, President of the 
Federal Republic of Germany, made a state visit to Canada. Mr. von 
Weizsaecker attended a brief working session with the Canadian Prime 
Minister during which the Persian Gulf crisis, German-Canada cooperation 
and German unity were discussed. On this last point, the President assured 
Prime Minister Mulroney that a unified Germany would not pose a threat 
to the world order and that Germany would remain a trustworthy partner

of Canada. Mr. von Weizsaecker, who was accompanied by Environment 
Minister Klaus Toepfer, also signed an environmental cooperation agree- 
ment with Canadian leaders. After his stayin Ottawa, the President visited 
Quebec City, Toronto, Victoria and Vancouver for talks with political, 
business, cultural and academic representatives.*® 


3 - Belgium 


A visit to Canada by Belgian Prime Minister Wilfred Martens, sche- 
duled for September 9 to 14, was cancelled in early September due to the 
international situation. The Canadian and Belgian governments decided to 
postpone the official visit to a date that had not been specified by the end of 
the quarter.*9 


4 - Italy 


International Trade Minister John Crosbie held talks with his Italian 
counterpart, Renato Ruggiero, in Ottawa on September 6. Their talks 
focussed on the Uruguay Round of Multilateral Trade Negotiations and 
relations between Canada, Italy and the European Community in the light 
of the 1993 Single Market. These talks with Mr. Ruggiero, who is President 
of the Ec until the end of the year, were designated to give the Canadian 
government a better understanding of Italy’s and the Ec’s position by the end 
of the current round of Multilateral Trade Negotiations.© 


I - Canada and Eastern Europe 
1 - Assistance to Central and Eastern Europe 


During the quarter, Canada expanded its cooperation with the Central 
and Eastern European countries that had chosen democracy and a market 
economy. Last year, it had established a $42 million program for projects in 
Poland and Hungary. This time, on July 4, along with the other OEcD 
countries that make up the “Group of 24,” Canada extended its assistance to 
four other countries: Czechoslovakia, Bulgaria, East Germany and Yugos- 
lavia. An additional $60 million was provided over and above previous 
amounts. Canada also said it was prepared to include Romania in this 
assistance program once it began to show “consistent respect” for human

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rights. The elements of Canadian assistance remain unchanged: consoli- 
dation of democracy, economic development, and the promotion of private 
enterprise as the cornerstone of economic growth.*} 


In mid-July, a group of twenty Polish farmers started agricultural 
training in Canada. This project, funded by the Economic Development 
Fund for Poland and Hungary, had been discussed by Canadian and Polish 
leaders during a trade mission to Poland by the Canadian Minister of 
Agriculture last April.* 


J - Canada, Latin America and the Caribbean 
1 - Visits by Canadian Ministers to South America 


International Trade Minister John Crosbie, who was already in Chile to 
attend the Cairns Group meeting, met with Chilean government leaders 
from July 6 to 9. This visit was primarily an economic one and enabled Mr. 
Crosbie to meet with the President of Chile, Patricio Aylwin, the Minister of 
Finance, Alejandro Foxley Rioseco, and the Minister of the Economy, Carlos 
Ominami Pascual. Negotiations on double taxation andinvestment protection 
were also held and a bilateral Air Transport Agreement was signed.* 


A few weeks later Jake Epp, the Minister of Energy, Mines and Resources, 
made a ten-day visit to Bolivia, Paraguay, Ecuador and Colombia. On 
August 7, he attended the inauguration of the new Colombian President, 
Cesar Gaviria Trujillo. Mr. Epp took advantage of his trip to meet with the 
Foreign and Energy ministers of some of the countries visited to inspect work 
accomplished as part of development projects. In Ecuador he signed a 
series of Memoranda of Understanding for several assistance projects 
having a total value of $19.5 million.© 


2 - Mexico 


Still concerned about Canada’s participation in U.s.-Mexico talks on a 
possible free trade agreement, the federal government began consultations 
and studies on that issue this summer. On September 24, International 
Trade Minister John Crosbie announced Canada’s decision to participate in 
exploratory consultations to establish the basis for subsequent negotiations

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on an agreement linking the three parties. The Minister explained the 
reasons behind this decision as follows: “It is in the Canadian interest to 
participate from the outset in these free trade talks first initiated by Mexico 
with the United States. The alternative would be not to participate and lose 
the opportunity to have a direct influence and role in negotiations which 
could affect our trading interests in the vital North American market.”*6 


This announcement coincided with a visit to Canada by Mexican Trade 
and Industry Secretary Jaime Serra. It was Mr. Serra’s third visit to Canada 
in a year. With talks on North American free trade negotiations and trade 
opportunities between Mexico and Canada, meetings held by Mr. Serra in 
Ottawa, Toronto and Montréal with Canadian government officials and 
business representatives dealt primarily with trade and economic relations 
between Canada and Mexico.*’ 


3 - Trinidad and Tobago 


In anews release issued on July 28, Prime Minister Mulroney expressed 
his “profound dismay” at the attempted takeover of the government of 
Trinidad and Tobago. The Canadian government, he said, “condemns this 
attempt to subvert the long and proud democratic traditions of that country 
by violence.”°§ 


4 - Humanitarian and Development Assistance 


Canada announced on August 15 that it would provide $1 million in 
humanitarian assistance to Peru and $250,000 for the drought victims in 
that country. This assistance would be added to the $50,000 announced on 
June 5 for Peruvian families left homeless as a result of an earthquake.*? On 
september 20, Canada announced that it would contribute $1 million to 
Haiti to support the holding of elections.© 
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K - Canada and the Middle East 
1 - The Persian Gulf Crisis 


This quarter’s major event, now called the Persian Gulf crisis, has 
affected many aspects of Canada’s foreign policy. A summary of the diplo- 
matic, military and trade positions taken by Canada regarding this crisis 
and its opinion expressed at an international forum follows. 


On August 2 the Canadian government condemned Iraq’s military 
action against Kuwait, calling it “totally unacceptable aggression”.®' It 
undertook a series of bilateral and multilateral consultations that saw 
Canada’s Prime Minister travel to the United States on August 6 to meet 
with his American counterpart™ and the Secretary of State for External 
Affairs participate in a special meeting of NATO Foreign Ministers on August 
10. Diplomatic contacts continued on a regular basis until the session of the 
UN General Assembly late in the quarter, which gave rise to several other 
meetings, including those with the Iranian, Jordanian and Soviet Foreign 
Ministers.™. 


In the days following the Iraqi occupation of Kuwait, Canada imposed 
certain sanctions against Baghdad. These included freezing Kuwaiti assets 
in Canada, imposing an embargo on imports from and exports to that region, 
and suspending the Canada-Iraq Agreement on Trade, Economic and 
Technical Cooperation.® Since Canadian sales to Iraq consist mainly of 
grain products, particularly wheat and barley, Canadian producers would 
be compensated for financial losses resulting from the embargo. 


On August 10, following on the heels of a NATO decision to support a 
multilateral force of intervention, the Prime Minister announced that three 
Canadian Forces ships would be dispatched to the Persian Gulf: the destroyers 
H.M.C.S. Athabaskan and Terra Nova and the supply ship H.M.C.S., Protecteur.®’ 
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These ships did not leave Halifax, Nova Scotia until August 27, since it took 
two weeks to install new defence systems and to modernize them.® With over 
930 crew members on board, they arrived in the Gulfin mid-September and 
were instructed to patrol the middle of the Gulf, from a point north of the 
Strait of Hormuz to one south of Bahrain, along with American, British and 
French vessels.®? The Governor General of Canada also signed the Order-in- 
Council authorizing the troops to begin active service. 


While these developments were unfolding, the federal government was 
closely monitoring the situation of Canadian citizens and diplomats, issuing 
several news releases on the situation.” Even though Baghdad had requested 
foreign countries to close their embassies in Kuwait and transfer them to the 
Iraqi capital by August 24 Canada, like many other countries, decided to 
keep its diplomatic representation in operation. Throughout the quarter 
half a dozen Canadian diplomats under the direction of William Bowden, 
Chargé d’ Affaires, remained at their post in Kuwait City. Staff at embassies 
in Kuwait and Iraq continued to ensure the evacuation of Canadian nationals. 
After the August 24 deadline, the foreign embassies began experiencing 
difficulties with water and power supplies. Iraqi troops were stationed near 
the residences. Prime Minister Mulroney immediately condemned what he 
termed “a violation of one of the most fundamental rules governing conduct 
between nations that purport to be civilized.””! The Iraqi Ambassador to 
Canada was summoned. On September 14, following the temporary arrest 
of a Canadian diplomat in Kuwait, Canadian leaders again lodged protests 
with the Iraqi ambassador.” A few days later, Ottawa decided to limit the 
movements of Iraqi diplomats in Canada by requiring them to obtain special 
authorization for travel outside the national capital. At the end of the 
quarter the government was still examining the possibility of taking addi- 
tional measures against the diplomats.” 


At the United Nations, the fifteen member nations of the Security 
Council met with virtually no break in August and September. On August 
2, the members were almost unanimous in adopting a resolution condemn-

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ing the invasion of Kuwait and demanding the immediate withdrawal of 
Iraqi forces. Four days later Canada co-sponsored Resolution 661 imposing 
comprehensive economic and trade sanctions on Iraq. In fact, Canada 
supported all nine resolutions adopted by the Council between August 2 and 
September 25. In addition to Resolutions 660 and 661, Canada also supported 
a statement confirming that the annexation of Kuwait was null and void 
(August 9), aresolution demanding that Iraq allow foreign nationals to leave 
(August 18) and a resolution allowing naval forces to use coercive measures 
to enforce the embargo (August 25). It also approved the supply of food aid 
by international organizations (September 14), a resolution condemning 
“aggressive acts” against diplomatic buildings and staffin Kuwait (September 
16), aresolution on the examination of requests for assistance from countries 
experiencing economic difficulties (September 24) and an air embargo, set 
out in Resolution 670 (September 25). 


On September 14, the Canadian government decided to send additional 
military forces to the Persian Gulf and deployed a squadron of CF-18 fighter 
aircraft based in Lahr, West Germany. This would add some 450 military 
officers to the Canadian contingent already in the Persian Gulf.” Prime 
Minister Mulroney also announced a $75-million contribution for humani- 
tarian and economic assistance for countries affected by the Gulf crisis. The 
money will be used to improve the living conditions of refugees and to 
resettle them in their countries.”° Canada had already provided $2.5 million 
in emergency assistance for Jordan on August 26.” 


The Gulf crisis still had not ended by late in the quarter, but the Prime 
Minister felt that Canada had “effectively” contributed to maintaining 
international order.”* Canada’s commitment, he said, “is entirely compatible 
with our traditional role in maintaining international peace,” since this role 
“does not prevent us from responding to an appeal in the case of aggression. 
There is no honour in proclaiming neutrality when international law has 
been so flagrantly held up to ridicule”, he concluded.”

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2 - Iran 


This quarter, Iran appointed a diplomat to the rank of Ambassador to 
Canada. Mohammed Hossein Lavasini was to present his letters of credence 
to Governor General Ray Hnatyshyn on August 16.°° Canada is gradually 
normalizing its relations with Iran, said Joe Clark, the Secretary of State for 
External Affairs a month later at the close of a meeting at United Nations 
headquarters with Ali Akbar Velayati, his Iranian counterpart.*! Mr. Clark 
also promised to appoint a Canadian Ambassador to Teheran shortly. 


3 - Israel 


The death in late July of a Canadian woman visiting Israel after a 
homemade bomb exploded was strongly condemned by the Secretary of 
State for External Affairs, who called it a “vicious act of terrorism perpe- 
tratedon innocentvictims”. This act, he continued, “perpetuates the distressing 
cycle of violence which characterizes the long-standing Arab-Israeli con- 
flict”.°2 A few days later, Mr. Clark reiterated his call for a peaceful 
settlement after the bodies of two more victims were found in the occupied 
territories.® 


L - Canada and Africa (Sub-Saharan) 
1 - Liberia 


Monique Landry, Minister for External Relations and International 
Development, commented on the situation in Liberia on August 1, express- 
ing her dismay at the death of hundreds of Liberian civilians and appealing 
to the parties involved in the conflict — the government and rebel forces — to 
agree to mediation with the Economic Community of West African States. 
Mrs. Landry also pointed out that since Canada did not have a resident 
diplomatic mission in Liberia, Canadian citizens who are still in the country 
would be evacuated through the U.S. contingency plan.™ 
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2 - Nigeria 


The Canada-Nigeria Business Council was inaugurated in September. 
The inauguration, held on September 24 1n Lagos, Nigeria, was the result of 
an exchange of memoranda concluded between Secretary of State for 
External Affairs Joe Clark and Nigerian Foreign Minister Rilwanu Lukman 
during the second meeting of the Canada-Nigeria Joint Economic Commis- 
sion. The Council will be responsible for developing new strategies to 
strengthen economic and trade relations between the two countries, whose 
trade totalled approximately $550 million last year. 


3 - Zimbabwe 


Mr. Robert Mugabe, the President of Zimbabwe, made a state visit to 
Canada from September 25 to 28. This was Mr. Mugabe’s third visit to 
Canada. Talks with the Prime Minister and business representatives were 
scheduled. Meetings with provincial authorities were also organized, since 
Montreal and Toronto completed the President’s itinerary.® 


4 - Development and Humanitarian Assistance 


A training program and a preventive medicine project were initiated by 
cipAin Africa. On August 6, CIDA announced it would contribute $25.7 million 
over a five-year period to help establish a training and development program 
for nationals of Burkina Faso, Mali, Niger and Ivory Coast.®’ On August 27, 
it provided $11 million for a project to prevent sexually transmitted diseases, 
particularly AIDS, in ten member countries of the sapcc (Southern Africa 
Development Coordination Conference).*8 


Finally, Canada made another contribution on August 20, this one 
totalling $400,000, to support the airlift of emergency food supplies into 
Ethiopia. The World Food Program will manage the airlift initiated last 
June to bring food supplies into the Ethiopian city of Asmara.°° 
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M - Canada, Asia and Oceania 


1 - Speeches by the Secretary of State for External Affairs 
and his visit to the Asia-Pacific Region 


Secretary of State for External Affairs Joe Clark paid a major visit to the 
Asia-Pacific region from July 21 to 31. On his visit Mr. Clark combined 
bilateral contacts with multilateral meetings, since his itinerary included 
the conferences of the ASEAN (Association of Southeast Asian Nations) and 
APEC (Asia-Pacific Economic Cooperation Forum). The underlying theme of 
the visit - the need for new forms of cooperation among the countries of the 
region - was the subject of a speech Mr. Clark delivered a few days prior to 
his departure. 


In his address to the Victoria Chamber of Commerce, the Secretary of 
State for External Affairs presented Canada’s position on the Asia-Pacific 
region. Feeling that the time had come to give substance to a “Pacific 
community,” Mr. Clark called for a new dialogue based on a regional 
structure similar to the CSCE that would be able to build security and con- 
fidence in the North Pacific and to restore stability to the region after the end 
of the Cold War.” A week later, the Minister repeated his proposal to 
Japanese leadersin Tokyo. During talks with his counterpart Taro Nakayama 
on the creation of such an organization, Mr. Clark suggested that Canada, 
Japan, the United States, the U.s.s.R., China and both Koreas participate in 
it.21 Mr. Clark and Mr. Nakayama will discuss this issue once again on 
September 18, when the Japanese Foreign Minister visits Canada.” 


Since the new forms of cooperation foreseen for the Asia-Pacific region 
also have an economic dimension, Mr. Clark suggested that China, Hong 
Kong and Taiwan be included in the current economic cooperation process 
and that the APEC be strengthened so it will be able to manage the new 
challenges resulting from the region’s economic dynamism. 


As he had done in Japan, the Secretary of State for External Affairs 
presented his concept of renewed cooperation in the Asia-Pacific region in a 
speech before participants in the Ministerial Conference for the Association 
for Southeast Asian Nations (ASEAN), which opened in Jakarta on July 27. 
“The core of any evolving Pacific community will be ASEAN,” he explained, 
because “the ASEAN dialogue forum offers a model for improving cooperation 
more broadly within the Asia-Pacific region” and “could engage other

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nations” in South Asia.™ As for granting Cambodia a seat at the United 
Nations, an issue that is at the heart of ASEAN discussions, Mr. Clark con- 
sidered support for Cambodia’s current representation at the UN “untenable”.” 


In Singapore, where he was joined by his colleague John Crosbie, the 
International Trade Minister, Mr. Clark participated on July 30 and 31 in 
the Second Asia-Pacific Economic Cooperation Ministerial Meeting. At that 
meeting, the twelve participating countries examined the possibility of 
expanding the APEC mechanism to include Hong Kong, China and Taiwan; 
ministers agreed to find a way for these three economies to join by 1991, the 
time of the next meeting in Seoul. The ministers also endorsed a Canadian 
proposal to start a regional dialogue on pollution in the Pacific Ocean, in 
addition to six other specific work projects.% The Trade Ministers also ac- 
cepted an invitation from Mr. Crosbie to meet in Vancouver on September 
10, 11 and 12 to discuss the state of the Uruguay Round of Multilateral Trade 
Negotiations and how greater progress could be achieved.’ 


2 - Cambodia 


This quarter, in addition to closely following the issue of whether 
Cambodia should have a seat in the United Nations, Canada expressed 
satisfaction with the agreement reached in Jakarta in mid-September by 
representatives of the rival Cambodian factions. The Secretary of State for 
External Affairs commended the five permanent members of the United 
Nations Security Council invoived in the negotiating process and the various 
factions for their willingness to move towards the same goal. Canada will 
dispatch Ambassador Alan Sullivan, co-chairman of the First Commission 
of the Paris Conference, to Vietnam and Cambodia to examine the progress 
being made concerning this issue.” 


3 - China 


Mr. De Montigny Marchand the Under-Secretary of State for External 
Affairs, travelled to China in mid-July to meet with several of that country’s 
political leaders. He was the highest Canadian official to travel there since 
the crackdown by the Chinese Army at Tiananmen Square. When ques- 
tioned about the visit, the Secretary of State for External Affairs indicated

CIDA became involved in two cooperation projects in China. The first, 
valued at $4.9 million, was aimed at increasing the participation of Chinese 
women in the country’s economic development,'™ and the second, valued at 
$26.5 million, at transferring oil and gas technology to China.” Finally, the 
Export Development Corporation guaranteed several loans to China during 
this quarter, including $37.5 million for the purchase of equipment to 
construct a pulp and paper mill and us$9.4 million to supply telecommuni- 
cations systems.) 


4 - South Korea 


Secretary of State for External Affairs Joe Clark paid a brief official visit 
to Seoul on September 19 and 20. He met with his South Korean counterpart, 
Choi Ho-Joong, and President Roh Tae-Woo, with whom he discussed 
security in the North Pacific, the Persian Gulf crisis and trade between the 
two countries. A Memorandum of Understanding on Cultural Cooperation 
was also signed. This was the first visit by a Canadian Minister to South 
Korea since 1975.1" 


5 - Myanmar 


On August 13, the Secretary of State wrote to General Saw Maung, 
Chairman of the State Council for the Restoration of Law and Order in 
Myanmar, requesting him to transfer power to the representatives elected 
during the May 27 elections. Mr. Clark also reiterated a request to release 
Daw Aung San Suu Hyi, leader of the National Democratic Front.’™ 
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6 - Thailand 


A visit to Canada by General Chatichar Choonhavan, the Prime Minis- 
ter of Thailand, scheduled for October 4 to 6, was cancelled late in the quarter 
at the request of Thai authorities due to the domestic situation in that 
country. The visit was postponed to a later date.’® 


7 - Humanitarian and Development Assistance 


In July, the Canadian government announced various assistance pro- 
jects for Asia. On the 10%, cIDA joined the Economic Council of Canada in a 
$14-million institutional cooperation project in Thailand;'™ on the 17“, cIDA 
provided $100,000 in emergency assistance to the Philippines following an 
earthquake;!” on the 18, it contributed $100,000 to the United Nations 
High Commissioner for Refugees to assist people displaced from Myanmar 
to Thailand.!® 


N - Thematic Chronology 


Canadian Contribution to the UNHCR 


July 18: 


CIDA released a breakdown of funds contributed in the past few months to 
the United Nations High Commissioner for Refugees: $1 million was 
allocated to assist Mozambican refugees living in Malawi, $1.5 million for 
Indochinese refugees and $500,000 for Ethiopian refugees in Sudan and 
for Liberian refugees in Cote d'Ivoire and Guinea. (CIDA, News Release No. 
90-48, July 18, 1990.) 


USAF to withdraw from Goose Bay Base 


July 19: 


The United States Air Force (USAF) informed the Department of National 
Defence that it would be withdrawing its personnel and aircraft stationed 
at the Canadian Forces Base Goose Bay, Labrador, by July 18, 1991. 
Permanent U.S. facilities were located at that base under an agreement 
allowing U.S. military aircraft to land at Goose Bay during flights to and 
from Europe. (Department of National Defence, News Release No. 36/90, 
July 19, 1990.) 
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Quint Meeting of Agricultural Ministers 
July 30-31: 


Agricultural Minister and Deputy Prime Minister Don Mazankowski 
attended the Quint Meeting of Agricultural Ministers in Ireland. In a 
speech scheduled for the first day of talks, Mr. Mazankowski told his 
colleagues of Canada’s position on export subsidies, tariff cuts, health 
regulations, market access and the Multilateral Trade Negotiations. 
(Department of Agriculture, Speech, July 30, 1990.) 


50th anniversary of the Canada-United States Joint Board on Defence 
August 17: 


In ajoint communiqué, Prime Minister Mulroney and U.s. President Bush 
repeated their support for the Ogdensburg Declaration. Following this 
declaration, Canada and the United States established, in 1940, the Joint 
Board on Defence whose members meet three times per year to discuss 
defence issues of mutual interest. Various anniversary celebrations were 
held in Kingston, Ontario and Ogdensburg, New York. (Department of 
National Defence, News Release No. 45/90, August 13, 1990 and Office of 
the Prime Minister, News Release, August 17, 1990.) 


Canada and the International Arctic Science Committee 


August 28-31: 


Scientists from Canada, the U.s., the U.s.s.R., Sweden, Norway, Finland, 
Denmark and Iceland held their first meeting in Resolute Bay. The 
Secretary of State for External Affairs welcomed the creation of the new 
non-governmental organization to promote scientific cooperation in the 
Arctic. (Secretary of State for External Affairs, News Release No. 177, 
August 24, 1990.) 


Canada Hosts IRSG Annual Meeting 


September 10 to 14: 


Ottawa hosted the Annual Meeting of the International Rubber Study 
Group (IRSG). The organization’s 250 members from various rubber im- 
porting and exporting countries meet once a year to discuss market 
developments. Canada last hosted the annual meeting in 1971. (Govern- 
ment of Canada, News Release No. 194, September 5, 1990.) 


New Committee on La Francophonie 


September 14: 


The Montreal daily La Presse carried a story on the creation of an advisory 
committee on la Francophonie that will be responsible for guiding the 
government’s steps in preparation for the next Summit ofla Francophonie 
and those concerning the Agency for Cultural and Technical Cooperation. 
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The committee will prepare study documents and make its reeommenda- 
tions to Marcel Masse, the Minister Responsible for la Francophonie. (La 
Presse, September 14, 1990, quoted by Argus, September 14, 1990, p. A16.) 


Another UN body to have its head office in Montreal 


September 21: 


Mostafa Tolba Director General of the United Nations Environmental 
Program, announced that Montreal had been chosen as the site for the 
Multilateral Fund under the Montreal Protocol. Federal Environment 
Minister Robert de Cotret had promoted Montreal’s application at a 
meeting on the follow-up of the Montreal Protocol held last June. (Le 
Devoir, September 22, 1990, pp. Al and A10.) 


Dalai Lama visits Canada 


September 26 - October 2: 


The Dalai Lama, Tibet’s spiritual leader, visited Canada and held unoffi- 
cial meetings on international human rights with Secretary of State Gerry 
Weiner and Members of Parliament, including members of the Sub- 
Committee on External Affairs. These meetings did not represent a 
change in Canadian foreign policy, which does not recognize Tibet’s 
“sovernment-in-exile.” (Secretary of State for External Affairs, Statement 
No. 203, September 14, 1990.) 


Diplomatic Appointments during this quarter 
September 11: 


Several new Canadian representatives abroad, ambassadors and consuls 
were appointed. Michael Bell became Ambassador to the U.S.S.R. with 
concurrent accreditation to the Mongolian People’s Republic, Fred Bild 
was appointed Ambassador to China, while James Bissett was appointed 
Ambassador to Yugoslavia with concurrent accreditation to Albania. 
Anne Charles was appointed Consul General to Detroit, William Clarke 
became Ambassador to Brazil and Brian Dickson is Ambassador to 
Guatemala. C.D. Fogerty was appointed High Commissioner to Ghana; 
Wayne Hammond, High Commissioner to Namibia and Esmond Jarvis, 
High Commissioner to New Zealand. James Leach, Marc Lemieux and 
Alan McLaine were appointed Ambassador to Peru, Algeria and Czecho- 
slovakia, respectively. 


Jennifer McQueen was appointed High Commissioner to Jamaica with 
concurrent accreditation to the Bahamas and Belize and Christopher 
Poole was appointed Ambassador to Iraq. Jacques Roy became Ambassador 
of Canada to Switzerland. Jacques Simard was appointed Ambassador to 
Egypt, John Zawisza was appointed High Commissioner to Guyana and 
Janet Zukowshy became High Commissioner to Barbados. Lawrence 
Smith will take on the position of High Commissioner to Kenya as well as 
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that of Permanent Representative to the United Nations Environment 
Program and to the United Nations Centre for Human Settlements. 
Finally, Edward Lee, in addition to becoming Ambassador to Austria, will 
also represent Canada at the United Nations at Vienna and the International 
Atomic Energy Agency. (Secretary of State for External Affairs, News 
Release No. 200, September 11, 1990.) 


September 28: 


Another diplomatic appointment was announced. James Bartleman was 
appointed Permanent Representative and Ambassador of Canada to the 
North Atlantic Council. (Secretary of State, News Release No. 216,September 
28, 1990.) 
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Presentation 


Etudes internationales has been publishing a chronological review of 
Canada's external relations for ten years. It lists events involving Canadian 
government interaction with foreign governments. These events are divided 
into thematic and geographic sections presenting, in turn, Canadian policies 
on defense, immigration, development aid, economic and commercial poli- 
cies, Canadian participation in international organizations and bilateral 
relations linking Canada with all regions of the globe. 


The chronological review provides a reference tool for those interested 
in Canadian foreign policy. It does not analyse or comment on this policy. 
Rather, it presents a rapid overview of events in the quarter — this volume 
covers the period from October to December 1990 — and allows the reader 
to follow Canada's external relations as they take place. This volume is 
intended for researchers, civil servants, journalists and all those needing 
specific information on the federal government's relations with the interna- 
tional community. 


Itis a pleasure to make this bilingual edition available to the anglophone 
public, thanks to the support of External Affairs and International Trade 
Canada. We hope that this publication in book form will make theinformation 
it provides available to a broader public.

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A — Overview 


The unification of Germany, the signing of the Charter of Paris, the end 
of the Uruguay Round and the Persian Gulf crisis all illustrate the particu- 
larly intense nature of international activities during the last three months 
of 1990. In addition, Canada completed its term as a non-permanent 
member of the UN Security Council which had become an important decision- 
making forum after the end of the Cold War and the beginning of the Gulf 
conflict. Canadian leaders travelled, made decisions, attended meetings and 
took stands through to the end of the quarter. Like the other governments 
involved in the Gulf conflict, they awaited, at the end of year, new initiatives 
in the crisis that had been temporarily suspended by UN Resolution 678. 


B — Defence Policies 
1 — NATO and the cscE Summit in Paris 


Defence and Foreign Ministers of NATO member countries held their 
regular meetings, but one of the quarter’s most significant events took place 
when the Heads of State and Government of other countries participating in 
the CSCE joined the NATO ministers for the Summit of the Conference on 
Security and Cooperation in Europe. 


The Nuclear Planning Group and the Defence Planning Committee 
which are composed of Defence Ministers, including Minister of National 
Defence Bill McKnight, held a joint session in Brussels on December 5, 6 and 
7. Jim Bartleman, Canadian Ambassador to NATO, and General John de 
Chastelain, Chief of the Defence Staff, accompanied Mr. McKnight.’ Two 
weeks later, on December 17 and 18, NATO Foreign Ministers also held a

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meeting in Brussels which Secretary of State for External Affairs Joe Clark 
attended.” These NATO meetings dealt primarily with an examination of the 
collective nature of European defence at the end of the Cold War, an 
assessment of ties between the Alliance, the cscE and the European Com- 
munity, and the possible modification of the Atlantic Alliance’s sphere of 
competence. 


The Il CSCE Summit, held fifteen years after the one in Helsinki, brought 


together the leaders of the 34 cScE member countries in Paris from Novem- 
ber 19 to 21. The leaders welcomed the end of “an era of confrontation and 
division” by signing four documents :3

Conventional Forcesin Europe Treaty. Ratified on November 19 by the 
22 member states of the Atlantic Alliance and the Warsaw Pact, this 
Treaty establishes equal numbers of tanks (20,000), armoured combat 
vehicles (30,000), artillery pieces (20,000), combat aircraft (6,800) and 
helicopters (2,000). It also calls for an effective verification system, the 
creation of a Joint Advisory Group and a follow-up period.* 


NATO-Warsaw Pact Joint Declaration stating that the signatories are 
“no longer adversaries”, that they will build “new partnerships” and 
that they will “extend to each other the hand of friendship”.® the 
Charter of Paris for a New Europe. Passed on November 21 by the 
Heads of State and Government of the 34 cscE countries, this Charter 
creates six new institutions: a Secretariat in Prague, an Office of Free 
Elections in Warsaw, a Conflict Prevention Centre in Vienna, a 
Council consisting of foreign ministers, a Committee of senior officials 
who will consult regularly in Vienna starting in 1992 and a framework 
for biannual meetings of heads of state and government.® 


Document on Confidence- and Security-Building Measures. Accepted 
by the 34 member countries, this document proposes an information 
exchange system to ensure military transparency and to reduce the 
risk of accidentally triggered conflicts. The Conflict Prevention Centre 
created by the Charter of Paris will support the new confidence- 
building measures.’

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Canada warmly welcomed the contents of these documents, the new 
institutions they create and the emerging sense of continuing direction. 
Furthermore, Canada plans to participate actively in the verification pro- 
cess called for in the cFE Treaty and negotiations on conventional forces. 
Prime Minister Mulroney termed the Paris Summit “a historic step in 
enhancing and strengthening the CSCE” and said he hoped it will “inaugurate 
a new Europe”.® 


2 — Additional Defence Funds 


Due to the cost of operations carried out in Quebec last summer, as well 
as in the Persian Gulf since August, additional funds were required for the 
Department of National Defence. The Supplementary Estimates tabled in 
the House of Commons on November 23 granted another $350 million for 
those operations. Of that amount, $229 million were earmarked for operat- 
ing expenses resulting from the Canadian presence in the Gulf and aid 
provided to the civil power in Quebec and $121 million for procuring 
equipment and reequipping the ships dispatched to the Persian Gulf. 
Support for military operations in the Middle East is estimated at about $90 
million per month, for a total of $646 million to the end of the fiscal year.® 


C — Economic and Trade Policies 


This quarter, Canada’s trade policy was marked by an Order that had 
been issued on October 31 to block the “Mack Amendment”. Named after a 
u.s. Senator, this measure by u.s. Congress would prevent U.s.-owned sub- 
sidiaries in Canada from trading with Cuba, even in products of Canadian 
origin. Secretary of State for External Affairs Joe Clark and Justice Minister 
Kim Campbell maintained that the amendment infringed Canadian 
sovereignty and Canada’s capacity to legislate international trade by corpo- 
rations operating in Canada."

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D — Immigration Policies 


Employment and Immigration Minister Barbara McDougall tabled the 
Government’s Annual Report on Immigration for 1991-1995 in the House of 
Commons on October 25. The five-year plan passed this year is something 
new, since Canada’s immigration plan has always covered only one year. 


Desiring “moderate growth” in immigration, the Minister set the number 
ofimmigrants to be accepted into Canada at 220,000 in 1991 and 250,000 per 
year until 1995, for a total of 1.2 million over five years. Mrs. McDougall also 
intends to reestablish a “natural balance” among the family-class, refugee 
and independent categories. To achieve that balance, the skilled workers 
sub-category of the independent category will increase from 81,500 in 1990 
to 112,000 in 1995. The number of refugees will increase at a slower pace, 
rising from 42,000 to 53,000 by 1995 and the total number of immigrants in 
the family-class category will jump from 72,500 in 1991 to 100,000 in 1992 
and then decrease to 85,000 over five years. In addition, the Canadian 
Government will tighten entry criteria for family reunification by attaching 
to sponsorship the condition of “actual dependency” among relatives. For 
example, adult children who are not dependents of their parents will form 
part of the independent category." 


Finally, the Minister presented an immigrant integration policy that 
formed part of her annual report. Immigrant language courses were allo- 
cated $200 million, the largest share of funds.’” 


E — International Organizations and Meetings 
1 — The United Nations 


Canada completed its two-year term on the United Nations Security 
Council on December 31. Canada, Finland, Malaysia, Colombia and Ethio- 
pia will be replaced by India, Ecuador, Belgium, Zimbabwe and Austria on 
January 1, 1991. Canada’s last activities as a member of the Security 
Council were marked by the still-explosive issue of the Gulf crisis, while at 
the same time Canadian delegates concentrated their energy on resolving 
the issue of the peacekeeping force in Cyprus. For several months now, 
Canadians have been pressing for a move from voluntary assessments to 
mandatory assessments for financing the peacekeeping operation. Council

members were to decide on this matter, as well as on the automatic 
reauthorization of theUN mission, on December 14. Since the vote on funding 
was postponed for a week so that more consultations could be held, Canada 
decided to abstain from the decision on reauthorization.’ In late December, 
the Security Council finally undertook to “favourably” examine changes to 
the funding of the peacekeeping force in Cyprus. 


2 — La Francophonie 


One year prior to the fourth Francophone Summit, the host country 
selected — Zaire — raised concerns among the member countries of la 
Francophonie. The human rights situation in Zaire, the repression of 
students in Lubumbashi and slow preparation of the event prompted 
Canada and other Francophone countries to discuss the possibility of 
changing the site of the next Francophone Summit. In late November, 
Ottawa expressed its concerns to Zairian authorities through diplomatic 
channels} and, in early December, Zaire’s Foreign Minister met with the 
Canadian Ministers responsible for la Francophonie and External Relations 
and International Development.'* However, no formal decision had been 
released by the end of the quarter. 


One of the events that took place during the last months of 1990 was a 
meeting of AGECOP’s Management Board (Agency for Cultural and Technical 
Cooperation) held in Niamey, Niger in mid-November. Marcel Masse, 
Minister responsible for la Francophonie, said at that meeting that he was 
satisfied with AGECOP’s recent efforts toimprove its efficiency and play amore 
active role. This meeting coincided with AGEcop’s 20th anniversary.” 


3 — GATT and the MTN 


After four years of talks, the Uruguay Round of Multilateral Trade 
Negotiations was adjourned on December 7, when the ministerial meeting 
of the 107 Gatr member countries ended and talks on the thorny issue of 
agricultural subsidies failed.'® 


Although he was disappointed with the stalemate in the negotiations, 
John Crosbie, head of the Canadian delegation and International Trade

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Minister, said nevertheless that he was heartened by the progress made on 
a number of issues, including that of financial services. He attributed the 
impasse to “a lack of political will to deal satisfactorily with agricultural 
issues” and the European Community’s position which apparently made “an 
agreement impossible”.!® In addition to the agricultural issues they had 
followed closely, members of the Canadian delegation were also directly 
involved in discussions on market access and trade in services. They 
presented, along with Japan, Sweden and Switzerland, a proposal on non- 
discrimination and the liberalization of trade in financial services.” 


Canada was represented in Brussels by six ministers, including Don 
Mazankowski, Minister of Agriculture, and Michael Wilson, Minister of 
Finance, as well as by several other provincial and private sector representa- 
tives. Negotiations will resume in Geneva on January 15, when an informal 
trade negotiating committee chaired by GaTT Director General Arthur Dunkel 
will meet.?! 


4 — Other Economic Meetings 


Several meetings, working sessions and multilateral meetings in Octo- 
ber and November focussed on the Uruguay Round of Multilateral Trade 
Negotiations to be held in December. Canada participated in many of these 
fora. First, from October 11 to 13, International Trade Minister John Crosbie 
chaired a meeting of Quadrilateral Trade Ministers in St. John’s, Newfound- 
land. The Quadrilateral Ministers are the Trade Ministers from the United 
States, Japan, the European Community and Canada.” A meeting with GATT 
Director General Arthur Dunkel was held prior to the talks. Mr. Dunkel was 
in Canada and had held a meeting with Prime Minister Mulroney in Ottawa 
the day before the Quad meeting.”* 


Other talks were held in Geneva in early November among the thirteen 
agricultural exporting countries making up the Cairns Group. “A postpone- 
ment of the Brussels meeting would only defer difficult decisions which must 
be addressed,” said Mr. Crosbie who was still continuing consultations with 
several of his counterparts. Charles Mayer, Minister of State for Grains and 
Oil Seeds, accompanied Mr. Crosbie to Geneva. He then joined a Cairns

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Group delegation that was visiting several European capitals to emphasize 
the importance of the stakes in the Uruguay Round.” 


Finally, Canada sent its chief MTN negotiator, Gerald Shannon, to South 
Korea and Japan from November 12 to 15. Mr. Shannon met with several 
ministers and senior officials in both countries in order to urge a successful 
completion of the Uruguay Round.?5 


F — Canada-u:.s. Relations 
1 — Trade Issues 


Taking advantage of the Quadrilateral Trade Ministers Meeting, Inter- 
national Trade Minister John Crosbie and u.s.Trade Representative Carla 
Hills were in St. John’s, Newfoundland on October 11 for the fourth meeting 
of the Canada-u.s. Trade Commission. They said they were satisfied with the 
free-trade dispute settlement mechanism which has produced eight panel 
reports to date. They also agreed to ratify some minor modifications to the 
Rules of Origin of the Free Trade Agreement, as well as to the list of 
professions that may benefit from the temporary entry provisions.” 


In very late December, Canada requested that the U.s. duty on imports 
of Canadian pork be reviewed. A new bilateral panel will have until March 
7 to uphold or overturn the new duty?’ of December 7, 1990, that had been 
modified and reduced to $0.066 per kilogram.” In a separate but related 
case, another panel must render it decision by January 22 on injury caused 
to U.S. producers by Canadian pork exports.”® 


2— Other Issues 


On December 19, the Canadian Ambassador to Washington, Derek 
Burney, announced the positive outcome of negotiations for a Canada-u.s. 
bilateral acid rain accord. The accord resulting from these negotiations will 
establish mutual commitments for both countries concerning levels of 
transboundary emissions of atmospheric pollutants. The fourteen-page

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document is to be signed at the next meeting between President Bush and 
Prime Minister Mulroney.*° Negotiating sessions begun in August contin- 
ued until the announcement. News of the u.s. President’s signing of the 
Clean Air Act on November 15 was warmly welcomed by Canadian authori- 
ties.?! 


Other u.s.-Canada negotiations will begin early next year. This time, an 
attempt will be made to conclude a new agreement on passenger, cargo and 
cabotage transportation, and regular and charter services. The current 
agreement dates back to 1974.*2 Jim Harris, a senior official at External 
Affairs, will be Canada’s chief negotiator, while the U.S. section will be 
headed by Charles Angevine, Deputy Assistant Secretary at the State 
Department.*? 


G— Canada and Western Europe 
1 — Visit to Europe by Prime Minister Mulroney 


Prime Minister Brian Mulroney was one of the first heads of government 
to arrive in Paris for the Summit of the Conference on Confidence and 
Security in Europe, since a working session with the French Prime Minister 
had been scheduled on the eve of the Summit. Mr. Rocard and Mr. Mulroney 
met on November 18 to discuss the development of the international 
situation and such bilateral issues as Mr. Rocard’s visit to Canada and the 
Canadian constitutional debate.* 


As soon as the Summit had ended, Mr. Mulroney left France and 
travelled to Italy on November 22 and 23. He held a private meeting at the 
Holy See with the Supreme Pontiff with whom he discussed aboriginal rights 
and the situation in the Middle East.*® 


However, relations with the Ec were the prime reason for Mr. Mulroney’s 
visit to Italy, since that country presides the European Council until year’s 
end. He signed, with his Italian counterpart Giuluio Andreotti, a Declara- 
tion on European Community-Canada Relations in which both parties

reaffirm “their determination to continue to strengthen the partnership”, 
the joining “of their efforts in meeting transnational challenges” and the full 
use “of mechanisms established under the Ec/Canada Framework Agree- 
ment”. To achieve the foregoing, the institutional framework for Canada- 
European consultations will be broadened by regular meetings between the 
Prime Minister of Canada and the President of the European Council and 
biannual meetings among the President of the Council of European Commu- 
nities, the Commission and the Secretary of State for External Affairs of 
Canada.*® 


2 — Germany 


The fourth quarter of the year opened with the unification of Germany. 
Canada welcomed the unification by conveying its congratulations to the 
German Government, while Thomas Delworth, Canada’s Ambassador to the 
Federal Republic of Germany, represented Canada at German Unity Cel- 
ebrations on October 3.°” 


The creation of one sovereign Germany naturally resulted in changes to 
official diplomatic relations.*® Canada’s Ambassador to Bonn became the 
new Ambassador to all Germany and Canada’s Military Mission and 
Consulate in West Berlin were converted into a Consulate General on 
October 3. Franco Pillarella, former Deputy Head of the Consulate in West 
Berlin, is to take up the position of Consul General at the new Consulate 
General which will cover the jurisdiction including the City of Berlin and the 
former German Democratic Republic. A Trade Commissioner and a Social 
Affairs Officer will join the staff shortly. In Canada, the East German 
Embassy in Ottawa closed its doors on October 2. Heinz Birch, the East 
German Ambassador, had left the Embassy a few weeks earlier. Sixteen 
diplomats at the West German Embassy headed by Wolfgang Behrends will 
now represent Germany in Canada.*® 


3 -—EC 


“We strongly object to the European Commission’s proposed unilateral 
quotas for 3LN redfish, 3NO witch flounder and particularly 3L cod (...). The 
Commission’s proposal would mean continuation of a high level of overfishing 
by Ec fleets (...). [The] quotas provide no basis for discussing access to 
Canadian ports or allocations of surplus stocks in the Canadian zone.” Those 
were the words of International Trade Minister John Crosbie and Fisheries

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and Oceans Minister Bernard Valcourt when the Ec’s intentions had been 
released shortly before the December meeting of the Ec Council of Fisheries 
Ministers.*° At that meeting, the EC passed the proposed quotas without 
making the changes Canada had requested.*! 


Canada plans to continue diplomatic talks with European leaders such 
as the European Commission Fisheries Commissioner, Manuel Marin, with 
whom Mr. Valcourt and Mr. Crosbie had met again in Brussels on November 
30* and other ministers such as the French Minister responsible for Oceans, 
Jacques Mellick, with whom a meeting was held in Paris on November 7.** 


H — Canada, the Ussr and Eastern Europe 


1 — Canada-Soviet Exchanges and a Visit to Eastern Europe 
by the Secretary of State 


The Secretary of State for External Affairs, Joe Clark, travelled to 
Eastern Europe and the Soviet Union from November 13 to 17, after making 
a brief stopin the United Kingdom to discuss the Middle East situation.** Mr. 
Clark visited Czechoslovakia where he signed a Foreign Investment Protec- 
tion Agreement and Memorandum of Understanding on Cultural, Academic 
and Sports Relations with the Czech Foreign Minister and Deputy Premier, 
Jiri Dienstbier. Mr. Clark also announced that a special mission of experts 
would soon visit Czechoslovakia to develop cooperative projects to encourage 
democratic reforms and a market economy.*® 


The goal of the Secretary of State’s visit to Moscow was essentially to 
strengthen ties between the Soviet Union and Canada following on the heels 
of recent meetings between Prime Minster Mulroney and the Soviet President. 
After discussions with Boris Yeltsin, President of the Russian Federation, 
Mr. Clark held talks with his Soviet counterpart, Eduard Shevardnadze, to 
discuss a wide range of issues.‘ He also announced that 45 Canadian

Mr. Clark left the issue of food aid for the Ussr on the back burner. In 
Paris, at the close of his meeting with President Gorbachev, Prime Minister 
Brian Mulroney announced Canadian aid to the Ussr Details of the type and 
quantity of aid were released a few days later. It was learned that Canadian 
authorities had granted an additional line of credit of $150 million for the 
purchase of agricultural commodities.** 


Canada-Soviet exchanges in November concluded in Ottawa with the 
signing, on the 22nd, of a new two-year agreement on academic, scientific et 
cultural relations.*® 


2 - International Trade Minister’s Mission to the Ussr 


International Trade Minister John Crosbie led a trade mission consist- 
ing of thirty Canadian companies to the Soviet Union, from October 20 to 28. 
The mission, whose itinerary included the cities of Leningrad and Moscow, 
as well as the Republic of Kazakhstan, involved such activities as the Ninth 
Canada-Ussr Mixed Economic Commission meeting and meetings with the 
President of the Ukrainian Council of Ministers, the Soviet Minister for 
Foreign Economic Relations and the Soviet Minister of the Oil and Gas 
Industry.*° 


I — Canada, Latin America and the Caribbean 


1— North American Free Trade Talks between Mexico 
and the United States 


Appearing before the Standing Committee on External Affairs and 
International Trade on October 9, International Trade Minister John 
Crosbie justified Canada’s participation in the North American free trade 
talks. He presented two reasons: 1) new trade opportunities offered to Ca- 
nadian exporters as a result of Mexico’s recent reforms in its economy, and 
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2) the need to participate from the outset in these talks given the importance 
of the North American market to the Canadian economy.*! Trilateral con- 
sultations on this issue continued throughout the quarter among repre- 
sentatives who had gathered in Houston on October 16 and ministers in 
Brussels*? and Washington®™ in early December. These preliminary talks are 
to allow the three countries to decide on a date when formal negotiations will 
begin and if Canada will be at the negotiating table. 


2 —Cuba 


Cuba’s Vice-Minister for Foreign Affairs, Ramon Sanchez Parodi, trav- 
elled to Ottawa, Toronto and Quebec City in late November. Investment and 
trade dominated themes examined during his visit. The state of bilateral 
relations was not neglected and the Secretary of State for External Affairs 
assured his guest that he would make an official visit to Cuba.*® Still in late 
November, Canada increased to $30.9 million the insurance made available 
to exporters of agricultural and fish commodities. The previous amount, 
announced in November 1989, was $20.9 million.*§ 


3 — Guatemala 


Canada responded to an invitation of the Government of Guatemala by 
sending two observers to the November 11 general elections. Ron Gould, 
Assistant Chief Electoral Officer of Canada, and Brian Dickson, Canada’s 
Ambassador to Guatemala, visited polling stations and monitored activities 
of the Guatemala Supreme Electoral Tribunal.®’ 


4 — Haiti 


The Canadian Government welcomed, on December 23, the official 
confirmation of the election of Father Jean-Bertrand Aristide as President 
of Haiti.°® General elections had been held on December 16. Ten Canadian 
observers participated in a mission monitoring the elections under the aegis 
of the Organization of American States (OAs), while ten Canadian military 
officials joined the United Nations Observer Mission for the Verification of 
the Elections in Haiti (ONU VEH) as security experts.®® Fifteen Canadians had 
observed voter registration under the auspices of the OAs in October.© 
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J — Canada and the Middle East 
1 — The Persian Gulf Crisis 


Two weeks prior to the January 15 deadline, the year’s fourth quarter 
ended on a note of expectation following diplomatic efforts and an assess- 
ment of the effect of economic sanctions on Iraq. Throughout the preceding 
weeks, there were numerous debates in Canada on its role in the conflict. 
The Standing Committee of External Affairs and International Trade began 
a series of hearings on the issue. The Secretary of State for External Affairs 
and the National Defence Minister appeared before the Committee on 
October 25. Mr. Clark said that Canada was ready to use force to drive 
Iraqiorces out of Kuwait, “even without United Nations approval”.® That 
statement later gave rise to several questions in the House of Commons. Mr. 
Clark appeared before the Committee again on December 10, this time to 
discuss the effect of economic sanctions on Iraq. He felt the sanctions were 
“necessary” but “not sufficient” to force Iraqi troops to withdraw from 
Kuwait. 


Military forces continued to enforce sanctions until the end of the 
quarter. In December, it was estimated that the Canadian Forces had 
intercepted 1597 vessels in the Gulf, or nearly 25 per cent of all interceptions 
by the multinational force. The Canadian Task Group led by Commodore 
Ken Summers carried out the patrol missions begun on October 1. Canada’s 
Air Task Group —Middle East stationed in Qatar began its escort missions 
on October 6. The headquarters of Canada’s air and maritime forces were 
established in Bahrain.* Expenditures arising from Canada’s presence in 
the Gulf modified budget forecasts for the Department of National Defence 
and the Government. In order to take those expenditures into account, 
Supplementary Estimates were tabled on November 23® (see section on 
Defence Policies). 


On October 19, Canada announced that it would suspend operations at 
its Embassy in Kuwait and that the five remaining staff members had been 
transferred to the Embassy in Baghdad. The news release announcing the 
decision stated that the Embassy is not officially closed : operations there are 
temporarily suspended due to the situation. The vast majority of Western 
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and Canadian nationals detained in Iraq had been evacuated in early 
December.®’ In late November, a private humanitarian mission consisting 
of three members of Parliament travelled to Iraq to accelerate the Canadi- 
ans’ departure.® 


Contacts among Canadian leaders, the other members of the coalition 
and neighbouring countries in the region increased at the end of the quarter 
at embassies and with ministers and heads of government. The series of 
rapid consultations made by the Secretary of State for External Affairs in 
Turkey, Jordan, Israel and Egypt, from November 23 to 26® and the Na- 
tional Defence Minister’s trip to Bahrain in mid-November formed part of 
those activities.” 


At the United Nations, special committees and the Security Council 
went through a period of intense activity. A committee co-chaired by Canada 
and Finland monitored implementation of sanctions, while a sub-committee 
chaired by Canada examined requests for assistance from countries affected 
economically by the conflict.71 The Security Council adopted three new 
resolutions on the Gulf crisis. Resolution 674, adopted on October 29, 
condemned actions by the Iraqi occupation forces ; Resolution 677, adopted 
on November 28, condemned Iraq’s efforts to alter the demographic com- 
position and destroy Kuwait’s records of civil status; and Resolution 678, 
adopted on November 29, authorized states cooperating with Kuwait to use 
“all means necessary” to enforce compliance with previous resolutions.” 


The Secretary of State for External Affairs, as well as twelve of his 
counterparts from member countries of the Security Council, were allin New 
York to vote on Resolution 678. Mr. Clark delivered a speech explaining 
Canada’s support for the resolution which he concluded by stating that it 
was now up to Iraq to choose between peace and war.”

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2 — Israel 


Canada joined other Security Council members which unanimously 
adopted Resolution 672 on October 13, condemning “the acts of violence” 
committed in Jerusalem on October 8. The Canadian Government had 
called for calm on the occasion and expressed “grave reservations” about the 
degree of force used by Israeli authorities.” On December 20, the Security 
Council unanimously voted on Resolution 681 on the protection of Palestin- 
ians in the Occupied Territories and on a separate statement in support of 
an international conference on the Middle East.” The Palestinian issue had 
been on the agenda of the Secretary of State for External Affairs during his 
trip to Israel which formed part of his Middle East tour. Mr. Clark held talks 
with Prime Minister Yitzhak Shamir, his Israeli counterpart, David Levy, 
and various Palestinian leaders.” 


K — Canada and Africa (Sub-Saharan) 
1 — South Africa 


Secretary of State Joe Clark termed the repeal of the Separate Amenities 
Act in South Africa “an important step forward” and a “tangible sign” of the 
South African Government’s intention to ban apartheid. At the same time, 
he hoped other discriminatory acts, including the Group Areas Act and the 
Land Acts, would also be repealed soon.” 


2 — Benin 


The Prime Minister of Benin, Nicéphore Soglo, made a working visit to 
Canada from November 6 to 10. Mr. Soglo discussed strengthening bilateral 
ties and Benin’s transition to a multi-party system with CIDA and govern- 
ment officials. He concluded his trip in Montréal where he held consultations 
with public and private sector representatives.” 


3 — Rwanda 


Throughout the quarter, the Canadian Government was concerned 
about fighting that had occurred in the capital of Rwanda in October.

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Development, expressed her concerns to Rwanda’s Minister of Education, 
Charles Nyandwi, who was in Ottawa to discuss bilateral relations. Al- 
though Canada’s aid program for Rwanda remains unchanged, the comple- 
tion of some projects will be delayed. Thus, the signing of agreements 
scheduled during Mr. Nyandwi’s trip was postponed.® However, CIDAstepped 
up implementation ofits food aid program to meet a possible food shortage.*? 


L — Canada, Asia and Oceania 
1 — Meeting of the Association of Southeast Asian Nations 


The Secretary of State for External Affairs, Joe Clark, hosted his 
counterparts from the Association of Southeast Asian Nations (ASEAN) in 
Calgary and Jasper for a special meeting and informal discussions from 
October 4 to 7. In addition to examining the future of their relations, Canada 
and theASEAN countries announced a regional training program valued at 
$9.1 million, as well as four other cooperation projects totalling $31.19 
million in the fields of oceanology, agri-food and human resources. All 
projects will be funded by ciDA and managed from the Canada-aSEAN Centre 
in Singapore.* 


2 — Meeting of the Asia Pacific Economic Cooperation Conference 


The Working Group on Marine Resource Conservation in the Pacific, 
created under the auspices of the Asia Pacific Economic Cooperation Confer- 
ence (APEC), held its first meeting in Vancouver on November 20 and 21. 
Government officials and experts from 11 member countries examined 
mutual problems of marine pollution, such as the transportation of hazard- 
ous substances and pollutant discharge. They made recommendations that 
will be considered at the nextaPEC ministerial meeting to be held in Seoul in 
1991.° 


3 — Trips to the Asia Pacific Region by Canadians 


Officials responsible for Canadian economic and technological policy 
made trips to countries in the Asia Pacific region throughout the quarter.

South Korea and Australia from November 8 to 18 to promote trade and 
tourism.™” Finance Minister Michael Wilson headed to Hong Kong and 
Japan to seek or finalize various investment projects.® 


4 — Pakistan 


Canadians were sent to Pakistan twice in October. First, Ronald Atkey, 
an expert on constitutional law, travelled to Pakistan to observe legal 
proceedings instituted against former Prime Minister Benazir Bhutto.* 
Later, three Parliamentarians were given the responsibility of monitoring 
the October 24 elections and ballot counting.®’ All of the observers will sub- 
mit a report to the government upon their return to Canada. 


5 — Development Assistance 


The Export Development Corporation (Epc) lent u.s. $5.3 million to 
China on October 1 to support the sale of specialized automobile manufac- 
turing equipment.® A second loan, this one valued at U.s.$24.9 million, was 
made to Indonesia to modernize a ground satellite station.®® 


M — Policies in the Arctic 


During the quarter, Canada revived the idea of creating an Arctic 
Council. It plans to make a formal proposal on the matter to the seven Arctic 
nations at a ministerial meeting on environmental cooperation scheduled to 
be held in Finland next spring. Canadian authorities have said they are 
willing to host the secretariat for the Council and provide funding for it. 


Construction of the Polar 8 ice breaker was brought up again when a 
report by the House of Commons Defence Committee requested the Govern- 
ment of Canada to reconsider the project’s cancellation and improve Cana- 
da’s ability assert its sovereignty in the Arctic. However, no recommenda- 
tion about the costs of the operation was made.”!

October 3: 


Canada, previously admitted as an observer, became a full member of the 
Inter-American Commission of Women (CIM), a specialized agency of the 
Organization of American States which works towards improving the 
living conditions of women in Latin America. Kay Stanley, Coordinator of 
Status of Women Canada, will be a delegate to the cIM’s upcoming meet- 
ings. (Government of Canada, News Release No. 224, October 3, 1990.) 


Commonwealth Meeting in Ottawa 


October 9: 
Commonwealth Ministers responsible for the Status of Women met in 
Ottawa to discuss the theme “Women and Economic Equality”. The Prime 


Minister participated in the meeting by delivering a speech on the subject.

Canadian Visits New York and Central America 


October 9: 


General John de Chastelain, Chief of the Defence Staff, undertook a five- 
day visit of the Canadian contingent stationed in Costa Rica, Honduras 
and Nicaragua. He also took advantage of his trip to stop at United 
Nations Headquarters in New York where meetings were scheduled with 
the Canadian Ambassador and the UN Secretary-General. (Department of 
National Defence, News Release No. 60/90, October 9, 1990.) 


IAEA Director General in Canada 


October 14: 


Hans Blix, Director General of the International Atomic Energy Agency, 
began a three-day visit to Canada. Mr. Blix met with Jake Epp, Minister 
of Energy, Mines and Resources, Monique Landry, Minister for External 
Relations and International Development, as well as senior government 
officials, members of Crown corporations and utilities representatives.

October 26: 


Some changes were made to Canada’s representation abroad. Raynell 
Andreychuk was appointed Ambassador to Portugal; Jacques Bilodeau, 
Ambassador to Senegal with concurrent accreditation to Cape Verde; 
Martin Collacott, Ambassador to Syria; and Paul Dingledine, Ambassa- 
dor to Thailand with concurrent accreditation to Laos and Vietnam. Dilys 
Buckley-Jones became High Commissioner to Trinidad and Tobago.
